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ON DECORATING & DESIGN: 


If you regard anything from the 20th century as too new 
to matter, here are purists’ views on the 
growing appreciation for the not-quite antique 


merica’s heritage is flour- 
ishing fertile every- 
where we look. This 
from Tom Woodard 
whose shop for quilts 
and other regional 
antiques is very 
well known. He 
isn’t referring to 
the 18th or 19th centuries as you 
might expect. He is speaking of the 
first half of the 20th century, which 
he thinks is about to undergo reeval- 
uation by many people working in 
the decorative arts—designers, deco- 
rators, artists and collectors. There is 
inspiration flowing from the design 
concepts of the ’20s and ’30s that has 
special appeal now whether you are 
interested in antiques or the avant- 
garde. 

Tom Woodard and Blanche 
Greenstein are partners of Thos. K. 
Woodard American Antiques & 
Quilts. “Antique,” by definition, 
usually means an object proved to 
be at least 100 years old. “We're 
finding that the quilts of the 1920s 
and ’30s are just what many of our 
customers are now looking for,” says 
Mr. Woodard who, with Ms. Green- 
stein, is photographed seated in 
front of an Amish Double-Nine 
quilt, c. 1915. “For one thing, the 
palette of those decades, the muted 
pastels, is precisely what we see in 
today’s decorating—muted pink, 
lavender, light blue, pistachio and 
pale, butter yellow. The fact that 
quilters used real cotton in the ’20s 
and ’30s has prevented these subtle 
shades from turning dingy. And 
their Deco-inspired designed quilt 
designs blend beautifully with the 
spare, clean interiors we'd see in 
lofts as well as in traditional country 
rooms. 

“The last 30 years reflect an ex- 
traordinary revitalization of quilting 
in America. Contemporary quilters 
are carrying traditions of quality 
craftsmanship into the next century. 
And this is what many of us in the 
decorative arts are thinking about— 
what will we be bringing with us? 
We're doing some rag carpet stair 
runners now whose colors and 











stripes are right out of the ‘30s. 
They're expensive, but their look 
and sturdiness have the qualities we 
demand from anything we buy to- 
day—new or antique. 

“Every antiques dealer faces the 
problem of scarcity. There is no 
scarcity of 20th-century textiles if 
we equate the high quality of recent 
craftmanship with that in rare an- 
tiques.”” 

The past isn’t the sole provenance 
of the antiques dealer. LCS is a com- 
pany designers and architects go to 
when they’re looking for “classics” 
of the avant-garde. “This isn’t a 
contradiction,” says Bill Goldsmith, 
partner and design director. ‘Rather, 
we're representing those companies 
whose modern design fits into the 
timeless style that defines the con- 
temporary look.” 

Mr. Goldsmith is seated (bottom 
right) on a sturdy, sandblasted oak 
chair whose lines come right out of a 
Sheraton design of the 1860s. He has 
adapted the chair by changing its 
material from mahogany to oak and 
its seat covering from silk to blond 
strawcloth. He plays up its old-fash- 
ioned style by letting it stand alone 
as if it were a work of art. Mr. Gold- 
smith says this chair typifies Ameri- 
ca’s interest in things reflecting the 
regional development of American 
style—drawing from all periods. 

The black leather chair (middle) is 
an example of the excitement the 
‘30s created. “It was a time when 
design had the support of wealthy 
clients who ordered the very best of 
materials and craftmanship and ... 
they wanted comfort. This chair I’ve 
designed is supremely comfortable 
and covered in an elegant black 
leather that delivers quality.” 

With the next century almost 
upon us, it seems altogether appro- 
priate to take stock of our 20th-cen- 
tury accomplishments. We have a 
wealth of objects that form the de- 
sign “‘reservoir’’ upon which to 
draw. This new emphasis on the first 
part of the 20th century gives us a 
frame of reference in recognizing to- 
morrow’s antiques today.™

hen we were very young 
we were enthralled by 
Henry David Thoreau, as 


the young often are. For us he could 
write no wrong. “I would rather be 
all by myself on a pumpkin than be 
crowded on a velvet cushion,” he 
said in Walden. And that’s exactly 
what we did, Tom and I. We left the 
comfort and ease of our natural hab- 
itat, the suburbs, for the country, 
then an unknown land. We moved 
to a pumpkin, and we pulled out a 
plum. 

However, what we considered a 
plum wasn’t quite a prize to others. 
That’s the reason we could buy it. 
And the natives were happy. The 
land was left in one parcel rather 
than divided four ways, as threat- 
ened, and the hunt could still ride to 
hounds over our hills and meadows. 

Now for almost three decades we 
have lived at and loved Thornhill 
Farm, cried and wondered. We look 
back a lot, but never with anger or 
regret. We’ve done what we started 
out to do. We’ve created a house 
that is home. It has become the cen- 
terboard of our lives. It keeps us 
steady. 

Perhaps this passionate desire of 
mine to settle down comes from my 
childhood when I hopscotched 
around to different schools in many 
states. I wanted a different pattern 
for our four children. I wanted them 
to know the continuity of a house, 
care as much as I did for its foibles 
and fancies. And they do. It’s our 
heart, where we’ve all grown up. 

There was never any question 
about what to name our farm. In

Younger than Tommy was 
when christened, Albert managed to | 
squeeze into the long white dress 
spotted with tea-colored shadows of © 
age—nonetheless, a dress I was 
longing to see occupied. And again 
there were adorable bare feet. We’ve -

Farm. |

Our experts answer one of the 
- most frequently asked questions 
about lighting 


hat is the 
best way to 
light a liv- 


ing room?—a ques- 
tion that puzzles 
many readers. As 
there is no single an- 
swer to this or any 
decorating question, 
we turned to three 
designers for ideas 
and suggestions. 

Robert Denning of 
Denning & Fourcade 
thinks light should 
come from many 
sources. “I like ots of 
light sources, but at 
low wattage.” 

In his own New 
York living room Mr. 
Denning has a chan- 
delier with 15-watt 
frosted bulbs, small 
lamps on a desk, 
lamps made from 
candlesticks on a table behind the 
sofa and picture lights above the 
many paintings. 

Picture lights are one of the de- 
signer’s favorite light sources, and he 
believes they should be part of the 
basic lighting in a room even if they 
only light posters. Other basic light 
fixtures he suggests for a 16-by-20- 
foot room are four floor lamps and 
four wall-mounted lamps (arranged 
in pairs, on either side of a window, 
on walls without paintings, or 
“tucked into useless wall space’’). 

For all lamps Mr. Denning designs 
shades made of several layers of silk. 
He likes peach silk, dark green, dark 
red and apricot, but never white be- 
cause it creates a harsh light. “Ask 
for ecru, beige, yellow—anything 
but white,” he says. 

William Gaylord, a San Francisco 
designer, feels the best way to light a 


| living room is to light the things in 
| it, not the room itself. Lighting a 
| room with six or eight regularly 


spaced recessed ceiling lights will 
provide an overall lighting, as in an 
airport or hotel lobby. 

Mr. Gaylord likes to illuminate

walls as well as 
paintings with wall- 
washers, spotlight 
flowers on a table, 
put a downlight in 
front of a fireplace. 

For this kind of 
lighting it is essential 
to plan—before the 
electrician comes— 
where paintings, ta- 
bles, bookshelves and 
antiques will go. The 
recessed lights in Mr. 
Gaylord’s own living 
room are irregularly 
spaced to illuminate 
such things as an 
Egyptian sarcophagus 
(one spot), three large 
Ming pots (three 
spots), three paint- 
ings (three wall- 
washers), the stereo 
wall (one wall- 
washer). Mr. Gaylord 
built bookshelves out from the wall 
and set lights on the floor behind 
them. Wallwashers light the front. 

The designer also installed a light 
outside each of his six windows to 
keep them from reflecting at night. 
“I find windows very abrasive at 
night, like black mirrors, but when 
you install outside lights the glass 
seems to disappear.” 

Vicente Wolf of Patino-Wolf As- 
sociates agrees that nothing is worse 
than an evenly lit room. “We spend 
a major amount of time and effort 
on lighting because it is hard to 
know, when planning on paper, how 
far a pool of light will travel. Too 
many lights neutralize each other 
and the room becomes evenly lit.” 

To avoid this, and to give their 
clients flexibility, Mr. Wolf’s firm 
puts dimmers on all lights, including 
their own wall-mounted fixtures for 
reading. They also use standing 
lamps for chairs in the center of the 
room. When you do this, Mr. Wolf 
emphasizes, you must have a floor 
outlet to avoid ugly, trailing cords. 
For reading, he likes airplane lights, 
on the wall or in the ceiling. @

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Audubon Ecology Camp: A Bird’s-Eye View of Maine 


f all the rugged, rocky is- 

lands that dot Maine’s coast, 

one will always be special to 
me—Hog Island, poetic in every- 
thing but its name and home to the 
Audubon Society’s Maine Ecology 
Camp. Bristling with spruce, filled 
with fern-edged trails, this wildlife 
sanctuary opens its arms to fifty 
adult campers for four two-week 
summer sessions. The one I attended 
in July of last year couldn’t have 
been more delightful. 

First, let me set the record straight. 
Audubon camps are not just for the 
birds—they’re for the curious. Lo- 
cated in four widely diverse ecosys- 
tems (Maine, Wyoming, Wisconsin 
and Connecticut), they offer camp- 
ers a chance to learn about the com- 
plex interrelations of the natural 
world under the tutelage of marine 
biologists, ornithologists and geolo- 
gists who lead the camp’s “hands- 
on” classes. 

Adventurous though the learning 
is, the teaching is predicated on a 
wondrous love of nature I have not 
experienced anywhere else. Know- 
ing very little about birds or nature, 
my imagination was captured by 
things I had never before consid- 
ered—how birds adapt for flight, 
why “fairy rings’ of mushrooms 
spring up overnight, how a milk- 
weed flower attracts a bee, why bar- 
nacles grow in colonies. Even if the 
facts fade, the sense of wonder I dis- 
covered will stay with me for life.

What originally drew me to the 
Maine camp was its setting—an At- 
lantic island without telephones. It 
also offered all the splendors of the 
natural world from the vantage 
point of cabins with comfortable 
beds, clean sheets and hot showers. I 
arrived soul-weary, in need of sanc- 
tuary. I left with senses tingling, 
ready to brave life in “Skyscraper 
National Park,” as I discovered the 
Auduboners call New York City. 


ACTIVITY PLAN 

When I awoke the first morning 
to the six-thirty ringing of a ship’s 
bell and settled down to a breakfast 
of hot cereal, blueberry pancakes 
and bacon, I knew I was going to 
love this camp. At breakfast, and 
again at lunch and dinner, our activ- 
ity schedule was announced—the 
weather in Maine being so very tem- 
peramental, nothing could be 
planned too far in advance. For ex- 
ample, fog encircled Hog Island the 
first day I was there so the orienta- 
tion cruise around the bay had to be 
postponed in favor of a walking trip 
through a lush meadow. 

At the end of each meal, Stephen 
Kress, the camp’s director, would get 
up and announce, for example, that 
the “Oranges” (my group) would be 
off on a boat trip to learn about 
lobstering, the “Blues” were to go on 
a bird walk on the mainland, the 
“Greens” to a class about tides and 
the “Purples” to the spruce forest.

Grouped by the color of their name 
tags, these four divisions have been 
the organizational key since the 
camp first opened in 1936 on the site 
of what was formerly the Sea Breeze 
resort. I suspect that one of the origi- 


nal 1936 campers wandering into to- 


day’s group would find surprisingly 
few changes. Oh, the activities have 
expanded, but the puffin jokes, the 
trails, the camaraderie, the cabins 
and the profound love for this island 
are timeless. 

“The Audubon Society’s prime 
objective for the camp is to give peo- 
ple a chance to understand and fall 
in love with nature,” says Russell 
Peterson, president of the National 
Audubon Society. “Once you feel 
that love, it’s easier to stand back 
and understand the critical environ- 
mental issues of the day.” And in- 
deed, love of nature was the preva- 
lent tone of the camp as we explored 
every aspect of Maine’s ecology. We 
waded through ponds to get to 
know their watery inhabitants; we 
dug through the muddy intertidal 
zone in search of the clams, mussels 
and periwinkles who eke out a living 
in this changing environment. We 
trouped to boulder-surrounded 
Wreck Island to see migrating her- 
ons nest high in trees, analyzed sea- 
water, peered at plankton through 
microscopes, tasted wild mushrooms 
and identified ferns. Despite all this

indulging of curiosity, the essential © 


environmental issues were not at all = 


neglected.

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When we, the campers, did the 
daily weather forecast, we tested for 
acid rain. Evening workshops in- 
cluded sessions on citizen action, the 
plight of the eagle and the political 
goals of the Audubon Society— 
founded at the turn-of-the-century 
largely as an outraged response to 
the slaughter of the very seabirds 
around us. Once decimated, the bird 
population had been nursed back to 
health by the Audubon Society and 
other bird-lovers. Still, the ghosts of 
vanished species were very much 
with us. The struggle to replenish 
coastal seabird life is by no means 
over—one of the key battles was be- 
ing waged before our eyes over the 
camp’s favorite bird, the puffin.

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know individual birds—to cheer 
when Number 76 migrates to the is- 
land.

As we 
circled Eastern Egg Rock, our trained 
instructors spotted 17 puffins. I con- 
fess to having spotted far fewer. | 
was able, however, to zero-in per- 
fectly on two bright puffins atop a 
cliff—decoys! Perfectly placed to 
make the puffins feel right at home. 

Out of consideration for the baby 
puffins we didn’t land on Eastern 
Egg Rock but, instead, moored at 
lighthouse-dominated Franklin Is- 
land. We stopped to analyze the 
mica and granite rocks we landed on 
and explore a tidal pool on our way 
to the lighthouse. Later, we rowed 
ashore to secluded Harbor Island for 
a picnic lunch in one of the most 
gloriously isolated coves I’ve ever 
seen. We swam and then hiked 
through dense woods, along a moss- 
bordered trail, up hills, through a 
cave, stopping to collect garnet peb- 
bles, finally halting at the base of a 
spruce tree that featured an unusual 
growth. “What do you think this 
flowering parasite is?” asked Steve 
Kress, who was leading the hike. He 
held the branch very close for me to 
inspect. Presto! I was kissed and 
knew the answer. Miniature mistle- 
toe. Always, always be on the watch 
for the staff—they’re up to their 
tricks whenever you give them the 
chance. On our way back on the 
boat, one of the instructors claimed 
she’d been practicing gull calls. No 
sooner did she attempt one than the 
sky became filled with black-back 
and herring gulls. A great chance to 
observe so many so close. (Well, an- 
other staffer had been tossing bread 
off the back of the boat!)

the house, and sometimes I succeed 
in making them a reality. Any 140- 
year-old house needs help of all 
kinds.

dio’s first break with the dominant medieval 
style of the Veneto, that part of the Italian 
mainland closest to Venice. The house is a mix- 
ture of ancient Roman influences: It bears a templelike 
pediment that the architect justified as a convenient frame 
for a family’s coat of arms; it has the triple-arch motif that 
became common in his early work; it does not have the 
columns or dramatic flights of steps that were also intrinsic 
to his design scheme. But like all his villas except La 
Rotonda, which is actually a belvedere, or entertainment 
pavilion, Villa Pisani grapples with Palladio’s vision of 
incorporating a farmhouse with its outbuildings in one for- 
mal composition. Villa Pisani was built to be a working 
farm, lived and entertained in year-round. 


Pailadio was fortunate to live at a time when the shaky

But it is inside that the villa astonishes. La Malcontenta is 
designed on a cruciform plan that lends itself to magnificent 
mural decoration. The grand salon (opposite) measures 1,500 
square feet with ceilings about 30 feet high. Frescoes by 
Gianbattista Zelloti created an experience the color-loving 
Venetians craved.

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His singular style has enriched our architectural heritage 


f there is an architect of the mo- 

ment, it is surely Andrea Palladio. 

He mixed elements; he broke rules; 

he established new forms. But most impor- 

tant, he put his own distinctive stamp on 

the face of Italian Renaissance architec- 

ture. The style he created has endured— 
to this day—since the 16th century. 

Says American architect Charles 

Moore, who with partners from both East 


and West, designed three of the structures 


shown here and following: believe 
buildings should move people. This is best 
achieved if they know the language the 
architect is speaking. Classicism is a lan- 
guage they already understand—which is 
one reason Palladio’s buildings continue 
to be beautiful, useful and successful."’ 
Palladio'’s awesome regard for classi- 


cism has moved architects, laymen and 





scholars alike. Foremost among the latter, 
James S. Ackerman, professor of fine arts 
at Harvard, says simply that ‘‘in terms of 
domestic architecture, Palladio is the 
greatest architect ever.” 

“Today,'' he continues, ‘‘we're experi- 
encing a counter-reaction to modernism in 
all the arts. Architects are rebelling 
against what they see as the blandness 
and meaninglessness of purist buildings; in 
searching for a vocabulary that explores 
the richness of the past, they have redis- 
covered Palladio.”’ 

At no time during the past 400 years 
has Palladian influence been truly absent 
from Western culture. The symmetry, sim- 
plicity and elegant serenity that mark the 
villas pictured on the preceding pages 


crept beyond Italian shores to become 


part of both the French and English archi- 


tectural vocabulary of the 18th century. 
The plan books of that time were filled 
with unabashed imitations of the Palladian 
villa style, and Georgian architecture 
flowered as a result of its Palladian roots. 
The plan books from England were 
plumbed by colonists in America; so, even- 
tually, was the English edition of Palladio's 
Four Books on Architecture, originally pub- 
lished in Venice in 1570. 

Thomas Jefferson, statesman, patriot 
and the New World's primal Renaissance 
man, was the first person in the Colonies 
with a copy of Palladio’s definitive work. 
In designing his Own country residence, 
Monticello (below J/eft), and buildings for 
the University of Virginia, Charlottesville, 
he turned not to the popular English plan 
books but to their original source.

the frivolities of English baroque. He saw 
in Paliadio a direct line from ancient Ro- 
man architecture, which itself was derived 
from Greek. Palladio, after all, had not 
really reformed the classical style; he had 
only rearranged it. He took architectural 
elements that had been confined to the 
courtyards of Roman palaces and incorpo- 
rated them elegantly into the facades of 
country villas and working farmhouses. 

Palladio admittedly reordered the ele- 
ments, but his regard for balance was 
preeminent, and the siting of his buildings 
was sensitive and apt. Coming upon a 
Palladian villa in the Italian countryside, 
you see stately colonnades beneath a 
massive gray pediment. Extending outward 
like graceful wings are the low outbuild- 
ings that take in the surrounding land- 
scape—as though the entire villa is em- 
bracing nature. 

Struck by this image—gleaned from his 
travels and his reading—Thomas Jefferson 
painted his own Palladian pictures with his 
architectural designs. Monticello seems to 


rise from a Virginia knoll rather than rest

Thomas Jefferson's design of Monticel- 
lo and the University of Virginia provided 
the seed from which sprang America's tra- 
dition of southern domestic architecture in 
the late 18th century. The Palladian villa— 
its classical sense of order, its rooms ar- 
ranged around a central axis, the grandeur 
of farmhouses with temple fronts—gave 
birth to the southern plantation. 

In Palladio in America, the architectural 
historians Walter Whitehall and Frederic 
D. Nichols trace the plantation’s genesis 
this way: ‘When Jefferson built his tem- 
ple-form pavilions connected with colon- 
nades, prosperous southern planters on 
their way to spend the summers at Virginia 
springs passed through Charlottesville and 
saw Jefferson's pavilions with practical 
balconies; when they returned home they 
threw porticoes with pediments around 
their plain farmhouses, as well as across 
the fronts. No matter that the porticoes 
often became galleries with cast-iron 
fronts. The Greek Revival in the South had 
been created.”’ 

America's interest in Palladio lost inten- 
sity in the mid-19th century—only to be 
rekindled in 1893 with the World's Colum- 
bian Exposition in Chicago and the Beaux 
Arts Classical Revival. A similar Colonial 
Revival, sparked by the firm of McKim 
Mead White, was also Palladian  influ- 
enced and lasted into the 1930s. 

Although 


the paramount concern of International- 


Palladian proportions were 


style architects at this time, the style’s strict 
denial of ornament and classical forms put 
Palladian principles on the shelf once more 

. . until 1962 when the Philadelphia archi- 
tect Robert Venturi built a house for his 
mother in Chestnut Hill. With this dwelling 
a new architecture was born, one that 
reconnected the threads of the past— 
which the modernists had severed—to the

The table always had straight 
legs. It was named for either the Countess or Earl of 
Pembroke who, according to tradition, first ordered one. 
The first recorded Pembroke-style table was made by 
Thomas Chippendale in 1771 although most are in the 
Sheraton style. An original 18th-century English Pem- 
broke table with banding, reeded legs and inlay like 
yours would be worth about $3,000.

A. Your covered goblet is of a 
type often called Silesian 
glass. It was made in Silesia, 
formerly part of what is now 
Poland and Czechoslovakia. 
The engraved decorations and 
the shape of the stem are typ- 
ical of 18th-century Silesian 
glass. Modern collectors have 
adapted the name “Silesian 
stem” to describe similarly 
shaped goblets and candle- 
sticks, some of which were 
made in Hesse, a glassmaking 
district near Silesia.

RUM WARMERS 


anuary brings the snow,/Makes the 

feet and fingers glow—so goes an 

old rhyme. For most of us this 
month, it’s the weather for hot soup 
and warm drinks, whether after 
work or apres-ski. Warm drinks 
made with rum have been popular 
since colonial times, when lack of 
central heating and fierce New En- 
gland weather must have made them 
seem a winter necessity. The fact 
that rum was manufactured in New 
England and constituted an impor- 
tant part of the American economy 
made it the obvious choice when 
warm drinks were being concocted. 
Two recipes from that era are still 
with us (see below). 

In colonial times all rum was dark 
rum, and | think rum warmers still 
taste best when made with these 
deeper, richer, more intensely fla- 
vored rums such as Myers’s Jamai- 
can Punch, Appleton Dark, Lemon 
Hart Dark Jamaican Rum and my 
particular favorite, the three-star 
Barbancourt Rhum from Haiti, with 
its intriguing scent of butterscotch 
(all about $8). But some people pre- 
fer the less pungent gold rum. 

Here are four classic recipes. 

Hot Buttered Rum 

This was supposedly a favorite 
drink of George Washington. 

Put 2 ounces of dark or gold rum, 
1 teaspoon brown sugar and 3 cloves 
in a glass or china mug. Add Y, cup 
boiling water and stir. Float a pat of

They arrive brilliantly wrapped and 
at their blooming best to inspire en- 
dearing thoughts. Yet, they go to pot 
much too quickly. Still, these flow- 
ers can, with the help of some simple 
droop-proof techniques, be kept 
from saying sayonara too soon. 


CUT FLOWERS 


@ With a sharp blade remove any 
damaged petals or leaves; strip the 

stems of any buds, foliage, or thorns 
which will fall below the water line. 
Chop off an inch of each stem. 
'@ Sear the cut ends of hollow- 
stemmed flowers, such as dahlias 
and poppies. Split, with a sharp 
blade, an inch of the stem ends of 
semi-woody flowers, such as chry- 
-santhemums and goldenrods. Mash 
the bottom inch of woody-stemmed 

flowers, such as lilacs and quince. 

© Immerse entire stems in warm wa- 

ter and preservative—ask your local 
| florist for a packet and follow direc- 
| tions—and leave in a shady location 
for a couple of hours. 
_@ In the meantime, clean an appro- 
'priate vase—one with a broad base 
_and a narrow mouth is best for most 
‘flowers—and arrange your flowers 
in it without crowding or twisting. 
.@ Make a solution consisting of two 
itablespoons white vinegar to each 
)quart of lukewarm water and fill 
vase halfway up stems. 

/® Place filled vase in cool but bright 
location, away from direct sunlight, 
idrafts, gas leaks, heat, or smoke. 

'@ Change solution every third day. 


POTTED FLOWERS 


© Peel off any fancy paper; and 
place away from direct sunlight, 
drafts, gas leaks, heat, or smoke. A 
ibright, cool location—70° daytime 
‘with a 10° drop at night—is best. 

‘© Water the plant regularly and 
thoroughly with lukewarm water, 
making certain the soil remains 
moist to the touch at all times. Emp- 
ty any water sitting in saucer. 

© Mist the plant daily with luke- 
‘warm water, if other than cactus. 

® Don’t feed.

Elaborate Marquetry The furniture style 
in France that was at 
its height between 
about 1730 and 1770 
is known as Louis 
XV. Elegant and in- 
novative, it is charac- 
terized by its human 
scale, asymmetrical 
curves and use of pri- 
marily traditional motifs in new 
combinations. Louis XV _ furni- 
ture shows off the cabinetmak- 
er’s skills more than any other 
style. The key examples were 
Mieec.ade by the greatest 
» craftsmen who worked in 
Paris, providing furni- 
ture for the court and 
= for wealthy patrons 
from around the 
world. Though Pari- 
sian cabinetmakers 
were primarily of French 
origin, WY skilled craftsmen of 
other nationalities were at- 
tracted to the center, so that one 
sees German and French names 
in the lists of cabinetmakers. 

Up to the 18th century elabo- 
rate furniture was conceived in 
architectural terms, typified by 
column-shaped legs. With the 
advent of the 18th century, just 
before the reign of Louis XV, a 
curved animal-shaped leg called 
the cabriole was introduced. By 
1730 this leg, frequently light in 
scale, had become one of the 
curving shapes characteristic of 
the Louis XV style. Surface 
decoration was of prime im- 
portance, and bronze em- 
bellishments were often 
added to the basic wooden 
| furniture forms. 
| The Louis XV style was 
part of the international ro- 
coco style—the word rococo 
was derived from the French 
rocailleye meaning rockwork, 
| and coguille, shell. The name

classical era by critics 
who were horrified by 
the playfulness and 
seeming whimsy of 
Louis XV styling. Roco- 
co influences had 
emerged as a reaction to 
the more monumental 
classical Renaissance 
and baroque styles in 
fashion in the 16th and 17th 


centuries. At the court of Louis — 


XV, elegance was related to a 
more playful, relaxed behavior 
and comfort was a standard ele- 
ment of the new design. In fur- 
niture a number of new, small 
forms were introduced to make 
life a little easier. Furniture 
pieces made for the affluent 
were fabulous ornate statements 
with surfaces as elaborate as 
their curving shapes. 

A close look at the ornament 
embellishing any piece will re- 
veal that a good part of the dec- 
oration is based on classical mo- 
tifs familiar a century earlier, 
but the scrolls, leaves and mold- 
ings—motifs that can be traced 
back to ancient Greece and 
Rome—were used in novel jux- 
tapositions. Flowers and vines 
obscuring the decorative archi- 
tectural elements made the re- 
sults anything but classical.

While there were simpler in- 
terpretations made at a popular 
level by both Parisian cabinet- 
makers and those from other 
parts of Europe, the characteris- 
tic Louis XV examples had elab- 
orately treated surfaces carved 
and painted or covered with ele- 
gantly patterned marquetry and 
bronze highlights. 

Chairs were made of woods 
that were easier to handle, but 
most chests and tables were 
made of oak embellished with a 
veneer of exotic wood. Chairs 
were most frequently made of 
easily carved woods. Handsome 
examples might be made of wal- 
nut or beechwood, then painted 
or gilded. Backs of Louis XV 
chairs could be either flat or 
curved. Chairs with flat backs, 
such as the example by Gourdin 
(previous page), were called fauteuils 
a la Reine, while chairs with con- 
cave-shaped backs and curved, 
padded arms 
= were called 
@ fauteuils en cab- 
riolet. In either 
» case, the frame 
of the chair is 
bordered with 
delicate mold- 
ing, and a pat- 
tern of scrolls, 
leaves and 
flowers is used 
to embellish the form. Some ex- 
amples are painted with details 
emphasized with gold, some are 
entirely gilded, but there are ex- 
amples that are simply polished 
and may never have had paint. 

The sofa, or canapé, is an 
elongated chair with the same 
kind of frame. The example 
shown (previous page), with its 
rounded ends, suggests the cab- 
riolet-form chair. 

Chests of drawers, or com- 
modes, are the medium for some 
of the most elaborate combina- 
tions of marquetry in pictorial 
motifs, geometric motifs and

Gold highlights and marble top 
add to the feeling of luxury. The 
example by Cressent shown (below 
left) has feet that are a combina- 
tion of alion’s paw and a leaf. The 
commode designed by Foullet 
(previous page) combines the fantasy 
of the rococo style with elements 
that are neoclassical. 

In the desk by Gilles Joubert, 
painted to simulate Oriental lac- 
quer, we see a basic writing table 
form that is much like examples 
made in both earlier and later 
styles. The small writing table 
by Roger Vandercruse is a more 
unusual form and more typically 
Louis XV. The delicacy of pat- 
tern in its marquetry surface is an 
interesting contrast to the mar- 
quetry on the slant-topped desk 
made by Hache of Grenoble, a 
provincial cabinetmaker who 
achieved elegance on a more 
popular scale. 

The Louis XV style was 
short-lived. Discoveries at 
Pompeii and other Roman 
sites inspired a neoclassical 
style that was to be referred to #/ 
as Louis XVI in France, and as | 
early as the 1750s, some mem- 4 
bers of the French court began 
to commission classical furni- 
ture. Even so, simpler versions 
of Louis XV were to remain 
important in provincial areas 
into the 19th century, so that 
the French Provincial style ¢eggig 
of the late 18th and early

Henry Francis du Pont may well have been America's 
first decorator. His passion for Americana found expression through a

Webb, the future founder of the 
American Craft Council, gave the 
two-in-one prize of the dresser and 
earthenware to him. At that mo- 
ment, Mr. du Pont thought that the 
dresser would look wonderful in the 
Southampton house and that he 
would only need a few other things 
with which to decorate it. That Mr. 
du Pont thought he would “collect 
for his house” and only the house is 
clear from correspondence he had 
with other friends but anyone today 
walking into the 197-room-setting 
miracle that is Winterthur knows 
that somewhere, somehow, a col- 
lecting passion unlike any other took 
hold of this man.

It has to do with pictures 
nd memorabilia, favorite recipes, 
andlelight and firelight, music and 
ood books. Christmas and family 
radition, with anything and every- 
hing that makes you and your loved 
nes feel more “at home.” 
| Another ‘emotional reward is per- 


sonal expression. In this complex 
world we rarely have a chance to 
shape a single thing, to make some- 
thing in our own image, except at 
home. Within the privacy of our 
homes we can, in fact we must, 
make our world the way we’d like it 
to be, with expressions of our own 
style, our own taste. There are no 
boundaries and only one rule, to 
make yourself the final judge of 
what is right. 

The third emotional reward is a 
sense of well-being. A warm and 
welcoming home makes you feel 
good. It gives you a sense of being 
yourself, of being good to yourself. 
When we come home we can discard 
our public roles and truly be our- 
selves. We can pamper those pet de- 
sires, be self-indulgent, in effect say, 
“Yes, I’m being good to myself. I’ve 
worked hard and I deserve it.” 

But, you may well ask, how do we 
take the places we live in and shape 
them to provide feelings of love, 
personal expression and a sense of 
well-being? Well, you start with 
honest-to-goodness planning plus 
some hard thinking about the way 
you want to live.

Oriental runners in her halls, doesn’t 
mean you have to live with it. 
You’re entitled to change, to edit 
down what you own. 

When you're ready to begin all 
this, set priorities and allow for com- 
promise. If you love the clutter of 
your favorite things about you, if 
American country collectibles are 
your passion, perhaps dusting 
should be lower on your list of pri- 
orities. The point is, most of us can’t 
have it all and trying to be a perfec- 
tionist crowds out too many other 
things you may want to do in life. 

Above all, design for your own 
privacy.

ucretia Robertson 
and Donna Lang 
are two young de- 


signers who began their 
partnership eight years 
ago while working on a 
show house in New Jersey. 
At present they are writ-

In ex- | 
plaining why they give so 
much serious thought to 
decorating foyers, the two 
designers agree so emphat- 
ically on every point that 
in what follows it seems 
unnecessary to specify who says what.

“A foyer should capture the atmo- 
sphere and sum up the color scheme 
in your home,” say Lucretia Robert- 
son and Donna Lang. “And because 
it shapes a visitor’s first impression, 
it should be more dramatic than any 
other room. 

“Since a foyer is the very first 
thing anyone sees upon entering, it 
gives you a chance to set the mood 
for your whole house or apartment. 
We may take a color we have used 
in other rooms and apply it in the 
foyer, too—but in a more intense 
shade. For example, in a house 
where the palette was powder-puff 
beige colors, we painted the foyer 
salmon. 

“We believe when you come into 
a foyer you should feel that you 
have arrived. Therefore the entrance 
area should be stronger, more dra- 
matic than the living room. Even if 
we painted the walls of the living 
room, dining room and foyer all the 


| same beautiful beige (and there may 
| well be an apartment where this 


would be the best solution) we still 


| might put down a marble checker- 


board floor in the foyer to set it 


| apart. 


“We often use wallpaper along 
with matching borders in foyers 
even if we haven’t used them in oth- 
er rooms. Somehow it makes the 


| space more important, and borders

They also like the extravagance of 
upholstering walls in a foyer, but 
only if the room has a nice “squar- 
ish” shape, not too many doors, and 
a crown molding. (A crown molding 
is usually one of the first things the 
designers install in any room that 
lacks one.) 

“A foyer is a good place to be 
extravagant because a wonderful 
first impression always pays off. 
Also, since a foyer is smaller than 
other rooms, you can choose a more 
expensive wallpaper or carpet. A 
round skirted table is a very good 
place to put that wildly expensive 
fabric you would never use for the 
windows where 35 yards might be 
needed. A table only takes about six. 
In small spaces we love gold-leaf pa- 
per on the ceiling. 

“We also like extravagant displays 
of collections in foyers. We love 
foyer galleries. If you own artwork, 
just hanging paintings from floor to 
ceiling can be sensational. The same 
is true of a collection of miniature 
botanical prints or intaglio portraits, 
plates or porcelains. Mirroring can 
also be wonderful in foyers, espe- 
cially when it covers the wall oppo- 
site a collection of paintings or 
prints, or even family photographs. 

“In a small foyer just one beauti- 
ful small painting becomes very spe- 
cial where in a living room it would 
probably be lost.’

ears ago I read an in- 

terview with Cary 

Grant in which he said 
rat after the age of 30 he 
ever again slept on a pillow 
ecause he didn’t want wrin- 
les in his neck. I must have 
een at a highly impression- 
ble age because the day after 
iy 30th birthday I tossed 
way my pillow for good. 
Now I have no idea wheth- 
r there was any scientific ba- 
s for his theory, but I do 
now that while most of my 
yntemporaries have wrinkles 
1 their necks, I don’t. I also 
now that since we spend at 
‘ast one third of our time in 
ed (for most of us the only 
gnificant block of time dur- 
ig which we perform only 
ne function), whatever hap- 
ens then is likely to be pretty 
nportant. 
Perhaps one of the most in- 
sresting things I discovered is 
iat during sleep the body 
inctions in a markedly dif- 
erent way than it does when 
rere awake. According to 
fichael J. Thorpy, M.D., di- 
sctor of the Sleep-Wake Dis- 
rders Center at the Monte- 
ore Medical Center in New 
ork City, “Sleep is an impor- 
int agent in hormone pro- 
uction. For example, when 
‘e wake up in the morning, 
yrtisol is released by the ad- 
>nal glands in very high 
nounts. This is the most im- 
ortant compound released in 
eep and, often, disturbed 
eep patterns will affect its 
roduction, causing it not to 
eak in the morning. This will 
save the individual tired and 
.cking in energy. 
“There are ways to tell if 
ou are getting too much or 
yo little sleep,’’ says Dr. 
horpy. “If it’s too much, it 
ill take you a long time to 
2t to sleep, you will wake 
‘equently during the night 
ad wake spontaneously be- 
ore it’s time to get up. If you 
‘e getting too little, you will 


have a tendency to get tired 
prior to bedtime, you will not 
wake spontaneously, and you 
will frequently desire a nap. 
“When you are sleeping 
with a partner, it’s good not to 
have a significant discrepancy 
in going to bed and rising. If 
one sleeps from 10 to 7 and 
the other from 11 to 8, they 
are each disturbed during the 
periods when the other is 
awake. It’s better if the couple 
can try to adjust the timing. 


e have also found 
that if one person 
in a relationship is 
having sleep problems, a dou- 
ble bed with two mattresses 
can be helpful, so that when 
one partner turns over or is 
restless, it doesn’t disturb the 
other one. We don’t recom- 
mend sleeping in separate 
rooms or single beds to solve 
the problem; if the preference 
is for a double bed, the solu- 
tion should be found there.” 
Fortunately for such suffer- 
ers, The Simmons Company 
has recently introduced the 
Gemini, a new bedding sys- 
tem that allows each partner 
to sleep on the mattress of his 
or her choice, yet still share a 
common bed. 
“If you have trouble sleep- 
ing,’ advises Dr. Thorpy, 





“don’t drink coffee or tea for 
at least six hours prior to bed- 
time, take a relaxing warm, 
not hot, bath. Avoid working 
on finances or anything that 
might cause anxiety, and try 
to go to bed at the same time 
every night. This ritualization 
will build up a subconscious 
conditioning that will help to 
put you in a frame of mind 
for sleep. Above all, don’t rely 
on sleeping pills. They de- 
crease the REM state (rapid 
eye movement, the state dur- 
ing which we dream) and that 
means the normal sleep pat- 
tern is disturbed.” 

Dr. Thorpy’s concern is 
shared by many sleep re- 
searchers. Irwin Feinberg, 
M.D., professor of psychiatry 
at the University of Califor- 
nia, San Francisco, warns that 
women in particular need to 
be made aware of the danger 
of sleeping pills. 

“There are three times as 
many sleeping pill prescrip- 
tions issued for women as for 
men,” asserts Dr. Feinberg. “If 
you are having temporary 
trouble sleeping, there are cer- 
tain things you should know: 
one, there is nothing intrinsi- 
cally harmful in losing a few 
hours of sleep. You are far 
more likely to be harmed by 
taking sleeping pills. Two, 


there are other ways to en- 
courage sleep, such as relax- 
ation and breathing exercises. 
Three, if it’s hard for you to 
fall asleep, try going to bed 
one or two hours later. 

“Our experimental evi- 
dence definitely supports the 
theory that one is much better 
off not using pills to deal with 
minor and chronic sleep prob- 
lems. Keep in mind that you 
gain more from four hours of 
natural sleep than from six 
hours of artificial sleep.” 


ecently, I learned about 

a simple, non-chemical 

sleep encourager from 
actress Barbara Barrie. “I used 
to be the worst sleeper,” she 
told me. “It was always hard 
for me to get to sleep, and I’d 
always wake up at the slight- 
est sound. Then, a few years 
ago, I found the White Sound 
Machine at Hammacher- 
Schlemmer in New York City, 
and started using it. Today, | 
wouldn’t know what to do 
without it. I have them all 
over, one in our country 
house and one in the city, and 
I take one with me when I 
travel—it fits right into a 
handbag. I simply cannot stay 
awake more than two minutes 
once I turn it on, and now I 
never wake up at night any- 
more.” 

Dr. Thorpy has also had 
good results with white 
sound. “‘We often advise pa- 
tients to use it if they are ina 
noisy situation. These ma- 
chines set up a continuous au- 
ral environment, rather like 
the sound of a fan or air con- 
ditioner.” 

Since one of my regular rit- 
uals for years has been the ap- 
plication of a night cream, I 
was curious to find out 
whether the new information 
we have acquired on the 
physiology of sleep can tell us 
anything about the efficacy of 
such products.

Our reservations were handled with friendly efficien- 
cy by Arline Kardasis, whose Bed and Breakfast Asso- 
ciates, Bay Colony, Ltd. is one of the many new en- 
trants into the burgeoning field of “‘travel, U.S.A.” 
Together with her two partners, Ms. Kardasis finds 
inviting hosts for travelers in search of home-style ac- 
commodations in the New England area at reasonable 
prices ranging from $20 to $55 per room. This particular 
service lists about 70 homes, all of which have been 
chosen on the basis of stringent requirements. 

“First of all,” says Ms. Kardasis, “the home must be 
warm and inviting, maintained impeccably. Since most 
of our guests have experienced Bed and Breakfast in 
Europe, they are looking for similar charm and hospital- 
ity here.”

Though based on the European 
concept which put the B & B tradi-

‘town are slight. Furthermore, hosts 
in this country require advance no- 
tice and assurance that their guests 
are respectable sorts, willing to abide 
by certain house rules. This is where 
local B & B agencies provide a valu- 
able service—screening both hosts 
and guests, clearing reservations and 
establishing a deposit and cancella- 
tion policy (some services accept 
‘major credit cards while others leave 
monetary matters in the hosts’ 
hands). Moreover, B & B agencies 
act as travel guides, suggesting 
where to stay and how to get there.

As our 5:00 P.M. arrival time 
passed, we caught sight of the pasto- 
ral Wayside Inn in Sudbury (middle 
photo), where our hostess had of- 
fered to make dinner reservations 
for that evening. Stopping to call 
and announce our whereabouts, we 
wandered about the mellowed place 
immortalized by Longfellow: “A 
kind of old Hobgoblin Hall/ ... and 
stairways worn, and crazy doors,/ 
and creaking and uneven floors.” 

Harriet Wittenborg was waiting in 
the driveway, her welcoming smile a 
isignal that we had reached our desti- 
nation. Ushering us into the sten- 
ciled hallway of her Dutch colonial 
home, she suggested that we settle 
in and then join her for a drink by 
the open hearth. Our sons, Matt and 
Josh, immediately took command of 
their bedroom where antique guns 
and boyhood memorabilia suggested 
this had once been the domain of 
children much like themselves. Our 
room, across the hall, faced acres of

cornfields, a 10-stall barn which had 
once housed the family’s brood of 
horses and a milk house—all of 
which we would tour the next 
morning with our hostess, who re- 
quested breakfast orders and wake- 
up time before we repaired to bed. 

Early the next morning, the aroma 
of bacon and pancakes wafted 
through the halls, beckoning us to 
gather around the family table as if 
this were a daily custom. After third 
helpings, we all cleared the table and 
set out for a stroll of the grounds— 
previously owned by Henry Ford. 

“On the road again,” we chorused 
with Willie Nelson, motoring to- 
ward Cambridge and the second of 
our B & B hosts: “A professional 
couple in a newly redone condo on 
the top floor of a grand old home 
just off Harvard Square.” 

Carol and Henry Lukas’s living 
room loft with terrace was turned 
into bachelors’ quarters for our sons, 
who’d been advised to bring sleep- 
ing bags for this occasion. Our bed- 
room: a comfortable studio replete 
with television, library and laundry 
facilities tucked inside a closet. Be- 
fore setting out to explore Cam- 
bridge, we shared a drink with our 
hosts who described their steady 
stream of guests who prefer home to 
hotel. After breakfast by their wood 
stove, we charted our next route. To 
The Berry Patch (top, page 40): “A gra- 
cious 14-room colonial overlooking 
30 acres of gardens, bridle paths, 
horse paddocks, swimming pool and 
tennis court.” 





A welcome sight it was, after get-_

A 1680s ENGLISH BARN 


With no walls to define spaces, intimacy relies 
on the friendly arrangement of furniture 


ne-room living has great 

appeal to the Victors, 

whose house in London 
comprises a traditional series of 
small rooms. For most of the year, 
their life revolves around a 
crowded schedule of meetings 
and entertaining; thus the couple 
wanted a distinct change of pace 
here. Simplicity of space and its 
uses afford them the welcome 
physical and psychological relief 
their demanding life requires. 

Ms. Ryan, realizing that the 
drama of a room as large as this 
needs to be respected, held to a 
decorating plan that highlights 
the room’s austere glamour: 
bleached floors, oversized sofas 
upholstered in white canvas, and 
natural materials such as_ brick 
and pine. For the walls she chose 
white stucco—the traditional in- 
terior surfacing used in both 
country cottages and castles that 
have incorporated post-and-beam 
timbering in their rooms. Both 
kitchen and dining area (foreground) 
are open to the main living 
space—no walls interrupt the 
flow of light and air. 

The Victors were inspired by a 
recent London exhibition featur- 
ing the work of the British archi- 
tect Sir Edwin Lutyens. They 
asked David Howard to incorpo- 
rate Lutyens’s small-paned win- 
dows and doors into the house’s 


massive scale. Double-height 
doors now admit the maximum 
amount of light to cast patterns 
across the floor and walls as the 
sun moves through its course. 
The old black oak timbers sup- 
plying much of the room’s visual 
excitement were purchased 
through R. Durtnell & Sons, who 
have been building barns since 
1591, in the reign of James I. 
Nowadays the company locates 
barns, negotiates with the farmers 
who own them, numbers the tim- 
bers, sees to the seasoning of the 
wood, provides for its container- 
ized transport and oversees re- 
building in the new location. En- 
glish farmers today are eager to 
replace their old wooden struc- 
tures with modern buildings. 
They provide a ready market for 
rural architecture buffs like the 
Victors—their particular barn 
once stored grain. The “porch” 
entrance (right), which now opens 
on the pool, was the place where 
drays would pull up to unload. 
“Classics survive their times,” 
says Ms. Ryan. “We consider our 
new house to be a documented 
antique. Character, craftsman- 
ship, proven quality of materials 
and hand-hewn details are the 
things we looked for. It feels as if 
we're living in a work of art. It 
also feels like a joy to come back

The pictures on these four pages offer 
a mere glimpse of the wealth of quilts, 
painted furniture, weather vanes, baskets 
and tableware displayed by 90 dealers. 
The prices (which are approximate and 
may vary with similar pieces) provide 
clues to the way in which American folk 
art has increased in value in recent years. 

In what follows Dr. Bishop, who is also 
the author of many books on furniture, 
quilts and folk sculpture, explains both 
the enormous interest collectors now 
have in American folk art and the accom- 
panying rise in prices. Dr. Bishop points 
out that the pride Americans take in their 
heritage is not new: ‘Since 1915 a third 
of all American home furnishings have 
been in Early American style.'’

olk art is now being col- 
lected by people who 
once would have collect- 
ed other things,’’ says 
Dr. Bishop. ‘Those who 
have traditionally col- 
lected modern art are 
now buying folk art because it is not as 
expensive. They are, however, willing 
to pay more for Americana—which in- 
cludes furniture as well as folk art ob- 
jects—than has been paid in the past. 
This has helped push prices up. 

“Another reason the price of folk art 
has increased substantially is that col- 
lectors from other countries are buying 
it. Since America is the world leader in 
art, any art movement here is of interest 
to foreign buyers. There are major folk 
art collections in England, France, Italy, 
Germany and Japan. In many large Eu- 
ropean cities, galleries specializing in 
folk art have begun to appear. 

“The quilt is by far the most popular 
item. Major examples in fine condition 
have begun to cost as much as $20,000 
to $45,000 each. Furniture will always 
be second in popularity, followed just 
now by glass, then by folk sculpture, 
including whirligigs and weather vanes. 

‘| believe folk art will continue to 
appreciate in value because there are 
few masterpieces in the open market. 

“When considering a purchase, col- 
lectors should keep these criteria in 
mind: fine design, quality craftsmanship, 
closeness to original condition and use- 
fulness within the context of contempo- 
rary living. They should buy only from a 
reputable dealer whose sales slip con- 
tains a full description of the piece:

York's Park Avenue—and from Dallas to Atlanta—but never 

abroad, never in Paris and especially never an hotel particulier, 
which she had never heard of until then. But by the time the de Menil 
house was finished three years later, she had become acquainted not 
only with that term but with many others as well from the French design 
lexicon. ‘‘An hotel particulier is a private dwelling of size and impor- 
tance,’ she explains. ‘'It is less pretentious than a chateau yet grander 
than a townhouse. This house is of the Directoire period and absolutely 
breathtaking.’ 

When she first saw it, the house was undergoing massive restoration 
under the guidance of the noted French architect Pierre Barbe. European 
woodworms had devoured the supporting structure of the first two 
floors; also, 19th-century additions—including nine fireplaces—needed 
appropriate 18th-century replacements. ‘‘The place was a vast cement 
‘bunker’ of elegant proportions with absolutely nothing in it,’’ Ms. 
Stoddard recalls. Having been divided into apartments after the French 
Revolution, it was being repaired and returned to one-family status. 
Every bit of it had to be furnished.

Her contemporaries were Dryden, Swift, 
Pope and Franklin. She kept their books 
on her library shelves, their letters in her 
desk. From Benjamin Franklin, a present 
of a thermometer or an almanac. And he, 
in return, might receive a cask of pickled 
salmon, baskets of native apples or an ele- 
gantly handwritten poem. 

She was Susanna Wright, the woman 
who in 1738 built Wright’s Ferry Mansion 
in Columbia, Pa., the stone house present- 
ed on these four pages. Today it is a muse- 
um under the aegis of the Louise Steinman 
von Hess Foundation, which in 1974 un- 
dertook to restore the house to its original 
glamour. Yes, glamour. Susanna Wright 
was a woman of astonishing personal and 
professional achievement, and every room 
reflects her superior intelligence, taste and 
sophisticated striving for perfection. 

Wrights Ferry Mansion is a museum 
house with a distinction: It is the finest 
furnished example of early Georgian Penn- 
sylvania architecture in the Quaker taste, 
exhibiting singular pieces of Pennsylvania 
William and Mary and Queen Anne furni- 
ture forms. There are equally fine collec- 
tions in the Metropolitan Museum of Art in 
New York City, at the Winterthur Museum

Part of the appeal of visiting museum 
houses is the mental exercise of trying to 
imagine how rooms were once used, where 
furnishings were placed and what objects 
were treasured. One is tempted to satisfy a 
romantic expectation when interpreting 
how early houses were lived in and man- 
aged. Wright’s Ferry Mansion successfully 
avoids this. While a room such as a kitchen 
details the practical aspects of living day-to- 
day in an elegant 18th-century household, 
often, in an effort to be historically accu- 
rate, the more subtle realities of individual 
tastes are overlooked. Not here. The aus- 
tere beauty of bare, unfinished floors, un- 
adorned windows, exquisitely fashioned 
furnishings, pungent wool damask uphol- 
steries, whitewashed walls and carefully 
chosen ceramics present a correct histori- 
cal picture imbued with great personal 
style. Susanna Wright served her guests 
cordials in blown glasses, ordered the per- 
fect symmetry of the painted woodwork, 
wore silk dresses and loved beautifully 
bound books. Quality—not abundance— 
denoted the values of her life. The Louise 
Steinman von Hess Foundation has provid- 
ed the means for the ongoing material

What is it 

about Blue and White that 
rouses such passion? Perhaps this— 
Blue and White is forever young. 
For centuries collectors of Blue and 
White have refreshed themselves on 
its clarity, sophistication and charm. 
Blue, from gray to deep violet, is the 
sky; white is a cloud, snow, the froth 
of water. And porcelain. Ah, there’s 
the heart. Because porcelain is warm, 
luminous and translucent, it trans- 
ports underglaze blue and white 
clays into another realm. 

Any attempt to date Blue and 
White’s beginnings is fraught with 
controversy. But the experts do 
agree on a few points: that the Chi- 
nese are credited with making the 
breakthrough that produced vitrified 
pottery, porcelain, in the middle of the 
13th century; that oxide of cobalt 
from the Middle East was superior 
to deposits available in China and 
was therefore imported; and that 
few Europeans owned porcelain be- 
fore the Portuguese established their 
trading post in Macao in 1557. Lis- 
bon was the first major source of 
porcelains in Europe. 

What is astonishing, as we shall 
see, is that during the 18th century 
more than 60 million pieces of Chi- 
nese porcelain flowed into Europe 
and became the biggest collectors’ 
Passion in history. 

When artistic merit and practical 
need meet, fortunes are made: Enter 
the introduction of tea in 1610 and 
coffee in 1615 to England and the 
Continent time it’s the Dutch 
who bring tea from India to Holland. 
And porcelain, with its luminous, 
translucent beauty, outshines delft, 
faience and majolica, the European 
tin-glazed earthenwares. Porcelain 
tea sets became a “must.” It wasn’t 
until 1708 that the German factory,

History is filled with magical 
Tea, spices and 
silks were the main cargoes brought 
to Europe by English and Dutch 
traders. But their ships required bal- 
last, and tons of the crudest blue and 
white—cheaper than pennies 
served the function. This “cast-off” 
china was Europe’s first full-scale 
introduction to the form. In fact, 
porcelain manufacture in China was 
deemed so unimportant by Chinese 
officials that the Macao base was 
excluded from commerce in porce- 
lain.

The competition between Eu 
ropean and Eastern factories becam 
so intense that it is often still diffi 
cult to distinguish an English-made 
piece in the Chinese mode from a 
Chinese piece in the English mode 
... Which is why the hunt for Blue 
and White is so thrilling. 

Chinese Export Porcelain was 
shipped to Europe and the Americas, 
Africa, Southeast Asia, Japan and 
the Middle East. And with the fall of 
the Ch’ing Dynasty in 1911, imperial 
porcelains went underground, where 
they are sought by collectors. 

The doyenne of the “real thing” is 
Charlotte Horstmann (above) whosé 
treasure-filled shop in Hong Kong is 
a magnet to astute collectors 
throughout the world. Along with 
superb imperial pieces, shards of ex- 
port Ming porcelain, framed with 
silver, from’sunken ships, is an ex- 
ample of the exquisite kind of an- 
cient treasure to be found here.

hat are the qualities that distinguish fine 

Oriental porcelains? A good piece has a 

warm, mellowed feel to it; a poor piece 

looks a lackluster, glassy milk-white. A 
good piece is decorated with blues neither too dark nor 
too light, blues neither too violet nor too gray. The 
piece should resonate its blueness and its whiteness 
gently and proudly and, as any knowledgeable collector 
will admit, it takes a sixth sense to know the difference. 
High-quality blue and white porcelain needn’t be an- 
tique, which is a relief to lovers of the genre who can’t 
afford to compete for the ever-diminishing quantities of 
the “real thing.” 

Nothing gives a room an instant lift like an important 
piece of Blue and White. And beautifully executed new 
Blue and White is within the range of almost every 
decorating budget. Vivien Azar (top left) and her partner, 
Angela Martin (top right), are importing new Blue and 
White from Hong Kong whose quality rivals that of the 
old traditional forms. Ms. Martin began her career in 
porcelains when she became interested in teapots.

Since medieval times, gardeners 
everywhere have been delighted 
by herbs, by their delectable 
scents and their contributions to 
cookery. This small English herb 
garden designed by Allen 
Paterson was planted mainly for 
culinary use. The herbs are 
grouped within a framework of 
stone walls and are all within 
easy reach of the kitchen, 
accessible from paved paths. The 
herb garden is linked to the rest 
of the yard by paving stones and 
limestone chippings, interplanted 
with such plants as yucca and 
low junipers to create an 
architectural landscape. 

An herb garden is relatively 
easy to maintain if it’s in an 
ideal spot. Choose a sunny 
location that faces south and is 
sheltered from wind and frost on 
the north and east. Herbs will 


thrive best in a well-drained, 
light soil. Clean the ground well 
before planting, being careful to 
get rid of perennial weeds. If 
space is limited, herbs | grow 
happily in a tub or trough, but a 


special border allows 
choice of plants. 

Here, keyed to the dray 
(opposite), is how Mr. Paters« 


landscape architect and author, 
created this garden: 


1. Ficus Brown Turkey bears crops 
of oval, brown to purple figs in 
September. Plant in sun. 

2. Salix hastata Wehrahnii is a 
small to medium-sized shrub 
with silver-gray catkins that later 
turn yellow. Thrives in wet, 
loamy soils. 

3. Yucca filamentosa is an evergreen 
with creamy white pendulous 
flowers in July and August. 

4. Horizontal junipers were added 
by the owners after devising the 
original plan. 

5. Juniperus x media Blaauw, an 
evergreen shrub, yields grayish- 
blue spiked leaves. 

6. Juniperus sabina tamariscifolia, 

a bright green, low-growing 
coniferous shrub, is equally good 
as edging or against a wall. 

7. Hypericum ‘Hidcote’ is a hardy, 
semi-evergreen shrub that 
produces golden-yellow, saucer- 
shaped flowers from July to 
October. 

8. Lilac, existing planting. 

9. Lavandula spica Grappenhall 
robust lavender with gray-green 
leaves, is a blue flower that 
opens in July. 


10. Wisteria sinensis, ideal for 
covering walls, will climb to 100 
feet if conditions are ideal. 

11. Thymus vulgaris. This is 
common thyme. It forms dense 
mats of aromatic foliage, ideal 
for spaces between paving 
stones. 

12. Salvia officinalis Tcterina, tidy 
shrub with aromatic foliage, 


blooms bluish-purple in summer. 


13. Thymus x citridorus, lemon 
thyme, is a small, bushy plant. 
14. Allium schoenoprasum, chive, 
forms tufts like grass. 

15. Salvia officinalis ‘Purpurascens 
is purple-leaf sage. 

16. Annuals planted at random . 
yield successional harvests of 
such herbs as borage, 

parsley, caraway, balm. 

17. Lavandula spica ‘Alba,’ Old 
English Lavender, with robust 


white flowers, grows 4 feet high. 


18. Lavandula spica ‘Hidcote, ’ 
lavender, produces striking 
deep purple-blue flowers in 
dense spikes. 

19. Mentha x piperita, peppermint, 
is a vigorous, herbaceous 
perennial that should be given 
a bed of its own. 

20. Mentha spicata, spearmint, 
has the same growth habits as 


peppermint but should be 
replaced every two or three 
years. : 
21. Mentha rotundifolia ‘Variegata, 
variegated applemint, with a 
round, woolly leaf, will grow 

to 3-foot-height. 

22. Jasminum officinale, common 
white jasmine, is a vigorous 
climber yielding fragrant, white 
trumpet-shaped flowers from 
June to September. 

23. Jasminum nudiflorum, winter 
jasmine, is a spectacular winter- 
flowering shrub—bright yellow 
blossoms on bare branches. 

24. Rose Mermaid, evergreen rose 
with long stems and glossy green 
foliage, yields water-lily-like 
flowers—white with yellow 
staining. 

25. Foeniculum vulgare, fennel, is a 
hardy, perennial herb that will 
grow up to 5 feet tall. 

26. Rosmarinus officinalis, rosemary, 
an evergreen shrub, may reach 6 
feet in height with a dense 
growth of narrow, dark green 
leaves. Plants should be replaced | 
every five years. 

27. Rosa gallica officinalis, The 
Apothecary’s Rose, is a small 
shrub with semidouble, light red 
blooms that are lightly fragrant.

knitting and sewing 
supplies in the bag while serving as an extra small table in 
he parlor. Your table is in the Regency style and appears 
0 be English, dating about 1810. It is worth about $700. 















What can you

A. Your slant-front 
desk is in the 19th- 
century Federal style. 
The clue to the date of 
this one is the legs. 
The Queen Anne type 
desk made from 1730-1750 usually had short cabriole or 
curved legs. A Chippendale type desk made about 
1750-1775 usually had bracket feet wider than they were 
high that held the desk only a few inches above floor 
level. The Federal style desk had slender, longer, rather 
plain bracket feet. 

The 18th-century desk had a section of interior pi- 
geonholes and small drawers. Usually, the base had 
three or four large drawers. Nineteenth-century styles 
called for a plainer, more slender look and the desk 
became a few inches narrower when the foot became a 
few inches higher. This subtle difference in foot style 
and dimension shows that you own a 19th-century 
style piece. The well-marked curly maple makes your 
desk worth about $4,000.

Because 
of the rarity of 18th-century dinnerwares, a plate like 
yours would sell at auction from $800 to $1,000.

ake, Japan’s national drink, 

is an oddity among the 

world’s wines and spirits; a 

fermented liquor made from 

rice by a process something 

like brewing beer, it has a 

strength and flavor reminiscent of 

dry sherry—nutty, pungent, aromat- 

ic. Its increasing popularity in this 

country is due largely to the prolif- 

eration of Japanese restaurants and 

the new interest in cooking Japanese 
food at home.

sine suggests. It is normally served 
warmed (simple method: put the 
opened bottle in a pan of boiling 
water for several minutes). It is then 
brought to the table in fokkuri (small 
ceramic pitchers) which are used to 
fill sakazuki (one-ounce drinking 
cups). But it can be served chilled, 
like a white wine, or even over the 
rocks with a twist of lemon.

o much is heard about 
small, trendy California 
wineries that it is easy to 
forget that what puts good, 
reasonably priced California 
wines on the table of most 
Americans are the mid- 
sized producers, quietly going about 
the business of making wines that 
represent solid value. Tops in that 
category is Louis M. Martini, a fam- 
ily-owned and operated Napa Val- 
ley producer whose wines have been 
setting standards since the 1940s. 
Today, Louis P. Martini, the 
founder’s son, carries on his father’s 
approach to winemaking—never 
losing sight of the fact that wine is 
intended to accompany food. Marti- 
ni stays away from eccentricities of 
style, emphasizing balance and the 
taste of the grap« iddition, the 
winery’s policy of reasonable prices 


encourages wine ; to enjoy 
them often. 

The winery has about 20 wines in 
its line, including reli ed and 
white jug wines, but th: st values 


are to be found among the varietals. 
In the whites, I’ve particularly en- 
joyed the crisply acidic Folle 
Blanche, a Martini specialty that 
goes well with shellfish (about 
$5.50); and dry, pungent Gewurz- 
traminer (about $5.75), a fine aperi- 
tif. Pick the most recent vintages. 
But it’s the reds where the Martini 
approach excels. Although they 
have an appealing roundness and 
can be enjoyed when released from 
the winery, their balance permits 
graceful aging for 5 to 10 years or 
more, depending on variety and vin- 
tage. Some standouts: The Cabernet 
Sauvignon is a consistently fine din- 
ner wine and in top vintages like ’70, 
‘74 and the now-available ’78, is 
ripe, deep and well worth additional 
cellaring (about $6.50). The Zinfan- 
del is a California benchmark (about 
$4.75). Fruity and spicy but not 
Overpowering, it’s delicious four 
years after the vintage. The Barbera 
is intense and fruity when young, 
but gains depth with age (about 
$4.75). Look for the 1978 vintage.

erlot (pronounced mare- 
low) is an unfamiliar 
grape name to most 
American wine lovers. 
In the Médoc area of 
Bordeaux, it has been 
used for over a century 
to soften the astringent 
character of wines made 
predominantly from Cabernet. And 
in California during the 1970s, Mer- 
lot was widely planted for the first 
time to give complexity and softness 
to Cabernet Sauvignon. 

Winemakers in California soon 
discovered what the French have 
known for some time: Merlot can 
produce a wonderful wine on its 
own. Its lush, rich, round fruitiness 
is very evident in wines from the 
Saint-Emilion and Pomerol districts 
of Bordeaux, where this grape is 
widely planted.

Merlot on its 
own or with 
a little Ca- 
bernet Sau- 
Vv) 1g ono) 
blended in. 
Richer, softer 
and fruitier 
than Caber-

The grape is 
also grown in northern Italy, where 
it makes a soft, dry, agreeable wine. 

Here’s a list of some of the best 
Merlots I’ve sampled recently (try 
them with lamb, game and cheese): 
from Italy, the intense 1979 Collio 
Scolares (about $6) and the 1979 
Friulvini (about $4); from Bulgaria a 
well-balanced example at a remark- 
able price, the 1979 Trakia (about 
$3); from California, the 1979 Ster- 
ling (about $11), the 1979 Ruther- 
ford Hill (about $10) and the 1978 
Gundlach-Bundschu (about $8.50) 
are deep and fruity. From Pomerol, 
look for the stylish 1979s from Ch. 
Petit Villages (about $15), Ch. Nenin 
(about $15) and Ch. Vieux Certan

Every year brings a fresh crop of 
books on gardening. But as these 
new titles are released some very 
good older ones vanish from book- 
store shelves.

Dogs and cats under one roof: myths, facts and practical advice 


here is an animal with 

eight legs, two tails, thirty 

whiskers and one raspy 

tongue. It is a dog and cat 

and is frequently mistaken 
for two pets. However, like both 
ends of a vaudevillian horse, they 
are inseparable. Contrary to accept- 
ed myths they can share a mutual 
family life with joy and ease. 

What domestic dogs and cats 
share is a dependency based on the 
kindness of humans. This, to be 
sure, is the net result of many gener- 
ations of domesticity. This emotion- 
al and physical dependency is what 
allows dogs and cats to live together, 
sharing the same home, the same set 
of human guardians despite the vast 
differences in their natural behavior. 
Human affection has evolved into a

1. Establish a well-defined dog-cai 
system within your house. Give eacl 
animal an area exclusively its own 
Place their “dens” or “‘lairs” as fa) 
apart as possible and at differen 
heights. For a dog, a carton with { 
blanket placed in the corner of 
room or basement is sufficient. | 
possible, give the cat a territory on ; 
higher level, such as a wicker baske 
on the second floor or a food bow 
on a mantel. 

2. Feed your animals at differal 
times and in different places. Special 
attention, such as baths and othe 
grooming procedures, should be giv: 
en when the other pet is not present 

3. Obedient pets are more likely t¢ 
live in harmony with each othe! 
than those without organized be: 
havioral responses to human com: 
mands. Try obedience training fo; 
both animals: either buy a manua| 
and work with your pet or enroll the 
dog in obedience school. 

4. If possible, bring animals to: 
gether when they are young. The 
most successful dog-cat relation: 
ships are developed when the ani- 
mals are introduced as puppies an¢ 
kittens. However, a very young kit: 
ten will attach itself to a grown dog 
and develop a subordinate relation- 
ship to it. Though these relation- 
ships usually succeed, introducing é 
puppy to a grown cat is more diffi- 
cult and requires patience. 

5. Pay attention to each animal’s 
needs. At times these needs blend 
sometimes they clash. For instance, é 
teething dog or a cat in heat should 
be separated from the other anima) 
until it is behaving normally. Terri- 
ers and other hunting dogs should 
never be allowed near small kittens; 








Pc they are apt to regard them as 
‘rodents or other prey. And some 
_dogs that are avowed cat haters will 
/often develop a loving relationship 
with the family cat while still hating 
)them as a species and attacking 
'strays. Similarly, never allow the 
‘family dog to go near a newborn 
| litter of kittens. The mother will at- 
‘tack the unsuspecting canine with a 
fury reminiscent of her wild cousins. 
It’s difficult to make generaliza- 
‘tions about which dogs take to cats 
| better or vice versa, but some guide- 
lines will help. Many breeds belong- 
‘ing to the American Kennel Club 
‘groups Working Dogs and Herding 
/Dogs tend to adjust to cats more 
‘readily. German shepherd dogs of 
-good bloodlines adapt very well to 
‘cats of every description although 
‘not to every feline temperament. An 
assertive unaltered male cat, for ex- 
‘ample, would not have the subordi- 
Jnate manner needed to get along 
1 with a large, territorial canine. Sub- 
/missive or reasonably friendly cats 
‘are very good with such breeds as 
| collies, Old English sheepdogs, Sibe- 
‘rian huskies, Dobermans, St. Ber- 
‘nards, samoyeds, Newfoundlands, 
‘and some Akitas and Alaskan mala- 
‘mutes. 

Terriers, some toy breeds and 
‘most hunting dogs (including 
Ps) are less adaptive to cats. 
‘Other breeds good with cats are 
poodles, dachshunds, pugs and some 
‘bulldogs. Depending on tempera- 
‘ment and training most dogs will 
'make some sort of peace with even 
“the most impudent cat. Dogs and 
cats.

leg that replaced the curving an- 
imal-form leg of the preceding 
Louis XV style.

Al- 
though decoration was less 
flamboyant than in the opening 
years of the 18th century, it was 
more varied. Painted, gilded and 
carved pieces reflected one ap- 
proach to decoration—the use of 
marquetry in combination with 
gilded bronze embellishments 
reflected another.

The chair by Jacob is a prime 
example of the use of delicate 
carving on gilded wooden furni- 
ture. The spiral laurel leaf design 
around the frame is an 18th-cen- 
tury interpretation of a 
classical motif. The laurel 
and berry ring topping the 
legs makes a design that is 
closer to ancient models. On 
the sofa (canape) by De- 
may, the decoration 
consists of bands of in- 
terlaced strips enclosing 
cross-shaped petals—a 
design called guilloche, 
also based on ancient 
| models. The sofa and 
_ chair forms are unrelated 
to classical designs. 

The daybed made for 
Marie Antoinette by Sené comes 
a little closer to the ancient ideal 
in the way its simple sides echo 
basic ancient models—but the 
sides have been made higher and 
the legs have been made shorter 
than those on ancient couches. 
Here we find an example that is 
painted and gilded—the caryat- 
ids add a more formal, classical 
touch. The plant stand is anoth- 
er example of painted and gilded 
work in a form that has greater 
connection with ancient models.

=~ provides evidence of 
°45°3) the use of gadgetry to 
add to the comfort of 
the user, but it is also an 
outstanding expression 
of fine delicate marque- 
try and ormolu.

The 
center section raises to 
reveal compartments 
for storage of cosmet- 
ics. Riesener, perhaps 
| the greatest furniture 























maker of the century, was noted 
for perfection of craftsmanship, 
elegance of design and a highly 
individualistic style. In 1767 he 
became maitre ebeniste (cabinet- 
maker specializing in veneered 
furniture) and in 1774 was ap- 
pointed ebeniste du Roi, receiving 
the main royal commissions for 
the next decade. Caryatids are a 
feature of the secretary by 
Weisweiler, which combines the 
classical and the Oriental. 
The lacquer decoration 
tempers the classicism of 
the delicate ormolu details 
with its intricate leaves 
and handsomely rendered 
ram and cupid motifs. An- 
other secretary, this one by 
Cramer, has more re- | 
strained ormolu decoration and 
provides a sample of marquetry 
in a popular lattice pattern. 

One of the greatest pieces of 
furniture made in Paris in the 
era of Louis XVI is the chest of

Here we find the 
classical naturalism of the ormo- 
lu and the exotic Oriental land- 
scape of the lacquer panels 
working together to push classi- 
cal design to a new realm.

Design News: Personal Decorating Is at Home in an Elegant New Hotel 


The ambience of a tiny New York City hotel brilliantly captures an Old World spirit 
so dear to traveling Americans: a home-away-from-home 


mericans returning 

from their first trips to 

England and the Conti- 

nent often bring home 

lasting impressions of 

the fine personal service 

they received in elegant small hotels. 
Parisian standards at their best are 
incomparable, and English country- 
cottage inns may be booked years in 
advance by those yearning to reexperi- 
ence the warmth, homeyness and crea- 
ture comforts they remember fondly. 
Here in America there is a growing 
desire among in- 
novative hoteliers 
to reproduce supe- 
rior personal ser- 
vice in surround- 
ings that feel and 
look just like home. 
This winter Ed- 
ward J. Safdie 
opened a jewel of 
a small hotel in a 
renovated New 
York City brown- 
stone that epito- 
mizes this very 
personalized con- 
cept. of lodging. 
The entry is so 
discreet that unless 
you knew for cer- 
tain that a full-ser- 
vice hotel lay 
behind the under- 
stated front door, 
you'd think you 
were mistakenly 
barging into the 
foyer of pri- 
vate town house. 
Called No. 1022 (1022 Lexington 


Ave. on New York’s Upper East 
Side) the entire hotel! consists of four 
small suites. and an intimate restau- 
rant called “Jack’s’” on the second 
floor. To achieve maximum coziness 
and comfort he asked English-born 
interior designer Georgina Fairholme 


(see HB Guest Speaker, April ’82) to 


decorate each room while also mak- 
ing it fully functional. 

The results are a joy. The four 
suites—The Terrace Suite, The Park 
Suite, The Club Suite and The Stu- 
dio (which has a clever alcove bed 
and storage unit)—are bright, light- 
filled rooms characteristic of Ms. 
Fairholme’s decorating sense—they 
give the impression of being in an 
English garden. There is no sense 
that these rooms constitute a hotel 
establishment. If you left your shoes 
in a bedroom closet by accident, 





you'd feel that they’d still be there 
six months later when you came to 
retrieve them. 

Mr. Safdie, who also built Califor- 
nia’s acclaimed Sonoma Mission Inn 
that was designed and decorated by 
the late John Dickinson, believes 
there are specific elements that go 
into creating the just-like-home 


feeling all his guests appreciate. 

Ms. Fairholme began with the 
most emotional of decorating tools— 
color. No hotel room you’ve ever 
seen has been dressed in the bright 
pretty pastels she’s used: azure, ap- 
ple-green, lemon and melon. No in- 
offensive beige or mindless “hospital 
green” here. And the architect put 
skylights in the ceilings of the two 
top-floor suites so that no matter 
how dreary a winter day should 
dawn, there is ample light inside. 
Some of the other “at-home” nice- 
ties of No. 1022 are working fire- 
places, French doors, bathtubs fitted 
with Jacuzzi whirlpool systems, Lu- 
tron dimmers that adjust in the 
bathrooms so a woman can see how 
her makeup really looks, state-of- 
the-art videophones for security, 
and videocassette recording units 
complete with movies. 

Designing spaces for commercial 
use requires durable materials for 
furnishings. Ms. Fairholme spent 
weeks finding the highest quality 
contract pieces she could use to 
translate into the “at-home” idiom. 
She chose canopy beds with tradi- 
tional Shaker pencil posts and lac- 
quered them in snappy colors. She 
selected swing-arm lamps, desks, 
coffee tables, bedside tables and 
slipper chairs that she upholstered in 
the best-quality flowery English 
chintzes. She even found a 9-inch- 
deep cupboard for a narrow hallway 


< leading from a sitting room to a bed- 
© room. Inside it she put collections of 
= porcelain figurines by Lady Anne 
5 Gordon, the English artist. These, 


along with the books and photo- 
graphs the traveler sets out on a 
desk, are the elements that make 

each room feel and look like home. 
The charm of No. 1022 lies in the 
attention to details Ms. Fairholme 
insists defines the quality of home. 
She had all the baseboards marble- 
ized to resemble fine old wood. She

hung pictures with silken cords, bo- 
tanical prints with slender velvet 
ribbon. She worked with floral de- 
signer Zibby Tozer to get the right 
scale for fresh flower arrangements 
in each room. Mirrored panels fold 
to reveal closets; louvered shutters 
fold back to expose fully equipped 
kitchenettes complete with micro- 
Wave oven, pint-sized refrigerator 
and four-burner stove! (And pots 
and pans? Of course.) Each room is 
stocked daily with foodstuffs, 
should you wish to make your own 
breakfast or fix a small lunch with 
friends. 

“We're striving to continue the 
traditional quality of coziness that 
dispels the air of featureless imper- 
sonality travelers usually have to 
face,” says Ms. Fairholme. “The 
thing I find so interesting about a 
small project like this is that there 
isn’t one piece in any of those rooms 
that wouldn’t look wonderful or 
work efficiently in a 500-room hotel. 
It’s all in one’s attitude.” 

Isn’t it all in the budget, too? 

“You have to make a commitment 
to quality to execute this personal 
kind of design,” says Ms. Fairholme. 
“You also have to care about how 
people feel. There’s nothing ‘pre- 
cious’ about these.rooms. People can 
put their feet up on a table or put 
their shoes on the upholstery or 
bedspread. That’s the way people 
really behave and all that’s been tak- 
en into consideration. We’ve chosen 
what will wear well, what will last, 
and we're scrupulous about mainte- 
nance—just as you'd be at home. 
There’s an enthusiasm here. And 
that feeling celebrates home.” 

“While the decoration of a hotel 
such as this is very important,” says 
Edward Safdie, “the key to the 
homelike effect is the follow- 
through on personal service. I am 
always so impressed by the respon- 
siveness of the personal staff at Eu- 
ropean hotels like the Hotel de Paris 
in Monte Carlo, The Dorchester or 
The Connaught in London. The St. 
James Hotel in London is a particu- 
larly fine small hotel and there were 
aspects of it that I wanted to be sure 
to include at No. 1022. 

“Tt boils down to a matter of sim- 
ple civility, if you will. A hotel room

ur tablecloths, at least the 

ones I like best, seem to have 

tumbled right out of bed. 
There’s the dark blue and white 
striped one made of ticking, the way 
mattress ticking used to be, and I use 
country quilts all the time. Some- 
times in the summer I turn the tables 
by using cotton tablecloths, born as 
such, as flowered canopies on the 
four-poster bed in the guestroom. 

Dressing a table, setting a scene, is 
what I like most about giving a din- 
ner party. My husband, Tom, loves 
the warmth and action of a good 
party, the people, conversation, a 
buoyant evening. I enjoy all that too, 
but I’m not as relaxed, and camou- 
flage helps. Remember too that 
when he sits down to a dinner party 
at our house, it’s like seeing the first 
act, while I’ve been on the road for 
days, getting the props and program 
ready for opening night. But that’s 
what I like to do. And it’s comfort- 
ing to know he can handle the dia- 
logue. 

My stage is our dining room table, 
oval and old. A late Victorian, it is 
steady, heavy and ugly. Maybe 
that’s why I keep it undercover most 
of the time. It seats six comfortably, 
eight closely and ten intimately. 
Nothing much matches, chairs or 
china, but that’s my usual pattern. 

I guess it’s contagious. When our 
daughter, Louise, was married, she 
requested dinner plates of different 
designs, but all floral, and now when 
she sets her table she has an almost 
Matisse-like garden. But at the time 
our friends, and the china shop, 
wondered if she really knew what 
she was doing. 

When I set the table, I choose the 
cloth first, or borrow it from a bed. 
And I like my napkins big. There’s 
quite a wardrobe as over the years, 
I’ve cut many of them from materi- 
als I couldn’t resist at Blank’s, a fab- 


ric store where Mr. Lurie unearths 
bolt after bolt of cotton fireworks. 
For a more elaborate evening, we use 
the inherited white damask napkins, 
dignified and pure as the driven 
snow, the raised monogram embroi- 
dered more than 70 years ago by 
New Orleans nuns. 

I wreath the napkins in wild flow- 
ers, sometimes baby’s breath from 
the garden, and I stretch ribbons 
across the table like the chest of an 
Italian ambassador presenting his 
credentials to the Queen. But not all 
at the same time, mind you. I have a 
very good time with this table. 

There are usually place cards, easy 
identification and another avenue of 
fun. Sometimes they are like med- 
als—made from a stationer’s gold 
seal with ribbons below. As we grow 
older I write the names larger so our 
friends don’t fumble around in the 
candlelight. And there are always 
candles as we have a family source. 
Todd and Diana’s beeswax makes 
marvelous, mellow tapers. And if 
Louise and Beth are around, the cal- 
ligraphy on the place cards is as spi- 
dery and splendid as Thomas Jeffer- 
son’s. I place the cards against egg 
cups I find in antique shops, fill 
them with small zinnias. In the au- 
tumn I use leaves. The yellows and 
reds of maple are sturdy enough to 
take a black felt pen. 

Once I get started I can’t seem to 
stop. I like party favors, too. Perhaps 
I’ve never grown up from children’s 
birthday parties. Now those were 
moments of triumph if I do say so 
myself. Once we turned our kitchen 
into an ocean liner and Tommy’s 
friends came in sailor suits. And for 
Beth we had “Miss Beth’s Sunday 
Salon” and all the very small guests 
wore their parents’ Sunday clothes. 
And there were parasols. I wonder if 
they had as much fun as I did?

New Haven—doing in a small Loui- 
siana town, wearing keys to the city 
and being feasted on Cajun special- 
ties? Participating in a five-day de- 
sign competition that has given Thi- 
bodaux, La. (population 18,000), a 
place in architectural history and a 
tremendous new sense of pride. 

The task at hand: Transforming a 
19th-century grocery warehouse 
into a library and arts center. The 
winning plan, Mr. Greenburg’s, (fop/, 
received a $5,000 prize; the runners- 
up, $2,000. The competition, howev- 
er, was not a race for a commis- 
sion—its purpose was to bring the 
best ideas in modern architecture to 
Thibodaux, have them judged by a 
panel of Louisiana architects and 
then let the townspeople decide on 
the design. 

The library center was the vision 
of Martha Sowell Utley, a leading 
citizen, who willed the funds for it. 
In Thibodaux, however, there was 
little demand for a new library (the 
existing one was small and under- 
used), so the problem planners faced 
was getting the town interested and 
excited about the arts. What better 
way, theorized project director Tom 
Papazoglakis, than to turn the li- 
brary design into an architectural 
festival and let the architects’ enthu- 
siasm spark the town’s interest. 

Each day at the warehouse, “‘visit- 
ing hours” were held and the towns- 
people flocked to see the library 
plans progress and share ideas with 
the architects and their teammates 
(local architecture students and pro- 
fessors). Seeing the plans while 
standing in the very building being 
rethought was quite a lesson in cre- 
ativity. Mr. Chimacoff envisioned a

A designer explains how to add important 
architectural details—paneling, molding, columns, 
beams—to rooms that have none 


ary Crain, an in- 
ferior designer 
who is just as ex- 


pert at designing crisp, 
contemporary settings as 
he is at creating lush, ro- 
mantic ones, often uses ar- 
chitectural details in wood, 
paper and paint to give 
unique character and charm 
to today's new rooms. 


The rooms in many 
houses and apart- 
ments being built to- 
day are designed to 
be light and airy, spa- 
cious and generously 
proportioned, but they often have 
woodwork and trim that look like an 
afterthought. Doors and windows 
are framed with plain wood strips 
and baseboards are minimal. 

“The contractors and builders of 
apartments and houses today are not 
terribly creative. They provide the 
spaces, then leave it to the owner or 
designer to add the details,” says 
Gary Crain, who likes to replace 
door and window trim with finely 
detailed pieces, add crown moldings 
where wall and ceiling meet, install 
columns to divide spaces and, in for- 
mal rooms, use applied moldings to 
form a dado. He is also fond of 
trompe l'oeil paneling and wallpaper 
borders. “A light way to handle a 
small room is to use a wallpaper bor- 
der instead of a wood molding.” 

Using paper in a small room in- 
stead of a heavy wood piece illus- 
trates one of the points Mr. Crain 
emphasizes—added elements should 
be harmonious with the total design. 

“Proportion, keeping things in 
scale, is the important thing to re- 
member when changing or adding 
moldings or trim. If you walk into a 
room and the first thing you notice 
is that the crown molding looks as if 
it’s about to fall on your head, then 
something is wrong. Crowns, and 
baseboards as well, are based on 
ceiling height, and can be heavier or 
more detailed as the height of the 
ceiling goes up. For instance, in a 
room with an 8-foot-3-inch ceiling,

es@Onr the “other 
hand, if you don’t in- 
stall woodwork or 
trim that has some 
style or weight, you 
are better off not 
changing it at all. To- 
day, door and window 
moldings have been scaled down to 
the size of a postage stamp. If you 
can’t find moldings 3!/ to 4 inches 
wide (instead of the standard 2//, to 
2°/, inches), you can design your 
own or copy old ones, and a lumber- 
yard will tool and cut them for you. 

“Of course old moldings (and col- 
umns and beams) are wonderful. 
They not only provide details, but 
also add history and nostalgia.” 

In small rooms—powder rooms, 
for instance—where Mr. Crain likes 
the lightness of a wallpaper border, 
he sometimes chooses one with a 
design like a crown molding. A 
flowered ribbon is another favorite. 
“T glaze the walls one color, then 
paint the ceiling a deeper color—like 
putting a lid on a decorated box.” 

In larger rooms the designer likes 
the architectural look of two col- 
umns as a minimal division between 
two areas. “I think everybody today 
likes the idea of having fewer but 
larger rooms. However, my clients 
sometimes want separate areas for 
dining and sitting. Columns are very 
successful because they can float be- 
tween the areas and you can see past 
them. Neither side feels cramped. In 
a contemporary room you could use 
metal columns, and in a neoclassical 
room you would most likely have 
Corinthian or Ionic capitals and 
bases. As is true of other architectur- 
al elements, if the scale is correct for 
the size of the room you can get a 
wonderful effect.’ @

A Dream of the Old South

Alabama's finest example of the Greek Revival 
architectural style is Gaineswood, built in 1843. 


the Wind—Lovejoy Plantation. Lo- 
cated 20 miles south of Atlanta, 
Lovejoy was built in 1836 by Thom- 
as Crawford on 1,200 acres of land. 
Most of the original structures are 
just as they were at the time of con- 
struction. The mansion’s interior 
woodwork is of Georgia heart pine. 
The six fluted columns in front sup- 
port a two-story porch with a long 
hanging balcony on the second floor. 
Legend has it that when the Yankees 
approached Lovejoy station, on the 
Macon and Western Railroad, Craw- 
ford filled the tall porch columns 
with grain so it would not be confis- 








cated and used by the enemy. The 
plantation lawn was the scene of 
heavy fighting between Confederate 
and Northern soldiers. 

Today Lovejoy is owned by Betty 
Talmadge. It is open year-round for 
“magnolia suppers’ and special 
tours. Its atmosphere is one of Old 
South beauty with giant magnolias 
still blooming every spring. Sprawl- 
ing fields shimmer in the breeze and 
katydids sing summer songs. 

The Susina Plantation Inn could 
easily be mistaken for Scarlett 
O’Hara’s Tara. It was built in 1841 
for James John Blackshear in the 
Greek Revival style. Its original 
name, Cedar Grove, was changed in 
1887 to Susina, Italian for “plum,” 
by its second owner, Dr. John T. 
Metcalf. 

Its present owners, Mr. and Mrs. 
Robert Walker, live in the guest 
“cottage” (it has seven bedrooms). 
The main house is used for guest 
accommodations. 

A night at Susina is like a mid-

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ture. Meals are prepared by Mrs. 
Walker—delicious dinners and 
champagne brunches. The dining 
room is decorated in shades of blue 
and is graced with a 12-foot table 
and a massive chandelier. As you 
dine you look out over a garden of 
azaleas and camellias. 

Susina sits on 115 acres of rolling 
Georgia woodlands, approximately 
230 miles south of Atlanta and 22 
miles north of Tallahassee, Fla. It has 
added some 20th-century comforts 
such as a swimming pool and tennis 
courts. The Susina landscape is one 
of peace and quiet. A place of his- 
tory that welcomes its guests into a 
Tara-like fantasy. 


SOUTH CAROLINA: The Red- 
cliffe Plantation is situated near the 
Savannah River. Built in the 1850s 
by former Governor James Henry 
Hammond, it projects the romanti- 
cism and serenity of the Old South. 

The architectural style is similar to 
that of many 19th-century southern 
mansions. It was built on brick pil- 
lars, which have since been enclosed 
to create a basement. It has a large 
central hall with four rooms off of it, 
a third-floor sleeping area and a 
massive fourth-floor attic. (In ante- 
bellum homes the basement is con- 
sidered the first floor and the living 
area, the second.) A 12-foot-wide 
piazza extends around two sides of 
the house. 

Redcliffe is furnished with fine 
southern antiques and sycamore 
mantels, banisters, bookshelves and 
doors. Beautiful hinges flatter the 
large French windows. Carpets date 
back to the 19th century. Some of 
the furnishings are from the Ham- 
mond family and the governor’s 
great-grandson, the late and distin- 
guished journalist, John Shaw Bill- 
ings. Billings was born at Redcliffe 
in 1898 and purchased the mansion 
from his aunt in 1934. Billings was 
the first managing editor of Life mag- 
azine and subsequently editorial di- 
rector of Time, Life, Fortune and Archi- 
tectural Forum. 

The plantation is covered in pines 
and natural vegetation. There are 
eight miles of trails for exploring all 
areas of the cotton estate including 
several spacious slave quarters and 
historic horse stables. 

This showplace is now a state 





park and is managed by the South 
Carolina Department of Parks, Rec- 
reation and Tourism. This impres- 
sive four-story Greek Revival ante- 
bellum structure is available for 
weddings, receptions, business 
meetings and other activities. It is 
located 15 miles southwest of histor- 
ic Aiken, known as a training 
ground for thoroughbred horses and 
the site of many beautiful old 
homes. 


NORTH CAROLINA: The morn- 
ing fog lies in the Blue Ridge Moun- 
tains like early winter ice on a quiet 
pond. The sunrise tips its rays over 
the peaks and a crisp spring morning 
begins. 

Although short on antebellum 
homes, North Carolina is not lacking 
in beautiful scenery or historic inns. 

The Green Park Inn in Blowing 
Rock, N. C., is one such place. It was 
built after the Civil War in 1882 and 
is one of the South’s oldest and fin- 
est luxury resorts. It was recently 
accepted for the National Register of 
Historical Places. It has a regal Vic- 
torian atmosphere that makes every 
guest feel like a king or queen. Its 
reputation is based on casual ele- 
gance in the true southern tradition. 
There are 76 beautifully appointed 
rooms, many overlooking a golf 
course. The inn specializes in gour- 
met cuisine and gracious service. 

Green Park Inn is a stately white 
Victorian framed building. The pub- 
lic rooms and lobby are furnished in 
white wicker furniture. There is al- 
ways plenty to do here year-round. 
It has tennis facilities, a swimming 
pool and during the winter months 
there is skiing in six local resorts. 

This classic inn is located at an 
altitude of 4,300 feet on the eastern 
continental divide. If you want 
breathtaking mountain splendor and 
views of scenic vistas, then historic 
Green Park is the place to visit. 


KENTUCKY: There is something 
synonymous about country ham, 
red-eye gravy, biscuits and Ken- 
tucky hospitality. Good lodging and 
delicious food are part of a tradition 
in this Old South state, a tradition 
that is held in the highest respect by 
the Beaumont Inn in Harrodsburg. 
Built in 1845 on about 500 acres, it 
was originally a three-story antebel- 
lum mansion containing 24 rooms. 
The operation has since been ‘ex- 
panded to include three newer

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buildings for additional guest roorns. 
The home, beginning in 1847, oper- 
ated as a school for girls as Daugh- 
ters College and finally became 
Beaumont College. Its school years 
ended in 1916. The estate reopened 
in 1919 as an inn and has been such 
ever since. Still surrounded by 30 
quiet acres, it caters to guests that 
like peaceful lodging and good din- 
ing. The rooms are decorated in the 
grand style of its heritage with an- 
tiques, old portraits and crystal 
chandeliers. In the main hall is a fine 
collection of portraits of Robert E. 
Lee. 

Dining at the Beaumont Inn is an 
experience not soon forgotten — 
southern cooking at its best. Coun- 
try ham and fried chicken are tops 
on the menu, but it is General Rob- 
ert E. Lee’s Orange-Lemon Cake that 
has become the guests’ favorite. 

One of the oldest inns in Ken- 
tucky is the Old Talbott Tavern in

Bardstown. This inn has been oper- 
ating continuously since 1779. Its 
guest list reads like a ‘““who’s who” 
of American history—Henry Clay, 
Andrew Jackson, Louis Philippe of 
France, to name just a few of its 
famous visitors. 

Today six rooms are available for 
overnight guests, each furnished 
with four-poster beds and antiqui- 
ties. History has been written in 
these rooms and wars have been 
witnessed. If the walls could speak 
the ancient and honorable could be 
heard. 

As for the tavern’s kitchen, there 
are many excellent dishes to feed the 
hungry traveler—quail and rabbit 
served on wild rice or country ham 
and red-eye gravy. All this “good 
cookin’ ” is in keeping with the true 
Kentucky custom of fine lodging 
and delicious food. 


VIRGINIA: From beautiful Alex- 
andria ride northwest into Virginia’s 
hunt country. 

Welbourne, near Middleburg, is a 
rambling country mansion in a clas- 
sic northern Virginia setting. The 
earliest portions of the house were 
constructed in 1775 with additions 
added until 1870. Welbourne now 
survives as a wonderful example of a 
late-18th-century stone home. 

Its present owner, Mrs. Nathaniel 
Holmes Morison, Jr., is part of the 
prominent northern Virginia family 
that has owned the plantation for 
the past 150 years. One family own- 
er, Richard Henry Delany (1820- 
1906), founded the Upperville Colt 
and Horse Show (1853), the oldest 
horse show in the United States. 

Welbourne has gardens to stroll, a 
pool (built in 1916) and serves a tra- 
ditional southern breakfast. 

Springfield, built in 1828, is locat- 
ed in the northern neck community 
of Heathsville. Traveling its long 
driveway in a horse-drawn carriage 
will quietly take you back in time. 

Bill Wyant has restored this old 
two-and-one-half story antebellum 
house and has made it into a vaca- 
tion retreat for its guests to relive life 
on the plantation as it was in 1840. 

Keeping with the tradition of life 
in the 1840s, entertainment consists 
of billiards, chamber music, garden 
strolls and the grand evening meal. 


TENNESSEE: The Cumberland 
River twists and turns through the 
middle Tennessee hills into Nash- 
ville. Seven miles northeast of the 
downtown area, between the Stones 
and Cumberland Rivers, lies the 
beautiful Two Rivers Plantation— 
built in 1859 it is the last elaborate 
antebellum house built in this area. 

Built by David McGavock and oc- 
cupied by generations of his family 
until 1965, it was originally estab- 
lished on 1,100 acres of rolling, fer- 
tile soil’ The house has an elaborate 
veranda, windows with ornate fac- 
ings and Italianate architecture. It is 
far more ornate and richly Victorian 
than many of the earlier southern 
homes. The house, after being un- 
used for 12 years, was rehabilitated 
by the Metropolitan Historical Com- 
mission and the Board of Parks and 
Recreation in the 1870s period style. 
Two Rivers, and its beautiful 
grounds, are available for banquets, 
weddings, meetings, picnics and 
other receptions.

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seeing President Andrew Jackson’s 
home—The Hermitage—with all its 
original furnishings. It is less than 
two miles from Two Rivers and is 
the nation’s most widely visited his- 
toric home. 

Just seven miles southwest of 
Nashville on Leake Avenue sits the 
Belle Meade Mansion. This planta- 
tion was the premier thoroughbred 
farm in 1853 and is now one of the 
states most beautiful showplaces. 

Belle Meade, French for “beautiful 
meadow,” is where the famous horse 
Iroquois stood in stud. Until 1954 
this horse was the only American- 
bred winner of the English Derby. 
Today, more than 80 percent of the 
“Horse of the Year” recipients can 
trace their ancestry back to the Belle 
Meade stables. 

The house dates back to 1853 and 
is a Greek Revival structure. There is 
a Waterford chandelier, a spiraling 
staircase as well as Empire and Vic- 
torian furnishings. 

In 1890 the carriage house, cover- 
ing almost an acre, was construct- 
ed—this Victorian building now 
contains the finest collection of car- 
riages in the South. Although the 
mansion is not open for overnight 
guests or receptions, it is well worth 
a visit while in Nashville. 


LOUISIANA: Oaklawn Manor 
encompasses everything the mind 
conjures up in antebellum palatial 
grandness. The stately 12-columned 
mansion sits like a monument to the 
past on its 35 green velvet acres. The 
grounds are covered with live oak 
trees, gray-green Spanish moss and 
resurrection ferns. Oaklawn’s most 
romantic setting is the garden area. 
An old brick pathway leads beneath 
the “cedar walk” of Tennessee red 
cedars ‘to the enchanting gardens 
created by French architects to re- 
semble the gardens of Versailles. 

Oaklawn Manor is situated on the 
Bayou Teche. It was established in 
1837 by Alexander Porter, a famous 
Louisiana statesman. The house took 
five years to build and, when fin- 
ished, consisted of 15,000 square 
feet. The first and second floors 
have eight large rooms off of two 
large halls, plus a third-floor recrea- 
tion room. (In Porter’s time, this was 
the ballroom.) In 1860 the plantation

$500,000. It was the largest planta- 
tion in St. Mary’s Parish. Today it is 
still a working sugarcane plantation 
of over 9,000 acres. 

Besides the actual splendor of 
Oaklawn, a visitor can also see the 
butter house, the aviary and the 
magnificent swimming pool. The 
aviary was built by Warner Brothers 
Studio for filming The Drowning Pool, 
which starred both Paul Newman 
and Joanne Woodward. 

The house, under the ownership 
of Thomas Goldsby, is in its third 
restoration. The house and garden 
are open for tours on a daily basis, 
March through September. 

Nottoway, a 22-columned ante- 
bellum jewel, can be an equally 
grand overnight retreat. This man- 
sion is located on the Great River 
Road between Baton Rouge and 
New Orleans, about one hour north- 
west of Oaklawn. The house has the 
humble distinction of being the larg- 
est standing southern plantation 
home in existence. Built in 1859 by 
John Hamden Randolph, it contains 
three full floors, 53,000 square feet,

64 rooms, 16-foot ceilings, 14-foot 
windows, 16 baths and six mahoga- 
ny staircases. These astounding 
numbers may seem somewhat os- 
tentatious but Randolph had a ten- 
dency to do most everything in ex- 
cess—he also had 12 children! 
Today, the home is owned by a 
dashing entrepreneur named Arlin 
Dease. There are several rooms 
available for guests. Each room has a 
private entrance, balcony, courtyard, 
bath and room service. The accom- 
modations include a plantation 
breakfast and a tour of the house. 
The interior of the mansion is ac-

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cented with elaborate crystal chan- 
deliers, deep winter-green carpet, 
Dresden porcelain doorknobs, ster- 
ling silver bell calls and marble man- 
tels. The most outstanding sight, and 
the prize room of the mansion, is the 
grand ballroom with its original 
white enameled floors. In this room, 
six of Randolph’s eight daughters 
were married. 


MISSISSIPPI: This state is the op- 
ulent epitome of the romantic 
South’s past, present and future. It is 
a land that was brought to magnifi- 
cent wealth by the cotton kings. It is 
a state that exemplifies southern 
pride and honor. It is the heart and 
blood of the Confederacy. 

Today Mississippi still contains 
several hundred antebellum man- 
sions that Scarlett and Rhett could 
have considered home. Many of 
these have been restored and are 
open to overnight guests. 

Oak Square, located in Port Gib-

son, was built around 1850. It is the 
largest and most palatial mansion in 
the town—a town that General 
Grant said was “too beautiful to 
burn.” 

The mansion has the traditional 
six fluted Corinthian columns, each 
standirig 22 feet tall. The inside of 
the home has been kept to scale with 
spacious rooms and furnishings that 
depict the era of its glory. A double 
parlor features an 1850 rosewood- 
carved Victorian parlor suite with 
matching sofas, center tables and 
pier and mantel mirrors in the 
French rococo style. The master bed- 
room of Oak Square features a cano- 
pied four-poster, 10//, feet tall. The 
grounds surrounding the estate con- 
tain a courtyard, fountain, gazebo

The present owners, Mr. and Mrs. 
William Lum, have done much of 
the original restoration. The Lum 
family welcomes overnight guests 
and enjoys sharing their family’s 
200-year-old Mississippi heritage. A 
southern-style breakfast is part of 
the package. Oak Square is also the 
home of Mr. Lum’s Civil War collec- 
tion, including his great grandfa- 
ther’s sword, which belonged to Ma- 
jor R. C. McCay. 

To visit Mississippi and not en- 
counter the town of Natchez would 
be unthinkable. Natchez has 500 re- 
stored antebellum buildings. It is the 
oldest settlement on the Mississippi 
River and at one time had more than 
half of the millionaires in the United 
States living within its city limits. It 
is a grand city full of 20 to 30 regal 
old mansions that have bed and 
breakfast accommodations. An ex- 
ample of what awaits you would be 
the antebellum homes Linden and 
Monmouth. 

Linden, built around 1800, is an 
architectural gem nestled into an- 
cient oaks, cedars and Spanish moss. 
The overnight houseguest experi- 
ences the typical southern grandness 
that six generations of the Connor 
family have created in their ancestral 
estate. 

Monmouth, built around 1818 by 
General John A. Quitman, has con- 
verted its original slave quarters into 
a luxurious country inn. The home 
itself is a magnificent display of an- 
tebellum splendor and something 
worth touring even if there is no 
time for an overnight stay. 


ARKANSAS: At Trapnall Hall in 
Little Rock you can cast your mind 
back and visit ghosts of a grand past. 
Come up the long brick walk and 
the broad steps onto the porch. Enter 
the wide double doors where lights 
from chandeliers spill out into the 
night from side windows around the 
entrance. Come see the gracious 
style of the Frederic Trapnall home 
built in the mid-1800s. 

Trapnall, a prominent lawyer and 
politician of Arkansas’s early state- 
hood, understood the art of creating 
elegance. This elegance is reflected 
in the exquisite furnishings—a 
Steinway grand piano, two original

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(1850s) bronze gas chandeliers and 
several Oriental rugs. 

The home today still offers hospi- 
tality and graciousness through 
planned parties, dinner meetings, 
weddings and receptions. It can ac- 
commodate, and is equipped to 
serve, 300 guests at a time. The for- 
mal garden is a special highlight for 
small parties and wedding ceremo- 
nies. With the soft candlelight 
throughout the house, a simple din- 
ner can become a historical event 
taking the visitor back to a time 
when the Trapnall era reigned su- 
preme in Little Rock. 

Another equally superb Little 
Rock classic is the Old State House. 
This antebellum structure built in 
1836 sits on a hill overlooking the 
Arkansas River. Its massive Doric 
columns and classical symmetry rep- 
resented progress and optimism for 
the then very sparsely settled new 
territory. 

Today, as a museum, the Old 
State House serves the Arkansas 
community in a variety of ways. The 
restored structure houses exhibits 
and programs showing the way of 
life in Arkansas’s past, as well as the 
state’s official history. Also, certain 
sections of the building and grounds 
can be rented for social and business 
gatherings. 


ALABAMA: Demopolis, resting 
on the banks of the Tombigbee Riv- 
er, is one of Alabama’s oldest cities. 
Its heritage dates back to 1817 when 
a band of exiled followers of Napo- 
leon Bonaparte took possession of 
several thousand acres promised to 
them in a grant from the United 
States government. The Demopolis 
settlement was established and 
farming began on the black topsoil 
that was to become the Alabama 
Black Beit. The aristocrats, unaccus- 
tomed to toil and hard labor and far 
more interested in plotting the re- 
turn of their hero, found agricultural 
life not all that rewarding or excit- 
ing. Many of the exiles pulled up 
anchor and set sail for Mobile, New 
Orleans and Galveston where life 
was more suitable to their French 
traditions and grandeur of living. 
Some of the original settlers stayed 
behind and were joined by a new 
frontiersman—a breed of farmer 
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that would make cotton king and 
build plantations of golden glory. 
One of the area’s largest cotton- 
producing antebellum estates was 
Gaineswood, covering over 1,400 
acres and including much of present 
day Demopolis. Begun in 1843 by 
General Nathan Bryan Whitfield, it 
was truly a house that cotton built. 
The palatial home took 17 years to 
build. It is the finest example of 
Greek Revival architecture and elab- 
orate plasterwork in Alabama. The 
spacious palace, furnished with 
many original pieces, has three 
uniquely carved four-poster beds. 
The massive case for the towering 
epergne was especially made for the 
dining room. The flutina, a pianolike 
invention by the master of the 
home, is the only one he ever made. 
Each year Demopolis hosts a De- 
cember celebration called “Christ- 
mas on the River.” At this time 
Gaineswocd is decorated in period 
style and there is a large public re- 
ception. The spacious palace is open 
daily the rest of the year and is 
available for receptions on the ve- 
randas and in the garden pavilion. 


FLORIDA: In the very heart of 
charming St. Augustine, the oldest 
city in the United States (dating 
back to 1565), you will find the 
quaint Kenwood Inn, a Victorian 
style house built during the Civil 
War period. As early as 1886 it was 
advertised for private boarding. The 
inn today has 19 bedrooms, air-con- 
ditioning and a second-floor veran- 
da. The rooms are furnished with 
Victorian walnut and oak dressers 
with pink and white marble tops. 
Most beds are high-backed, and 
made of walnut, brass or iron. Most 
accessories are 19th-century an- 
tiques. 

Each morning you can sit by the 
pool and enjoy a Continental break- 
fast of freshly squeezed orange juice, 
homemade fruit and spice breads 
and coffee served by the innkeeper, 
Elsie Hedetniemi. Drifting over the 
garden wall is the “clip-clop” of the 
horse-drawn carriages and the slow 
drawl of the drivers recounting the 
area’s history. It is this type of infor- 
mal and relaxed atmosphere that 
makes the Kenwood Inn special. 

Although at one time the inn 
claimed a waterfront view, today it 
finds itself secluded in the center of 
the Historic Preservation District. 
It’s a great place if you're tired of 
impersonal, sterile hotels. @

AN ARCHITECTURAL 
WONDER IN IRELAND 


Unique and magnificent, Castle Ward proves that a 
house divided against itself need not always fall

hat’s an architect to do when a 

couple can’t agree on the style 
of their new house-to-be and nei- 
ther one is willing to give in to the 
other one’s preference? 

Just such a problem confronted a 
Northern Ireland architect-builder in 
the mid-1700s. His name has been 
lost in the interim but, given the 
wisdom evidenced, it could well 
have been Solomon. 

At any rate, it’s clear he sought to 
follow Solomon’s blueprint for set- 
tling a dispute. And if the outcome 
differed from that occasioned by the 
biblical patriarch, blame can be 
placed on lack of authority and 
stubbornness beyond belief. 

You will remember that when 
King Solomon ordered a baby 
claimed by two women to be sliced 
in two, the true mother renounced 
her claim rather than allow the child 
to be killed. It was then awarded to 
her immediately—in one piece. 

So when our Ulster diplomat of 
the drawing board ventured the sug- 
gestion (he was in no position to 
issue orders to his clients, Lord and 
Lady Bangor) that the home under 
consideration be halved, he probably 
was gambling that the very idea of 
such an abominable course of action 
would cause one or the other to back 
down, ending the stalemate which 
had delayed building for months. 

One can only imagine his stupe- 
faction when, obstinate to the very 
end, the principals accepted his of- 
fer, resigned that if they couldn’t

The couple, Bernard Ward (Baron 
Bangor and a Member of Parliament 
for County Down) and the former 
Lady Anne Magill, were just newly- | 
weds when hostilities over the house 
plans broke out. Bernard, a staunch | 
adherent to the English precept that 
a man’s home is his castle, wanted 
exactly that—a castle, built in tradi- 
tional English style. But his bride 
(who had brought a sizable dowry to 
the altar) had other ideas. This was 
to be “her” castle too, she reminded 
His Lordship, and what she intended 
to live in was a Gothic edifice like 
Horace Walpole’s Strawberry Hill, 
then the rage in London.

Furnished with 
sober pieces from the Georgian era, 
the room’s main attraction is a fine 
collection of old paintings featuring 
the castle and its surroundings. 

Lady Bangor’s boudoir, with its 
artistically carved wooden dado, 
handsome inlaid marble fireplace 
and ogival windows usually evokes 
cries of admiration from visitors. But 
its flamboyant ceiling more often 
elicits suppressed giggles. Fan-vault- 
ed, it displays huge baggy declivities 
that tend to give people the feeling 
they are standing under the business 
end of a cow. “Udderly fantastic” 
was one fellow’s observation. 

In 1950, as part payment of death 
duties, Castle Ward and its 600-acre 
estate of woodland parks, gardens 
and outbuildings was turned over to 
the National Trust, a charitable or- 
ganization relying on volunteer sup- 
port. With membership open to all,

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FLATTER YOURSELF WITH COLOR 


The Shade of Your Surroundings Can Put You:in the Most Favorable Light 


fe often have you caught a 
glimpse of yourself in a mirror 


and thought: I really look terrific! Or 
the reverse: You can be feeling fine 
and suddenly encounter a mirror 
that insists you have aged 10 years 
since morning. 

How can this be? Unfortunately, 
as much as we might like to believe 
otherwise, we look better or worse 
on any given day depending largely 
on the color of our surroundings. 

“When it comes to creating the 
look of their home environment, 
most people don’t consider the fact 
that they are part of that environ- 
ment,’ says Sarina Mascheroni, 
fashion director for home furnish- 
ings at Associated Merchandising 
Corp., which comprises 40 major de- 
partment stores. “It’s like having one 
arm you don’t think is part of you; 
it’s always bewildered me that peo- 
ple disconnect from that. Your home 
should show you at your best— 
you're the star, front and center.” 

Mrs. Mascheroni, a home furnish- 
ings designer for 12 years, recom- 
mends choosing decorating colors by 
following the same rules you use in 
choosing a wardrobe. 

“If a color makes a woman look 
sallow, she won’t wear it. The same 
rules apply to the colors in your 
home because they reflect on your 
face. To decide on your best color 
you must be self-analytical—ask 
yourself certain key questions. 

“First, look at your wardrobe. See 
what colors predominate. If you 
don’t find any definite direction 
there, go to a few stores and try on 
clothes; discover the colors that 
make you look good. 

“Once you’ve narrowed those 
down, go to a makeup artist and have 
your face done. You don’t have to 
spend a fortune to do that; there are 
almost always makeup artists work- 
ing in your local department store. 


They will analyze your skin tone and 
tell you the right shade of base, eye 
shadow and lipstick to wear. They 


reintroduce you to your looks. It’s 
like a refresher course on yourself. 
“Now that you are familiar with

your most flattering colors, analyze 
your lifestyle. If you have small chil- 
dren, should you have a white rug? 
Do you like to sit and read in your 
living room? What is the purpose of 
the room, to relax or to entertain? Is 
it a day room or a night room? The 
answers will make different de- 
mands on color. What you are trying 
to find out is whether you want a 
dramatic or peaceful effect. 

“If you’re planning to make a 
drastic color change, you can go to 
an art supply store and get a 20-by- 
26-foot Pantone sheet in the color 
you want. Most people use Pantone 
colors in the small chips, but they 
are available in a wide range of col- 
ors in large sheets for a little over $3 
each. Or you can paint a large sheet 
of paper in the color you are consid- 
ering. Put it up on a wall and live 
with it for a while. If after two 
weeks you still like the color, then 
go with it. But be sure to place it 
where you can see it easily and un- 
der different light conditions. To 
check its effect on the way you look, 
take a sheet into your bathroom and 
stick it up behind you while you 
study yourself in the mirror.” 

Some colors are universally be- 
coming, as I discovered from Pablo 
Manzoni, long the preeminent color- 
ist for Elizabeth Arden and now pro- 
prietor of his own New York City 
salon. I had complimented him on 
the flattering environment of his 
peach-colored makeup room. 
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“T find peach very flattering, 
Pablo explained. “It’s infinitely be- — 
coming. Except for the plum carpet | 
and some added touches of green, | 
my color scheme here is many 
shades of peach and apricot; the 
counters and cupboards are Peach 
Parfait Formica in suede finish. 

“Besides pink and peach, I find 
orange, brown and coral likely 
choices because of their warmth. 
Red is also warm, but it’s very bold, 
so not everyone feels comfortable 
with it. That great fashion authority 
Diana Vreeland says she loves red 
because it’s neutral. Actually, it isn’t 
neutral at all, but it is very attrac- 
tive—in a room as well as for cloth- 
ing—because it’s warm. When we 
want a package to look festive, we 
wrap it in red; whether it’s Christ- 
mas or Cartier, it’s red. Only some- 
one with Mrs. Vreeland’s confidence 
can carry it off in an entire room. 
She has the courage of her opinions 
and can impose her taste on others.” 

Mrs. Vreeland isn’t the only one 
who loves red rooms. Lynn Jacobson 
and Richard Ohrbach, partners in 
the New York interior design firm 
Creative Perspectives, use red to cre- 
ate a flattering environment. 

“Lynn used to have a tomato-red 
dining room,” Richard told me. “Ev- 
eryone looked fabulous. Now we 
use track lights with red and pink 
gels to get the same effect.” 

I was visiting their Park Avenue 
office, sitting at a bright red table 
that was lit from above with a spot- 
light focused on the center of the 
table.

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A GREAT REVIVAL 
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Beginning as simple 
structures, even as log 
cabins, dwellings were 

adapted to the Greek 
Revival style as the town 
quickly prospered. 
Architects, influenced by 
their “grand tours” of 
Europe, succeeded in 
persuading Eutaw’s 
landowners to build the 
whole gamut of designs: 
Greek Revival (opposite) 
and steamboat Gothic 
(above) from 1840-65. 
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anice Fehlmann returned from a career in the diplomatic 
corps in Switzerland to occupy this Greek Revival-style 
house in Eutaw. ‘My 16th-century antiques are perfect in 
this little house,”” says Ms. Fehlmann. As is the case with 
all genuinely enduring design, her furnishings and art 
collections ‘‘work”’ in the eclectic architectural style of the 
house built in 1840. Its pillars and porches describe the 
Greek Revival period, but the scrolls and curlicues of the 
fretwork reflect the carpenter's art of what is lovingly 
called ‘steamboat Gothic.’ The flared stairway (top left) 
is in the riverboat tradition; its welcoming wider-at-the- 
bottom-than-at-the-top expanse celebrates a tradition of 
pure southern hospitality. Also notable is the fact that all 
architecture in the Greek Revival style needn't be 
dressed in white paint. The exterior of Ms. Fehlmann’s 
house retains its original color—in this instance a subtle 
gold. 

A lacy gate and fence frame the Catlin Wilson house, 
built in 1844 and lived in and owned now by historian 
Mary Morgan Glass. ‘Everyone who visits Eutaw to look

at Greek Revival restoration is charmed, by the turnip- 
topped fence that surrounds the house and grounds,’ 
says Ms. Glass, author of A Goodly Heritage—Memories 
of Greene County (Greene County Historical Society). 
Builder Catlin Wilson would be proud to know that his 
house is one of the few listed in the National Register of 
Historic Places to retain its original outbuildings—ser- 
vants’ quarters and the smokehouse still stand in the 
shaded garden along the rear perimeter of the lot. 

Eutaw is a small, mid-]9th-century community that was 
affluent for less than a quarter century; its flowering was 
cut short by the outbreak of the Civil War. The town's 
original population of cotton and tobacco planters was 
increased greatly by a migration inland of innkeepers, 
businessmen, religious leaders, educators, doctors, law- 
yers as well as the attendant builders, artisans and labor- 
ers. That the town of Eutaw should be so blessed with the 
best examples of the Greek Revival style is a happy 
circumstance that draws scholars and tourists alike. Visi-

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AFRESH START

ecently I read Main Street 

again. I first read it, along 

with most of the other novels 

Sinclair Lewis had written by 
the mid-1930s, during my high 
school and college years. 

Given today’s bounty of reading 
materials, 1 would not expect many 
people to dash out to the nearest 
bookstore and buy a paperback of 
Main Street. It is woefully dated and 
the dialogue is spoken by card- 
board characters. Yet, with all its de- 
ficiencies, I still find the book a 
touchstone of American culture in 
this century. 

Main Street was published in 
1920 and, from all accounts, was an 
enormous success. It went through 
13 printings in two years, which sug- 
gests that most literate Americans of 
that day must have sat down and 
anguished with Carol Kennicott and 
her search for relevance in the quiet- 
ly desperate little town of Gopher 
Prairie, Minn.

indeed, for the American spirit. 

To an uncanny degree, my re- 
reading of Main Street impressed 
me with how we are repeating our- 
selves as a people. We, too, are 
looking for the American spirit. 
Again. 

I sense that we are completing a 
long, perplexing journey and, like 
lost woodsmen emerging from the 
dense forest, find ourselves approxi- 
mately back where we started. | am 
struck by the idea that we Americans 
today have more in common with 
the struggling and striving Ameri- 
cans of 1920 than with any of the 
generations in between. Today, 
more than at any other time in my 
memory, we are unapologetically 
motivated by the same quest that 
spurred the good folks in Gopher 
Prairie. Now, as then, that quest is 
called ‘getting ahead.” 

In the 1920s the highest goal of 
most young families was to own a 
home. To an extraordinary degree 
they succeeded. It is striking to real- 
ize that most of our middle-sized cit- 
ies are ringed, very closely, by mod- 
est frame houses dating from no 
earlier than the early 1920s. They

are easy to identify, for they stand on 
40-foot lots and share common set- 
backs. Often they have front porch- 
es, now glassed-in, and are almost 
invariably modernized inside from 
paneled basement to finished attic. 
Many of us grew up in such 
houses. We now find it sobering 
that, like our parents before us, our 
own children—and increasingly our 
grandchildren—could scarcely wish 
for anything better than to own such 
a place ... or one like it built for 
today’s market. 
o suggest that what the young 
need today is a house like 
grandpa’s ignores the density 
of the forest that separates to- 
day's complex wired society from 
the simplistic world of Gopher Prai- 
rie. But if, in pivotal ways, we are 
back where we started, why not 
peer through the forest for signs of 
what went wrong. Why is it, as the 
southern dowager said of a foolish 
kinsman, we ‘flew so high and land- 
ed so low’? Is it possible that the 
American spirit can be perceived in 
those bygone years? 
I think so. I think it resided in the 
home. It was there, not as some mys- 














tical property but as a real and pal- 
pable presence. During our coun- 
try's vigorous growing-up years the 
American spirit could best be dis- 
covered where the action was—in 
the home, where most of the virtues 
(and, yes, a sufficiency of vices) 
were both preached and practiced. 

The practice was what really 
counted. Doing things. Making 
home the site of on-the-job training 
in the business of living: a place for 
learning to become self-reliant by 
building, fixing, polishing, sewing, 
cooking, baking, hoeing, planting, 
peeling and pitting. On-the-job train- 
ing, too, for becoming socially ac- 
ceptable in ways both large and 
small: by fetching and carrying, 
sharing, dividing, thanking, feeling 
sorry and apologizing, touching, de- 
ferring, gentling, singing, laughing, 
trusting, loving and forgiving. 

It is true, of course, that such skills 
and attributes can be cultivated in 
other settings. But by and large, the 
survival strengths and the social 
graces are learned at home, where 
the drive to get ahead is tempered 
by the need to get along. 

One of the virtues of a home, how- 
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ever humble, is that it need not be a 
fixed and forever unchangeable ob- 
ject. The evidence is overwhelming 
that houses, like the families living in 
them, tend to grow bigger and bet 
ter. The several Levittowns are fre- 
quently offered as proof positive: 
Not only have the original owners 
imposed their will on those famous 
little two-bedroom boxes in infinitely 
varied architectural ways but so 
have successive Owners. 
f American ingenuity and the 
American spirit can again be- 
come as compatible as they 
once were, we should find re- 
sourceful architects and builders in- 
venting new and better ways home 
for the huge backlog of families that 
need it. 

Granted, there is growing interest 
among today's depression-ridden 
homebuilders to design smaller 
houses as an alternative to no hous- 
ing at all. Fine, but let us urge them 
to build small and well—not small 
and shabby. 

When I was still a preschooler, my 
mother and father decided they 
needed central heating in the house 
where I was born. The way they got

it, 1 now realize, was through ‘sweat 
equity.’ Working in concert with the 
contractor who raised the house with 
jacks and laid the foundation, my 
two parents did the excavation 
work—by hand. My mother would 
fill a washtub with earth and tie it to 
a rope; my father would haul it up a 
wooden skid and dump it. They did 
this day after day, until the cavity 
became a basement. 

Isn't it curious that such a recollec- 
tion should seem so poignant? The 
loving son in me harbors a trace of 
sadness that my parents undertook 
such a beastly job. Yet there is an- 
other side to the matter. Had they 
not demonstrated by their example 
how it is possible to accomplish a 
fairly formidable piece of work, one 
shovelful at a time, 1 might not have 
discovered the joys of sweat equity 
myself. 

Indeed, if I hadn't had them as 
role models, | might feel less sure of 
where the American spirit has al- 
ways resided. Today, as in 1920 
when Main Street focused its atten- 
tion on this country’s cultural values, 
I am satisfied that the American spirit 
is still found in the home. 
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THE GOOD LIFE IN A GREAT BARN 


Once the site of a Minnesota dairy, this grand space has been 
reshaped to suit the owners’ penchant for living and working under one roof 





o the growing numbers of Americans who have been 
telling pollsters they'd rather live-in the country than 
the city, Bill and Sharon Stumpf could well be the 
perfect role models. They not only live in the country 
but work and relax there, too, all in a spectacularly 
remodeled dairy barn in Winona, Minn. 

The idea of converting this remarkable space into a 
living-workplace naturally appealed to an industrial 
designer and a professional cook with five growing 
children. Mr. Stumpf was intrigued by the notion of 
“living over the store’ because of a keen interest in 
ergonomics—how human beings relate to their envi- 
ronment. At the same time, Mrs. Stumpf needed a 
professional kitchen in which to conduct some 30 to 
40 cooking classes each year. 

The barn works remarkably well. Though the en- 
trance level is largely allocated to the immaculate 
machine shop and studio spaces in which Stumpf- 
designed chairs take shape, it literally offers a theatri- 
cal setting. To reach the living areas upstairs, you 
cross an oak-floored stage platform and ascend a 
splendid circular stairway.(The platform disguises con- 
crete cattle troughs that were impractical to remove.) 
Once in the house, you may enjoy a delightful vista of 
the Stumpfs’ valley, bisected by a stream, through 
towering glass walls in the dining room.

The machine and workshop complex on the main level 
is reminiscent of the staterooms on an ocean liner. The 
work stations are located “outboard” on both sides, while 
the utility and mechanical equipment is centered behind 
the elevated platform. Pressing the shipboard analogy 
further, the machine shop at the “stern” is brilliantly sunlit 
through the combined effects of glass, brick walls and 
skylights above. It also catches and stores impressive 
amounts of solar energy. 

Upstairs, Sharon Stumpf is often found conducting 
cooking classes in a kitchen equipped with dual ranges 
and ovens (including a Garland professional range) and 
enough work stations for a dozen students. An informed 
interest in her family’s health has led to a new specialty. 
She is now teaching students the skills needed to prepare 
meals based on a nationally promoted diet sponsored by 
the American Heart Association. Upstairs or downstairs, 
the Stumpfs’ barn pulsates with the creative energies of

sensational 36 by 40 feet, this soaring 
family room was once a warren of tiny rooms—but the previous 
owner knocked down walls, opened up the attic and added a 
skylight to make it a spacious world of its own. Fitted with a 
small kitchen and bath, it’s a private apartment for guests (each 
chaise is actually a double bed), but Mr. Ekstract uses 
this second-floor room primarily for screening movies. Off in 
a corner (not shown) is a big-screen TV, videodisc player and 
the latest electronic equipment. In a closet are 24 folding bam- 
boo chairs to set up for theater seating—or for parties. The 
wicker chaises and chairs, upholstered in a black and white 
check that echoes the tile floor’s grid, work like modular seating. 
They can be rearranged to create a seating L, circle or square, 
but most of the time they're positioned on a diagonal to provide 
an intimate area within the cathedrallike room with its balcony 
area from which this picture was taken. Two square white plas- 
tic-laminate coffee tables, the same size as the wicker ottoman, 
add further flexibility to the seating arrangement and carry out 
tne pristine whiteness of the room. The tall Indian feather basket

But the most obvious indulgence—a whirlpool tub in a mirrored 
alcove—is even more refreshing because of its unconventional

| bathroom material anywhere. Even such functional items as bath 
| mats have been replaced with soft pastel rag rugs; for shadow- 
less light by the mirror (which could easily sit over a living room 
mantel), two reproduction brass lamps have been used;a country 
quilt rack has been drafted to hold towels. All the counters are 
marble; the cabinets, natural pine (finished only with wax for 
waterproofing); and every bit of hardware from the faucets to the 
drawer pulls is gleaming brass. Even the radiator has been 
disguised as a lattice-fronted window seat between the two 
cabinet areas. What adds to the sheer splendor of these touches 
is the grand size of the bath—10 by 15 feet, it was created in 
space borrowed from a dressing room and tiny bath. ‘‘One of the 
benefits of a big-old house is that you have plenty of space to 
expand a bathroom,” says Mr. Ekstract, who also installed a 
downstairs sauna for bathers to use on their way indoors from the 
backyard pool. Another atypical element: a pine pitchfork from 
The American Country Store.

Regency is the early- 
19th-century English 
style characterized by 
the use of ancient 
models and strongly 
contrasting materials.

among the most outstanding ex- 
amples of the use of Oriental 
motifs in the Regency period. 
The new and growing middle 
class that was prospering from 
industrialization sought a new 
style to express their tastes. Fur- 
niture making was becoming 
more mechanized and it became 
practical to create simpler forms 
than those typical of the 18th 
century. Whatever inspired the 
change, Regency marked a de- 
parture from 18th-century 
tradition, favoring designs 
that were more flamboyant 
and monumental. 

The new style was most 
easily recognizable in chairs, 
sofas and stools, most of 
which where larger in scale 
than earlier examples. It 
was the Greco-Roman 
klismos that was the most 
common model for Regency 
forms. However, the curving 
cross-shaped legs of the mag- 
istrate’s folding stool of ancient 
times also served as inspiration 
for a number of examples. Inge- 
nious combinations of motifs 
made columnar legs occasionally 
curve in designs very much like 
those of the animal-form legs 
that ended in lion-paw feet.

Some pedestal- 
based examples were very 
similar to Roman examples 
in bronze, but more often 
the Regency designer ex- 
ploited the materials he used 
for more dramatic effects. 
Painted and gilded legs in the 
form of caryatids or monopo- 
dia were used with hand- 
somely grained woods. 
There was a large variety of 
small tables for special pur- 
poses—games, writing, sew- 
ing—used in rooms where 
larger tables might 
have been placed 
in the center. 
Round tables 
were very popu- 
lar as center ac- 
cents and were also 
used for dining, 
marking a return to 
a shape that had not 
been popular for 
this purpose for 
most of the 18th centu- 
ry. Marble and related stone 
tops were popular for many 
smaller forms, but larger tables 
had wooden surfaces with brass 
inlays as embellishment. Storage 
pieces, such as chests and cabi- 
nets, were freer adaptations of 
ancient models. In these forms 
there is an amazing variation in 
scale—unusually small pieces 
suggest that designers con- 
sciously tried to achieve monu- 
mentality by making a room ap- 
pear larger through 
contrast. Although one 
does find chests of 
drawers that follow 
18th-century tradition, 
the more distinctive 
examples conceal 
' their storage space 
behind doors which 
are often embellished 
with inlays. One popu- 
lar type was made fol- 
lowing the elaborate 
French brass marquetry 
that the English called 
“Buhl work’’ (from 
André-Charles Boulle, 


the Louis XIV cabinetmaker 
who perfected it). French influ- 
ence is seen both in the use of 
basic designs that relate to Louis 
XVI models for cabinets, and in 
the use of the armoire or ward- 
robe. Among the most flamboy- 
ant designs are those that have 
Oriental lacquer panels on the 
doors on the cabinets. Bookcases 
and desks are forms that re- 
ceived particular attention in the 
Regency period. These 
bear testimony to the 
period’s interest in com- 

fort and practicality i 
Siprercsinayl if 
drawers and 
arrangements 
of writing 
and _ storage 
spaces were 
introduced. 
Perhaps the 
most notable 
example is 
the desk de- 
signed for 
the Regent— 
the Carlton 
House desk 
made for his 
London residence. The form 
achieved quick popularity and 
was included in Sheraton’s 1793 
design book. Cylinder tops were 
popular as were desks in the 
form of writing drawers in 
bookcases. Bookcases with 
handsome columnar supports 
were characteristic. The Regency 
style is one of dramatic contrasts

tury awareness of history, as 
well as the demand for com-

veryone knows that the quicker the trip from 
garden to table, the better the vegetables 
taste. And, of course, the quickest trip is 
when the garden is in your own backyard. 
Unfortunately, not everyone knows just how 
to go about gardening to produce beautiful, 
unblemished vegetables. Marian Morash has ad- 
dressed just this problem in her Victory Garden Cook- 
book. Although more than 800 recipes do qualify it as a 
cookbook, the volume is just as valuable for its gar- 
dening information. Ms. Morash, whose cooking is 
featured on the public television show The Victory 
Garden and who gardens avidly with her husband, 
Russell (right), guides home gardeners through the 
whole process of growing vegetables. She includes

Six 
weeks later transplant the tiny grasslike 
seedlings 6 inches apart into a 12-inch- 
deep trench filled with 3 inches of com- 
post. A month later begin filling trench 
around the plants, gradually blanching 
them. Repeat every 6 weeks, scratching 
in 5-10-5 fertilizer each time. Harvest 
leeks when 1-1/2 inches in diameter.

abbage has been much ma- 

ligned for its strong flavor and 

odor, but overcooking is the 

real villain. Long cooking was 

necessary for the tough old- 

fashioned varieties, but not for 
tender hybrids like Savoy Ace, red Ruby 
Ball and green Market Prize. In March 
place a dozen seeds of each variety in 4- 
inch pots with potting soil. When an 
inch tall, transplant into individual six- 
pack trays, burying them to half their 
length. The first of April, put in a cold 
frame outside. Work compost, well-rot- 
ted cow manure, 10-10-10 fertilizer and 
limestone into soil before setting out 
seedlings every 18 inches. 


WILTED CABBAGE SALAD 


2 pounds green cabbage 

4 to 5 strips of bacon 

Salt and freshly ground pepper 
3 tablespoons red wine vinegar 


Wash, quarter and shred cabbage. Put in bowl 
and cover with boiling water. Let stand for 10 
minutes. Meanwhile, cook bacon until crisp. 
Drain cabbage, pat dry and dry out bowl. Put 
cabbage in bow]; season with salt, pepper and 
vinegar. Mix in some bacon fat. Correct sea- 
sonings. Crumble bacon over warm salad. 
Serves 6. 





ost people plant too much 
summer squash and harvest 
it too late. This won’t hap- 
pen if you set out one to 
three plants and harvest 
when less than 4 inches. Try 
one Early Golden Summer Crookneck, 
one green Elite or Aristocrat zucchini 
and one Early White Bush pattypan. 

Sow seeds indoors in late April, two to 
a peat pot about 1/2 inch deep. After 
seedlings develop, pinch off the weaker 
plant. Squashes like sweet soil (non- 
acidic). In early June, prepare soil with 
compost; set out each plant surrounded 
by a 4-foot space. Transplant solution 
gets them off to a good start. 





DEEP-FRIED 
SUMMER SQUASH 


Wash and cut squash into long slices or strips. 
Place in a colander; sprinkle with salt. Let 
drain for 30 minutes. Pat dry. Coat (see following 
coatings) deep-fry. Serve with salt, pepper and 
lemon. Flour: Coat, shake off excess and deep- 
fry until golden-brown. Egg: Dip into flour, 
shake off and coat with beaten egg. Deep-fry 
until crisp. Crumbs: Dip into flour, eggs and 
bread crumbs. Deep-fry until crisp. Bafter: 
Make batter of flour, water and oil in 3-2-1 
ratio. Let stand for a few minutes; fold in one 
beaten egg white for each 1-1/2 cups batter. 
Coat and deep-fry until crisp. 











rowing asparagus requires pa- 

tience, but after the trench has 

been dug, the soil thoroughly 

prepared and two-year root di- 

visions put in, the bed will pro- 

duce for decades. During the 
second and third growing year, some as- 
paragus can be harvested, but they are 
not very thick because the growing 
spears and foliage store nourishment for 
the roots. In the fourth year you can 
harvest asparagus for about six weeks, 
then let the bed rest until the following 
year. To store asparagus, cut off the very 
ends of the stalks, stand upright in 
an inch of water and refrigerate immedi- 
ately to minimize sugar loss. 


SAUTEED ASPARAGUS 


2 pounds asparagus 

2 tablespoons oil or butter 

1/2 teaspoon salt 

1/2 teaspoon sugar 

1/2 cup water or stock 

2 tablespoons butter (optional) 
Freshly ground pepper 


Wash, peel and cut as short or as long as you 
like. Heat oil in pan. When oil is hot, turn 
heat down to medium-high, and stir-fry as- 
paragus. Add salt, sugar, liquid and steam for 
4 minutes or until tender. Uncover, turn up 
heat and cook, stirring to evaporate liquid. 
Stir in butter; season. Serves 4. 





or the best variety of Brussels 
sprouts for your area, ask your 
regional seedsman or county 
agent to recommend a seed. 
Around the end of June, put a 
pinch of seeds in the garden ev- 
ery 18 inches, and later thin to the stron- 
gest plant. Watch for dehydration and, 
at any sign of cabbageworm infestation, 
apply Bacillus thuringiensis. In mid-Oc- 
tober remove the tips of the plants to 
stop more fruit from forming in order to 
drive the vigor into the remaining 
sprouts. Sprouts can be picked in Sep- 
tember, but are sweeter after a frost. As 
sprouts form from bottom up, pick lower 
ones first, wait for others to develop. 


BRUSSELS SPROUTS 
WITH BACON 


1 pound Brussels sprouts 

1/4 pound bacon 

1/2 cup finely chopped onions 
2 to 3 tablespoons butter 

Salt and freshly ground pepper 


Trim and wash sprouts. Cut a crosshatch in 
each core so they will cook evenly. Steam or 
blanch until barely tender. Cook bacon until 
crisp. Drain bacon bits; discard all but 2 table- 
spoons fat; add onions. Cook until wilted and 
lightly browned. Add Brussels sprouts and 
reheat, adding butter if desired. Add bacon, 
toss and season. Serves 4 to 6. 





rom the many tomato varieties 
in the seed catalogs, choose one 
that grows well in your climate. 
Sow seeds indoors in mid- 
April, about six weeks before 
setting outdoors: If you trans- 
plant the seedlings into 6- to 8-inch in- 
dividual pots, the roots have room to 
develop, and the plants will be sizable 
before they go outside. Once the danger 
of frost is over, transplant the tomatoes 
to a sunny spot with sweet soil (non- 
acidic). Set 3 feet apart in cages made of 
6-inch mesh concrete reinforcing, wire. 
When ground is quite warm, mulch 
with a 3- to 6-inch pile of salt marsh hay 
or other mulch. 


SHORT-TERM PICKLED 
GREEN TOMATOES 


Wash and thickly slice green tomatoes, or use 
whole green cherry tomatoes. Put in a con- 
tainer, and add 1 clove garlic and 1 teaspoon 
pickling spices for each quart of pickles. Mea- 
sure water and bring to a boil. For each quart 
of water, add 3 tablespoons kosher salt and 
1/2 cup white vinegar. Pour over the tomatoes 
and press down with a weight to keep the 
tomatoes under the brine. Keep at room tem- 


perature—refrigerating will slow down the 





pickling action. If you like crisp tomatoes, 
you can eat them the next day

ORDERING 
WINE IN 
RESTAURANTS 


|: noticed that people who are 
M@ perfectly comfortable ordering 
from a lengthy menu of completely 
unknown dishes are often hesitant 
about choosing wines from a wine 
list. Unable to make up their minds, 
they order a glass of the ““house 
wine,’ not realizing that in most res- 
taurants the house wine is the poor- 
est value. Although it may be a quite 
drinkable jug wine, a house wine is 
usually marked up 500 to 1,000 per- 
cent! Often several glasses of the 
house wine will cost more than an 
entire bottle of a good wine on the 
wine list. So order from the wine list 
when two or more people want 
wine. Here are three hints to keep in 
mind when you are ordering wines 
in restaurants: 

e@ To get the best values, choose 


CALIFORNIA'S 
WINES: SONOMA 
COUNTY 


O: a recent visit to wineries in 
Sonoma, I kept thinking 
about the contrast between this 
birthplace of the California wine in- 
dustry and historic viticultural areas 
of Europe. Sonoma seems uniquely 
American—a landscape for a west- 
ern movie—but its rugged hills and 
adobe buildings now border vine- 
yards of the same grape varieties 
made famous in the Old World. Vit- 
iculture began here in the 1820s. By 
1875 the county was California’s 
leading wine region. It’s been esti- 
mated that before Prohibition it sup- 
plied half the wine made in the 
United States. 

Neighboring Napa Valley took the 
lead in wine production after Prohi- 
bition, but now Sonoma is reassert- 
ing its claim to being one of the 
finest grape-growing areas in Cali- 
fornia. Bordered on the west by the

MARCH: With nearly, 1,000 species to choose from, 
you'll find that Ficus plants offer a wealth of 
_ beauty and indoor dependability

here are many different Fi- 
cus, or fig plants, that you 
can grow indoors. 

Ficus is an enormous ge- 
nus of decorative foliage plants with 
nearly a thousand different species. 
Many make wonderful candidates 
for interior decoration. A member of 
the mulberry family, Ficus includes 
species that make terrific indoor 


trees, hanging basket plants, and, of ° 


course, the delicious edible fig. 

Perhaps the best known of all the 
indoor figs is F. elastica, the “rubber 
plant.” In nature this broadleaf ever- 
green can grow to 100 feet. Many 
hybrids of this Indian native have 
been bred for houseplants; the most 
common is F. elastica ‘Decora.’ It has 
leathery, bronze-green leaves 10 to 
12 inches long. The rubber plant 
loves the full sun of the south-facing 
window, but as many houseplant 
enthusiasts know, it will tolerate 
considerably less light. F. elastica 
must be allowed to dry out between 
waterings—water until the water 
pours out the drainage holes, then 
allow the top 1 to 2 inches of soil to 
become completely dry. 

Variegated varieties are also avail- 
able, the best being F. elastica ‘Does- 
cheri.’ It has a wide range of colors— 
from gray to green to creamy-white 
and even yellow. 

F. lyrata is the 
“fiddleleaf fig,’ so 
named for its 12- 
inch quilted dark 
green leaves that are 
shaped like violins. 
In nature this won- 
derful houseplant 
with interesting 
gnarled stems grows 
to about 40 feet, but 
it is easily managed 
as a large shrub in- 
doors. It likes to dry 
out between water- 
ings and likes the fil- 
tered light of an east ea i 
or west window. Np

commonly used as a small-leaved 
indoor tree. Once established, this 
plant will tolerate a wide variety of 
interior locations, and can even cope 
with air conditioning. It is often seen 
in offices and commercial spaces. It 
has slender 3- to 4-inch leaves that 
end in a point and hang from pendu- 
lous stems. A similar species, F. re- 
tusa, weeps less. 

Both these figs have a potential 
problem that has prompted a fre- 
quent question to Garden Guide. It 
goes something like this: “I bought a 
small-leaved Ficus and it’s dropping 
its leaves like crazy: what’s wrong?” | 
Ficus trees hate to be moved. When 
they are brought from the perfect 
environment of the greenhouse to 
the dry, low-light environment of 
the home, they compensate by loos- 
ing leaves. After a loss of about 50 
percent the plants usually adjust, 
and once they do they are nearly 
indestructible. Ficus trees like to dry 
out between waterings and will tol- 
erate a wide variety of light levels— 
but the more light, the more leaves 
they will have. Although they 
would love summering outdoors, it’s 
best not to make them readjust to 
the move back indoors. 

There are other interesting ficus 
for indoors. F. religiosa is a tree that 
is sacred to the Hin- 
dus and Buddhists. 
Its heart-shaped 
leaves end in a long 
“tail.” EF. pumila is 
the “creeping fig’’— 
a tiny-leaved spe- 
cies that can climb 
walls in warm 
southern gardens or 
be grown as a hang- 
ing plant in the 
window garden.

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Teaching Puppies Manners Breeds Well-Adjusted Members of the Household 


t is altogether likely that you 

and your new puppy are no 

longer on speaking terms. How 

many sacks of trash have been 

dragged into the living room? 
Has young Daisy drawn blood yet? 
What about all-night howling and 
soiled carpets? On the flip side, does 
the little dog recoil at the sight of 
your raised hand? Does she run 
when you enter the room? If we 
were discussing newlyweds one of 
you would be packed and waiting 
for a cab. Most puppy problems are 
preventable if the human family be- 
haves properly. 

Obviously, an obedience-trained 
dog behaves much better than one 
who isn’t. But such puppy problems 
as nipping, biting, chewing, jumping 
and excessive barking are too often 
the result of humans unwittingly 
encouraging, and even teaching

behaving like a dog, but in terms 
you can live with. 

Apart from obedience training it is 
the way we relate to our puppies 
that teaches them how to behave, 
for better or for worse. If happiness 
is a warm puppy then reality is a wet 
one. Your new puppy adores you 
and everything else connected with 
you, including your shoes, socks, 
carpets, garbage bags and your 
leather-bound first editions. 

It is quite upsetting, to be sure, to 
discover valuable objects chewed to 
ribbons by the owner of the two 
little eyes peering out from under 
the bed. But, did you or did you not 
give your pup an old sneaker to 
gnaw on or one of those latex chew 
toys shaped like some object in your 
home such as a pork chop or a rolled 
newspaper? 

Puppies and young dogs have a 
great need to chew well into their 
first year of life. They are teething 
and often experiencing pain in their 
gums. Puppies also displace their 
feelings by chewing on something. 
Boredom and loneliness are other 
reasons for chewing. Do not give 
puppies things to chew that are fac- 
similes of valued objects. How can a 
puppy distinguish an old shoe from 
a new one or a latex toy from the 
real thing? Instead, leave a few ice 
cubes in a dish for chewing. They 
are harmless and help ease the dis- 
comfort. Try moistening a wash 
cloth and placing it in the freezer for 
an hour or two. Offer that when the 
pup begins to chew. 

Nipping and biting may also be 
part of the teething problem or it 
may be related to temperament. Ei- 
ther way it is never a good idea to 
place your hand or finger in a pup- 
py’s mouth when playing. To do this 
is to teach her to bite. It may be fun 
when she’s a puppy but will be a 
horror when she’s a full-grown dog. 

We teach our puppies to jump on 
us by lifting them to our laps in 
response to their jumping on our 
legs. It is an unintentional reward for 
doing the wrong thing. When you

allow your dog to sit in your lap 
whenever he is excited you are not 
only teaching him to jump on you 
but also to sit on the furniture. To 
prevent this, sit on the floor when 
holding the puppy. You may then 
allow him to crawl and climb on 
you. He then begins to associate 
jumping on you only when you are 
on the floor. You must be consistent. 
It is not logical to allow a dog to 
jump on you but not on others.

Sometimes dogs are encouraged to 
bark by receiving a favorable re- 
sponse to this behavior. It is cute 
when a small puppy barks at its 
master when given a command. ‘The 
human laughs and then pets the 
puppy. However, this may lead to 
excessive barking and “‘talking 
back’’ when given a command. 
Avoid this at all costs. It is much 
easier teaching a dog not to bark in 
the first place than trying to solve 
the problem later on. 

So many puppy problems arise 
from boredom or anxiety which are 
the result of being left alone for ex-

cessive periods of time. Destructive 
behavior stems from this. Crating 
your dog when leaving your house is 
effective but only humane for a 
short period of time. Buy a wire cage 
large enough for the dog to stand 
and turn around in. However, it’s 

best not to leave the puppy alone. 
Dogs are the most trainable of all 
animals. Most want to please their 
human families and respond with 
love and trust. Your puppy can learn 
quite easily to live in your home on 
your terms if you understand the 
basics of obedience training. One re-

welcome to knock on the wide door 
of Kirkwood to see the inside of this 
magnificent pillared mansion. 
Southern hospitality, ever present, 
permits total strangers to come in 
and hear the story of this ambitious 
restoration. 

One of Kirkwood’s earliest visi- 
tors during its restoration was Rex 
Reade, president of the Rust-Oleum 
Corporation. He was so impressed 
by the elegance with which the 
house was being refurbished and the 
enthusiasm the Swayzes brought to 
their task that he was inspired to set 
up an awards program in collabora- 
tion with the National Trust to en- 
courage more restoration across 
America. In 1981 The National Trust 
Honor Awards, sponsored by the 
Rust-Oleum Corporation, designat- 
ed Kirkwood a winner. 

Begun in 1860 by a young busi- 
nessman, Foster Mark Kirksey, 
Kirkwood was a romantic dream 
that was interrupted by the outbreak 
of the Civil War. Says Roy Swayze, 
“Imagine my feeling when I first en- 
tered this old, deserted antebellum 


house and found the clothing, furni- 
ture, pictures, letters, business pa- 
pers and artifacts of the house’s for- 
mer occupants strewn about as if 
they had only stepped out for a few 
moments.’” Mr. Swayze bought 
Kirkwood with most of its original 
furnishings intact, though the house 
itself was in a state of almost irre- 
trievable decay. The delay in its con- 
struction meant that important de- 
tails were left unfinished—“details”’ 
like a cast-iron balcony railing that 
was never installed and contributed 
to the death-by-falling of one of the 
house’s early guests. The railing was 
one of the first additions the 
Swayzes made. 

Like the Swayzes, Roland and 
Terri Monette have been restoring 
their Greek Revival plantation house 
(page 90) for several years. “We start- 
ed the work on ‘Pippen,’ as this 
house is called, by replacing 188 
windowpanes!”’ says Mrs. Monette. 
Built in 1853, the original structure 
and its 5,600 acres were typical of 
working plantations in the Eutaw 
area. Original brick walks and patios 
were uncovered when the Monettes 
turned up their lawn for replanting. 
Until 1980, Pippen still had no elec- 
tricity; fireplaces were its only

source of heat. To date the Monettes 
have done all the work themselves. 

Motivated by their passion for 
historical architecture, Walter and 
Trisha Griess saved a miniature tem- 
ple that is pure Greek Revival (page 
91). Built in 1836 and used as a gam- 
ing house by local gamblers, it had 
been abandoned nearly 50 years 
when the Griesses acquired it. Cof- 
fered ceilings in the porch and 
carved fretwork by the doors are 
some of the remaining details of su- 
perb elegance that make the restora- 
tion effort endlessly rewarding. 

A grand circular stairway (page 91) 
graces the traditional center of the 
“Creole-style raised cottage’’ owned 
by Reverend William Dennis and his 
family. Built in 1847, the house had 
weathered poorly by the time the 
Dennises began restoration. Influ- 
enced by the house’s exotic architec- 
ture, they placed the kitchen and 
dining area slightly below ground 
level and apportioned the upstairs 
level to tiny rooms. 

Rosemount (page 91) is an example 
of the truly gracious style Greek Re- 
vival achieved. Built in 1832, the 
house rose to a cupola—very much 
in fashion then—which afforded a 
breathtaking view. It was an experi- 
ence not to be missed, for all who 
visited the great house on its star- 
shaped knoll. Even today there are 
Eutaw residents who remember sto- 
ries of the elegant balls held at Rose- 
mount... rooms filled with laughter 
and candlelight, lawns colored with 
pink roses and fabulous peacocks. 

“With such exciting early build- 
ings as the town retains,” wrote au- 
thor-historian Clay Lancaster, “‘it is 
to be hoped that future buildings .. . 
will make of Eutaw a community as 
attractive and as desirable a place to 
live in as it once was.’

An Expert Explains the Options 


hen William Kohlmer 
bought his dream house a 
decade ago in the scenic 


Sycamore Canyon area of California, 
he envisioned weekends spent by 
the pool and Sunday barbecues ga- 
lore. The 45-year-old engineer 
seemed to do everything right over 
the years as he settled into the life of

a homeowner. The house was paint- 
ed and maintained with clocklike 
regularity. His lawn became the 
envy of his neighbors. “Our home,” 
he reflects, ‘““was appreciating in 
market value to where it easily had 
resale potential that was at least 
twice the purchase price.” 

Then, disaster struck—a virtual

fire storm raced over the mountains 
destroying 195 homes and causing 
an estimated $26 million in damages. 
For the Kohlmers and many of their 
neighbors all that remained were 
scarred chimneys and foundations. 
Their initial shock at the destruc- 
tion was nothing compared with the 
trauma that seized them when they 
learned of the replacement 
costs. Their insurance poli- 
cy would not begin to cov- 
er rebuilding. The Kohlmer 
family had failed to up- 
grade their insurance suffi- 
ciently to match the accel- 
erated spiral of inflationary 
costs. Though their policy 
had been increased, it still 
did not cover the escalated 
building costs. Mr. Kohl- 
mer was not alone. 

Some 96 percent of the 
residents whose homes 
were destroyed had been 
underinsured on both the 
structures and their con- 
tents, according to a report 
by the Independent Insur- 
ance Agents of Santa Bar- 
bara. The California report 
notes that less than four 
percent of the insured were 
fully protected. Ultimate 
losses, in many cases, ran 
to nearly 65 percent of 
construction value. The di- 
saster provided another 
eye-opener: Many were 
even more underinsured 
on their dwellings’ con- 

_ tents than on the buildings 
themselves. 

Why? Because, accord- 
ing to the insurance report, 
people accumulate person- 
al property over a period of 
time and fail to realize “the 
amount of what they have 
as well as present day 
prices.” When did you last 
check the insurance on 
your dwelling and its con- 
tents? Have you done your 
homework on the replace- 
ment value of your one-of-

a-kinds, heirlooms and collectibles? 

The Insurance Information Insti- 
tute (the industry’s educational arm) 
notes that purchasing homeowners 
insurance is more than a “buy and 
good-bye” situation, particularly 
when there is a built-in inflationary 
factor in our economy. Like the 
Kohlmer family, a majority of 
homeowners in the United States are 
courting financial disaster as a result 
of failing to keep up their household 
and property insurance. A study by 
Equifax Services, Inc., consultants to 
the insurance industry, confirms that 
66 percent of all American homes are

dramatically underinsured. 

The story of underinsured proper- 
ty owners who gain 20/20 hindsight 
after a disaster strikes is one that is 
repeated countless times every day 
across the country. “We should have 
been insured to $125,000,” laments a 
Cleveland executive whose home 
was hit by fire. ‘‘We only had 
$75,000.” And in New York a noted 
businesswoman, whose residence 
was burglarized, moans, “I let the 
policy lag on my Steuben and Staf- 
fordshire china. I lost nearly 
$10,000.”

had to be insured for over $75,000, 
reflecting the most recent replace- 
ment value. Replacement value is 
the amount of money it would take 
to rebuild the same house at today’s 
prices. It is not to be confused with 
market value—the amount that the 
house could be so/d for. Many home- 
owners have failed to increase their 
coverage sufficiently because they 
confuse market value with replace- 
ment value. They face potentially 
serious financial consequences in the 
event of a major loss. 

In most states, a home must be 
insured for at least 80 percent of re- 
placement value to qualify for the 
full replacement cost of any partial 
loss. Lacking this amount of cover- 
age, the insurance company will pay 
either the replacement loss—less de- 
preciation—or a portion of the cur- 
rent replacement value. 

The key question in ascertaining 
your insurance coverage is will you 
be satisfied with the settlement in 
the event of loss? You should review 
the crucial 80 percent replacement 
value clause in your insurance con- 
tract with your agent now. You can 
find building costs by checking with 
architects or contractors and your 
insurance company. If you have an- 
tiques, costly paintings, heirlooms 
and valuable collections, it may well 
be worth bringing in a knowledge- 
able professional to assess your 
needs. The independent appraiser 
can give you an up-to-date estimate. 

Ask your friends and neighbors 
for recommendations of appraisers. 
A local firm can exert more leverage 
in handling your claim with the in- 
surance company. Get more than 
one estimate of charges. For the 
most part, homeowner policies are 
offered as packages. They provide 
several kinds of protection in one 
contract for a single premium. 

The typical homeowners policy 
generally covers furniture, clothing 
and most other personal belongings 
for actual cash value—original cost 
less an amount subtracted for depre- 
ciation at the time of the loss. 

A “replacement cost coverage” 
policy has been introduced in recent 
years which has found wide appeal. 
This coverage provides for the cost 
to replace the lost items without 
subtracting anything for deprecia- 
tion in personal property. Along 
with the actual cash value policy,

coverage of furs, jewelry, silver and valuables, including 
small boats. 

The advantage of replacement cost insurance is that, 
usually, you get whatever amount is necessary to obtain 
a new item at current prices. If your $800 color televi- 
sion set is stolen, subject to some limitations, your 
insurance carrier will reimburse you for a similar item at 
today’s cost. Due to the higher payoff, the cost of this 
coverage is more. This added protection increases the 
cost of the standard homeowners policy by approxi- 
mately 15 percent. For a condominium owner or a rent- 
er, the cost of the coverage on the belongings increases 
approximately 35 percent. 

There are four basic types of homeowners policies: 
Basic (HO-1), Broad (HO-2), Special (HO-3), Compre- 
hensive (HO-5). The following chart details the kinds 
of losses covered.

If you live in an area that is vul- 
nerable to flood damage keep in 
mind that this form of insurance is 
excluded from all homeowners poli- 
cies. It is available, however, under a 
federally subsidized flood insurance 
program—provided your communi- 
ty is eligible. 

Ask your insurance agent about 
home safety devices that might low- 
er your premium cost. These include 
such items as burglar alarms and 
smoke detectors. You can also lower 
your premiums by taking higher de- 
ductibles—the amount that you 
agree to absorb in case of some kind 
of loss. A $1,000 deductible, for ex- 
ample, can reduce your premium by 
as much as 35 percent. In addition, 
your higher deductible may also in- 
crease your tax deduction for 1983 
under recently passed legislation. 
Congress mandated that only the 
amount of yearly losses in excess of 
10 percent of adjusted gross income 
will be deductible. Previously there 
was no floor. Insurance companies 
can charge less when deductibles are 
higher because they avoid handling 
small claims which often cost as 
much to investigate and adjust as 
larger ones. Remember: The first 
$100 of each loss is not deductible. 

One final word to the wise: Take 
an inventory of your household con- 
tents in the event you ever need to 
file an insurance claim.

this agency is empowered by an act 
of Parliament to preserve, maintain 
and open to the public, houses of 
outstanding historical interest. 

The castle is considered one of the 
trust’s most noteworthy properties 
not only for its eccentric and legend- 
ary background, but because few 
other houses in the British Isles have 
such beautiful settings. There are 
wide views of giant oaks, beeches, 
azaleas, rhododendrons, open glades 
carpeted with seasonal flowers and 
picturesque Strangford Lough (lake). 
In addition, the grounds contain 
priceless holdovers from the past 
such as a sawmill, corn mill, tower 
house (c. 1610), temple and a neo- 
lithic burial chamber. 

Castle Ward would seem to refute 
the old adage that “a house divided 
against itself cannot stand.” The bi- 
zarre structure is still standing in ex- 
cellent condition after more than 200 
years. The same, however, cannot be 
said for the marriage that inaugurat- 
ed it. Unable to recover from its 
stormy beginnings, the relationship

furrow category, but the glow was 
still missing. Greatly relieved, we re- 
moved the last covering and let red 
return to do its magical work. 

“Color is not only important in 
your furnishings,” said Richard, 
“but it should be in the lighting as 
well.

This bronze-mirrored wall in our of- 
fice, for example, makes a warm en- 
vironment. But if people want a 
standard mirror, we often will tint 
the back of the glass peach before 
it’s silvered.

Where are they from and what are they worth? 
Here are expert answers to our readers’ questions—and maybe yours!

Q 


What can you tell me about this old desk? It is 
made of satinwood with painted pictures on the 
top section. —R.S., 

Clayton, Ga. 
A. Your desk is an English 
writing table. Satinwood 
was popular in England 
during the late 18th centu- 
ry. The honey-colored, 
well-grained wood was 
ideal for the simpler, 
lighter weight furniture of 
the Adams, Sheraton and 
Hepplewhite designs. The 
reeded legs, oval hardware 
and satinwood and dark 
wood “stringing” are all 
typical of the early 19th 
century. The English liked 
this style so well it was reproduced 75 years later and has 
been made ever since. The value of your desk depends on 
the age. As a period antique (c. 1800) it would be worth 
$10,000 or more. As a Victorian copy it could bring $5,000 
’ and if it is a machine-made 20th-century copy, it might 


sell from $2,000 to $3,000. 
O were probably made in New York and are in 
what I call Chippendale style. I would like to re- 
cover the chair seats in a fabric that would be typical of 
the 18th century.

Is this table an antique? It seems very old. A 
friend looked at the bottom and said it had the 
rough finish that is expected for an old table. 
—D.R., Frostproof, Fla. 
A. Your table is in a 
style made in Amer- 
ica during the mid- 
18th century and f- 
ter. Notice the pad on 
the bottom of the 
foot and the graceful 
line of the ankle. Sim- 
ple drop-leaf tables use 
up a minimum of space. 
They are useful, and they are still being made. 
Measure the round top of your table in two 
directions. The tabletop should be slightly oval. Old wood 
shrinks in only one direction. Look at the bottom of the 
table again and examine both the rough plane marks or the 
absence of them. Notice the method of attaching the legs 
and the top. An old table with a drop leaf was usually 
constructed so that no hinge would show from the top. A 
new one may have visible hardware. An old table has old, 
handmade screws with irregular heads and slots. New 
screws are smooth and even. If you want to sell or insure 
the table, have a competent appraiser determine the age. A 
new table is worth from $300 to $400. An 18th-century 
one would cost from five to ten times as much.

One layer is Pearl Satin glass and 
the other a colored glass. The “doodle lines” are of gold 
enamel on the colored layer. This art glass was made in 
small quantities. It is rare and collectors will pay over

A lot of us are applauding the shift 
away from pretentious, slick interiors. 

The indicators are everywhere, in the 
work of some of the finest designers, in 
decorator showcase houses, in the new 
personalized hotels, in the tremendous 
resurgence of interest in the warmth 
and charm of English and American 
country decorating. ... could it be that 
drop-dead chic is dead? 

Homeowners have finally had 
enough of rooms so precisely designed 
that one wouldn’t dare move an ash- 
tray! We’re finally realizing—and cele- 
brating—the fact that rooms are for 
living, not simply for show. 

Designer Ward Bennett once told the 
story about how he went to two parties 
on the same evening. If the people 
hadn’t been different, he commented, 
he wouldn’t have been able to tell the 
apartments apart. The apartments were 
so styled there wasn’t a clue as to who 
lived in either made-up environment. 
The ultimate arrogance of design for a 
“look” (not for people) is summed up 
in the statement of the late architect 
Mies van der Rohe, who said “the indi- 
vidual is losing his significance. His 
destiny no longer interests us.” 

Fortunately, today, the individual 
interests us above all else. Playfulness, 
originality, comfort and especially 
character are back in the design vocab- 
ulary. Nowhere was this more evident 
than in last year’s Kips Bay Decorator 
Show House in New York City. The 
room that “stole the show” was a little 
sitting room by designers Keith Irvine 
and Thomas Fleming (House Beautiful, 
October 1982). It looked as if one fam- 
ily had lived in it and loved it for gen- 
erations. Family photographs were ev- 
erywhere; a dog’s basket sat in a pine 


corner cupboard; end tables were filled 
with collectibles. People walking by 
commented, “Why, I can do that,” and 
indeed they could. 

The room reflected the warmth and 
lived-in charm that emanates from a 
true family gathering place. 


In creating “‘undecorated” rooms, 


have interior designers written them- 
selves out of a role? Not at all. Deco- 
rating a room that doesn’t have a static 
“look” is a high art—perhaps a more 
difficult one to practice than the drop- 
dead drama of the ’70s. Special touches 
that reflect the special interest and per- 
sonality of the owners are a real chal- 
lenge for a decorator, but fortunately, 
most decorators encourage that kind of 
design involvement with their client. 
Today’s homeowner is more interested 
than ever in shaping her own personal 
environment and developing her taste 
(and not just purchasing the decora- 
tor’s). We don’t want to buy drop-dead 
glamour—we don’t even want a look. 
We want a home that’s truly ours— 
every “undecorated” inch of it!

Mrs. Archibald Manning Brown: 
The foremost creator of America’s 


own classic style of design 


EDITOR’S NOTE: McMillen Inc., estab- 
lished by Eleanor Stockstrom McMillen (later 
Mrs. Brown) in 1924, was the first full-service 
interior decorating firm in America. Mrs. 
Brown succeeded in defining the American clas- 
sic style: refined elegance that embraces English 
and French traditional furniture but in a mode 
that is distinctly American. In December 1982 
Viking Press published Sixty Years of Inte- 
rior Design: The World of McMillen, a 
book that analyzes Mrs. Brown's effect on 
American taste and standards as well as her 
influence on novices who are today among the 
best known and most highly regarded in the 
profession. Young people entering the firm—if 
they were talented—tended to stay. 

“On average,” says Betty Sherrill, president 
of McMillen Inc., “Mrs. Brown has kept her 
staff for 20 years. I joined the firm when help 
was needed for the ‘Paris 1952’ exhibition. My 
career at McMillen, as a result of working with 
Mrs. Brown, has both broadened my design 
outlook and provided an excellent opportunity to 
discover an acumen for business.’ Albert Had- 
ley of Parish-Hadley, Inc. says, “Her influence 
was invaluable to all of us. Her qualities of 
leadership and her inspired thought made her 
forward-directed.” Shes a highly profession- 
al woman.” And Mark Hampton says, “She 
had a passion for the neoclassic style and the 
sureness to stick to it once shed made it her 
own. 

Mrs. Brown's first love has always been 
French (Louis XVI and Directoire) and English 
(18th century) furniture. Her concern has al- 
ways been for background—the architecture of a 
room, its mantels, moldings, cornices as well as 
its proportions. 

In what follows, another of her students, 
Alexandra Stoddard, pays tribute to Mrs. 
Brown s great teaching abilities. She is herself a 
professional designer whose projects take her all 
over the world.

Mrs. Archibald Manning Brown 


Mrs. Archibald Manning Brown has 
done more to deepen the appreciation 
of the classic style in America than 
anyone else I know. 

I first met this great lady while I was 
still in art school. Instantly I knew that 
I wanted to train with her as an interior 
designer. While our ages were 53 years 
apart I quickly realized that it would be 
my privilege to be exposed to her talent 
and grace—the far more important ele- 
ments of decorating study. Her ex- 
pressed principles were commitment to 
excellence, striving for perfection and 
following a set example. Working with 
her I would experience at first-hand 
the refinements and subtle resonances 
of this art. 

Mrs. 
when she greeted me in the front

ber what she wore, how she carried 
herself and precisely what she said: 
“We are like a family here. We all love 
our work. Welcome to the firm. I hope 
you will be most happy here, too.” 

Mrs. Brown felt that the best way to 
teach was by setting an example—day 
by day drawing her assistants and as- 
sociates into the constantly evolving 
process of a job. I’ve thought a good 
deal about her influence, over the past 
50 years, on literally hundreds of 
young designers and, consequently, 
thousands of clients all over the world. 
She is today 93 years old. And, it seems 
to me, that the secret of her enormous 
success is her integrity. Hers is a total 
and uncompromising devotion to all 
things beautiful, coupled with an insa- 
tiable curiosity and a deep-rooted clas- 
sic design tradition. She doesn’t 
breathe air. She breathes beauty. 

On those afternoons when I was in 
New York City and could stop by her 
office, we’d discuss our jobs over tea. 
One day she looked up from a glossy 
French magazine in which she’d found 
a bedroom that was enveloped in an 
attractive glazed chintz. Bed-hangings, 
chaise, draperies, chairs: all alike. 

“Sometimes I think we Americans 
overdo with all our scheming,” she 
said. “We get too fussy. Look. Only 
one fabric is being used for this entire 
room. It’s refreshing, don’t you think?” 

Coming and going with her on vari- 
ous jobs made me not only conscious 
of her movements but also aware of 
her cool and considered opinions. Some 
little remarks: ‘Every room needs a 
touch of yellow,” “A place for living 
needs some wood,” “Repeat shapes, 
gain harmony.” These were usually

said in a whisper. In the two decades 
I’ve known Eleanor Brown I’ve never 
heard her raise her voice. Through a 
skilled professionalism she had long 
ago gained everyone’s respect by un- 
derstanding the impact of a firm, soft 
voice.

When one day we were at a profes- 
sional reception and everyone was 
gushing over her and calling her “Elea- 
nor,’ she later told me in an aside, “I 
really do hate people who hardly know 
me calling me Eleanor.”

Mrs. Brown’s creativity was always 
harnessed by her sense of the practical. 
Through the good times and bad, she 
always managed to ride the waves. Be- 
cause she doesn’t worry. 

A client called me one day from Tex- 
as in a state of hysterics. The gold silk 
twill I’d just had backed with paper to 
cover her living room walls had turned 
a terrible reddish shade. It wasn’t the 
soft gold of the curtains or the rest of 
the fabric upholstering her furniture. 

“The paperhanger is half-finished 
and, Alexandra, it’s all wrong! You’d 
better come down here right away!” 

It was customary for Mrs. Brown to 
make her rounds every morning to 
simply inquire, ““Any problems?” I ex- 
plained my client’s assertion. 

“Let me see the swatches,”’ Mrs. 
Brown calmly said. We walked over to 
the window, turned off the lights so 
that we could study the cuttings by 
natural daylight. We were puzzled. Af- 
ter a few minutes she concluded, 
“There is nothing wrong with these 
silks. They match perfectly. Don’t 
worry. In decorating and designing 
there are always solutions to problems. 
You haven’t done anything wrong.” 
The enigma was solved within a few 
hours. After a detailed and somewhat 
agonizing conversation with my client 
it became clear that the four huge 
French doors in her living room were 
bare due to the paperhanger’s work-in- 
progress. It was autumn in Texas—the 
trees outside the French doors were 
turning crimson and the glass was re- 
flecting their reddish cast onto the

y roses are like elegant 
women who must be 
courted and cared for be- 
fore they bloom. But it is 
my perennial bed, my old 
pal, that gives without asking, just ap- 
pears every spring. It grows along a low 
fence and is filled with flowers given to 
me by friends when they have divided 
their own gardens. A mixed bouquet of 
many years, it is, in a way, a neighbor- 
hood party, a friendship quilt. 

There’s Cynthia’s New England lu- 
pin standing tall, Frances’s perky blue 
forget-me-nots, Bunny’s delicate col- 
umbine next to Mathilde’s rosy holly- 
hocks. Flowers do tell, they say, and 
these gifts are so like their owners. 
Leaning over this front fence are the 
full blooms of Janet’s white peonies, 
each looking like the woolly face of our 
English sheepdog, waiting for a child to 
play long ago. 

This garden is, as well, a family af- 
fair. Anchoring one end is an oak tree 
our son Tommy planted as a seedling 
when he was 12. It cost a dollar of 
mine, and one of his to buy this de- 
scendant of the famed 400-year-old 
Wye Oak, Maryland’s state tree. Our 
oak is only 14 years old now, but I 
can’t reach the top anymore. 

At the other end are Aunt Alice’s 
ferns from North Carolina. Like ostrich 
plumes, they are a fanfare every spring 
and with them we remember Alice. In 
the middle is a butterfly bush we 
planted simply because we wanted our 
children to be able to watch the dance 
of butterflies around this willowy bush 
come summer days. We were content, 
my garden and I, and lived peacefully 
so for the last 20 years. 

Then I joined a garden club. 

And I became ambitious, I had to try 


harder. After all I was a late bloomer in 
this small garden club. Stumbling over 
garden Latin, I realized my thumbs 
weren't so green, but how green was 
my envy. Everyone knew so much more 
than I did. 

All fall I crammed, studied catalogs, 
ordered plants from local nurseries. But 
I did it as carefully as if I were casting a 
Broadway show instead of merely try- 
ing to fill out a garden. I was told to 
plot it all on graph paper, but that 
seemed too much like painting by 
numbers. I just tucked in new plants 
next to old friends. Near Cynthia’s lu- 
pin, for instance, I planted the ‘Duke of 
Windsor,’ a narcissus. I thought she 
would like that. Strange bedfellows 
perhaps, but what good company. 

By early spring I was anxious about 
my new plants. Any minor tip of green 
made me jubilant. But what finally ar- 
rived was indeed more of a secret gar- 
den than I had expected. The digitalis, 
which in my innocent days of garden- 
ing I called foxglove, turned out to be 
an uninvited Fritillaria persica, or 
checkered lily. (I proved this after a 
heated correspondence with the nurs- 
ery, complete with crumbling leaves as 
identifying evidence in every enve- 
lope.) The poppies didn’t pop, and 
‘Raspberry Queen’ peony was all 
white. I began to wonder who I could 
trust—my old pals, of course, my gar- 
den from the past. 

But hope springs eternal; it is spring 
again, and this time I’ve ordered from a 
famous nursery. But if ‘heir phlox, es- 
pecially ‘Fairy Petticoat,’ ‘Bright Eyes’ 
and ‘Othello,’ don’t grow up in my 
garden, I’m going to throw in the trow- 
el. There’s a limit to trying to be like 
one of the “girls.” And maybe, after all, 
my old primrose path is where I should 
have stayed in the first place.

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A sought-after designer 
explains why she strives 
for a “‘look’’ that is 


unrecognizably her own 


Carolyn Guttilla has been an interior designer 
for 15 years. After several years as a staff 
designer for Bloomingdale s, she started her own 
firm, Plaza One, in Locust Valley, N.Y. She 
does new buildings (when she works with the 
architect from the beginning) as well as remodel- 
ing, and her rooms are published regularly in 
national magazines. In this interview she ex- 
plains why her rooms reflect the personalities of 
the people who live in them, and why she prefers 
not to be known for any one “look” or style. 


“T never want anyone to walk into a 
room I have designed and say, ‘Oh, 
Carolyn Guttilla did this!’ I really try 
very hard to understand exactly what 
my clients need and want, and because 
every client is different, every house 
will be, too. Everyone thinks designers 
are dictatorial, but what a client brings 
to the relationship is just as crucial as 
what the designer brings. Most impor- 
tant are confidence and a relaxed atti- 
tude. We must like each other and trust 
each other enough to work together for 
a year or more. 

“Most people are savvy about 
choosing an interior designer these 
days. Those who come to me have 
done their homework—gone to show 
houses, seen my rooms that have been 
published. Although I hope I have no 
stereotyped ‘look,’ clients do come be- 
cause they feel comfortable with what 
they have learned about my taste level. 

“Before our first meeting I usually 
ask prospective clients to think about 
what colors they would like to use and 
which ones th: They may even 
bring a pictur 
that will shox 
possible, what they

a dress because she loved the color and 
the quality of the fabric. 

“Some clients say right away what 
they want. One woman who had been 
living with 18th-century furniture and 
colors said, ‘I don’t want to live in an- 
other period. I want to live now.’ We 
used the antiques in her new house, 
but in rooms completely different from 
anything she had known before. Her 
large ‘party’ room has a glass wall over- 
looking a garden and a palette of sil- 
ver-gray colors; dhurrie rugs lie on a 
floor stained gray-green; rattan furni- 
ture has cushions covered with similar- 
ly colored wool gabardine; and yellow 
walls are softened with a white glaze. 

“Some clients, however, need help 
focusing, so I ask them such questions 
as ‘What do you want to highlight?’ 
and ‘What statement do you want this 
house to make about you and your 
children?’ Of course, when clients want 
certain things I feel don’t belong, I have 
to come up with a tactful solution. 

“When I meet with my clients the 
second time I show them swatches of 
fabric (perhaps from Rose Cumming, 
Clarence House, Fonthill or Brunsch- 
wig & Fils). I learn a lot about their 
tastes by noticing what colors and pat-

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terns appeal to them, and from the way 
they respond to the quality of the fab- 
ric. Often they say about a color or 
pattern combination, ‘I never thought I 
would love something like that!’ One 
client was not truly happy with any of 
the first fabrics, but I discovered that 
large-scale florals appealed to her. 

“By the time I see the place that is to 
be decorated (people usually call me 
right after they buy a new house or 
apartment), my clients and I feel com- 
fortable together. I tend to have an im- 
mediate reaction to the space and know 
immediately how I would like to see it 
used. Like most designers I understand 
quickly the mood of a place. 

“T never stray too far from my origi- 
nal color palette—another first reaction 
based on what I think is best for the 
room. The woman who had lived with 
strong colors in her 18th-century house 
was not sure she would like a silver- 
gray palette. I felt, however, that bright 
colors would compete too much with 
the soft colors of the garden—highly 
visible through a wall of glass. 

“While you can’t allow clients the 
latitude of making all the decisions, 
you can give them choices between one 
group of fabrics and another, one color 
and another. And it is most important 
to tell them why you think choice A 
would work better than choice B. A 
designer must have solid reasons based 
on what the finished room will look 
like—not just on personal preference. I 
like to explain everything: why I chose 
this color, why the sofa looks better 
here than there. 

“My clients do not move things 
around much after the job is finished 
because we have talked about the 
placement of furniture and they are 
usually happy with it. The whole thing 
is a slow, gradual process, but I like 
that. I think houses should grow and 
evolve. My clients like it, too. One 
woman Called after she had had a party 
in her new house and said, ‘Carolyn, we 
are a success!’

HOUSES WITH THE 


ATTINGHAM SUMMER SCHOOL 


By MARIO BUATTA 

While it is not my intention to boast, I 
must agree with the old saying: Busy 
people don’t relax by doing nothing; 
they relax by doing something different. 
And last summer doing something dif- 
ferent for me meant going on a special 
week-long study program sponsored 
by the Attingham Summer School to 
tour great Scottish houses and castles. 
This nonprofit institution, founded in 
1952 with assistance from England’s 
National Trust, is dedicated to preserv- 
ing historical traditions of the decora- 
tive arts in the United Kingdom. 

Originally established to promote 
the preservation of domestic British ar- 
chitecture, the school’s curriculum in 
the intervening years has expanded to 
include the history of the decorative 
arts, landscape design and architectural 
history. The Attingham Special Week 
seemed to be the answer. 

For over 30 years the Attingham 
Summer School has accepted applica- 
tions for their 
course on “the English country house.” 


intensive three-week 


Then, two years ago, the Summer 
School offered a special one-week pro- 
gram oriented toward professionals 
and serious collectors whose time was 
limited but who wished to have the 
same in-depth study of these historical 
houses as the regular students at At- 
tingham. I was able to participate in the 
Special Week Open Tour, which made 
it possible for me to return to the 
sources of traditional country house 
decorating. The school’s special entrée 
to many of Great Britain’s most beauti- 
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ful, important and 
private houses was 
especially valuable 
to me because I’m 
constantly looking 
for ways to breathe 
new life into tradi- 
tional decorating. 
The whole three- 
week program in- 
cludes a week of 
classroom _instruc- 
tion at Attingham 
Park, Shrewsbury, 
Shropshire; a week 
at Sheffield Uni- 
versity with work 
at Chatsworth; and then a 10-day field 
trip, which last July consisted of visit- 
ing some 15 houses and castles from 
Edinburgh to Glasgow. Our Special 
Week tour was a decidedly scholarly 
group; our interests went well beyond 
the cursory note-taking thought a nec- 
essary part of lecture-tours. Our group 
included a museum curator, an author, 
a conservator, a private collector and 
professional interior designers. And we 
were all Americans, which was fitting. 
As the founder of the Attingham Sum- 
mer School Trust, Helen Lowenthal, 
wrote recently in Country Life magazine, 
“America [in 1952] seemed to cherish 
the fragments of her heritage and to 
turn the light of education on them, 
while we [in England], in the matter of 
the country house, were tossing ours 
into the salerooms.” It was the Ameri- 
can enthusiasm for the preservation of 
England’s country houses that inspired

Miss Lowenthal to undertake setting 
up the Attingham Summer School pro- 
gram—essentially study-tours for 
American professionals in the decora- 
tive arts. 

My “field work” demanded a Polar- 
oid camera with which I photographed 
hundreds of architectural elements— 
details of every decorated surface I 
saw, including floors, walls, window 
treatments, interiors, details of furni- 
ture styles, frames, tile and brickwork 
patterns, picture and print arrange- 
ments, furniture settings, cornices, col- 
ors, collections, and garden designs. 

When we weren't having our own 
marvelous picnics spread out on the 
lawns of some beautiful park we were 
the honored guests of the families 
owning these houses. We were re- 
ceived for lunch or tea or dinner as a 
group of studious, knowledgeable peo-

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ple coming to see how Scots live today. 
What follows is a brief description of 
some of the houses and castles we saw: 

m= Georgian House on Charlotte 
Square in Edinburgh, a great Adam 
house in a part of the city that is newly 
restored to display its 19th-century 
glories. 

gw Newhailes, built in 1686 by James 
Smith and thought to be the earliest 
Palladian house built in the British 
Isles. A lack of money has kept the 
house in its original condition—no 
changes or adaptations to modern life 
have been implemented. 

a Tyninghame is a 19th-century 
Scottish baronial house with gardens 
open to the public. Decorator John 
Fowler’s stamp is in evidence every- 
where you look.

While this style of 
design and decoration doesn’t particu- 
larly appeal to me, it did add contrast 
to the traditional look we were seeing. 

aGlamis Castle is the childhood 
home of the Queen Mother.

m= Kinross House was built in the 
middle of a lake—Loch Leven. From 
the grounds you can see Loch Leven 
Castle,- where Mary Queen of Scots 
was imprisoned. The house is filled 











with fabulous interior architectural de- 
tails and while it isn’t open to the pub- 
lic, the gardens are. 

@ Penicuik House (pronounced 
‘“‘pennycook”’) was the scene for a 
glamorous farewell dinner given by 
Lord and Lady Clerk. This house is a 


classic of Scottish irony. Penicuik was 
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which now serve as the house. This 
conversion of an outbuilding into liv- 
ing quarters was among the first such 
adaptations. 

The 10-day Special Week is a fund- 
raising effort on the part of the school. 
There is an expected donation of $150 
to $250 in addition to the tour fee of 
$1,050, (airfare excluded.) I think the 
fee very low considering the quality of 
the overall experience. The planning 
and preparation by all the school’s ad- 
visers and lecturers (none of whom are 
paid), the gracious hospitality of the 
house owners (who, also, are not reim- 
bursed), is simply staggering. 

It’s always refreshing to get back to 
the real thing. After an experience like 
this I feel more firmly rooted in the 
look I’m striving to perfect in America. 
On the evenings we dined together 
there was always a lecture to further 
illumine our day’s work. There were 
moments to be alone ... one couple 
took advantage of just such a moment 
to get married. The tour was a total 
immersion, not just in prettily decorat- 
ed rooms, but in houses that offer up 
their history through personal taste 
and the changes of fortune.

HOUSE MOVING: RENOVATION ON WHEELS 


Often purchased for practically nothing, fine old houses—exuberant relics or 
genuine antiques—can be moved to a new site for a new lease on life 


rawing the stares (and some of 
the excitement) of a circus pa- 
rade, a two-story house towed 
slowly along a road on steel-framed, 24- 
tire dollies is a sight to behold. It is also a 


bit eerie, since we are conditioned to 
houses fastened firmly to permanent 
foundations. 

People search out a house mover when 


their home has been doomed to demoli- 


tion by advancing state highway con- 
struction, for example, or because they 
have bid for and bought a house tagged 
for removal. In either case, the econom-

Costs to consider 

When the costs for a new lot, a foun- 
dation, utility hookups, house moving 
and remodeling are totaled, the result 
still looks favorable. For example, here 
are figures reflecting a recent house 
move from West Hartford, Conn., to 
neighboring Newington: 


House, at auction $ 200 
Moving house 12,000 
Removing overhead wires 1,800 
Hookups and misc. 4,500 
Lot and foundation 45,000 
Updating interiors 22,000 
Total cost $ 85,500 
Appraised value $142,500 


This path to a new house is especially 
attractive to young couples. Perhaps 
they’ve come upon land as a gift from 
parents or grandparents, and are spirited 
enough to do their own painting, paper- 
ing, floor tiling, etc. Modeled on the 
costs listed above, they could slip by 
with a total expenditure of between 
$35,000 and $45,000, and wind up with a 
$100,000 cushion between costs and ap- 
praised value. Not bad for a young cou- 
ple just starting out. 

You won’t see houses inched along 
highways or country roads that often. 
Yet, house moving is a well-established 
business, normally listed under ‘‘House 
and Building Movers’ in the Yellow 
Pages. Neither the Department of Com- 
merce nor Dun & Bradstreet has made a 
head count of house movers. Their num- 
bers are small compared with remodeling 
contractors or kitchen dealers, but you'll 
find them pretty well distributed around 
the country. For example, there are sev- 
en house movers serving metropolitan 
Hartford, a region with a population of 
about 600,000. 


Reasons for moving 

People uproot houses for many rea- 
sons. One family on waterfront property 
in a New York City suburb had their 
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Crowded out by new apartments, this two-family c.1890 house (fop/ in Hartford, Conn., was

house moved 100 yards closer to the wa- 
ter. “We wanted to add to the house, but 
not at its streetside Jocation,”” the owner 
says. ‘As long as we paid for waterfront, 
we wanted to enjoy it to the fullest.” 
Another family moved a summer house 
on Cape Cod away from the edge of a 
dune eroded by sea and wind. And a 
lovely Georgia mansion was dollied over 
wood rails from the center to the border 
of a 20-acre farm because the family 


wished to subdivide the property. 


When a house is to be moved involun- 
tarily—after state condemnation of the 
property for highway or government 
building construction—the owners are 
paid fair market value for house and lot, 
then given a chance to buy back and 
move the house. The buy-back price is 
generally no more than 10 percent of 
value. Most simply reinvest their money 
in a new home, leaving behind their old 
house for auction or, in some cases, for 


complete demolition. ® 
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When a commercial venture bids to 
uproot your house, procedure is much 
the same. However, the money offered is 
often far more than a state government 
will offer, since the property is to be 
zoned commercially. 

Suppose you want to buy a house 
tagged for removal—where do you look? 
In local newspapers, where a notice may 
appear in a small display ad or in legal 
announcements, in publications of his- 
torical societies and by simply keeping 


your eye on new developments in the 


area, whether it is commercial or govern- 
ment inspired. 

Most often, the house is sold at auc- 
tion, open or through sealed bids. Expect 
to pay between $1 and $1,000, rarely 
more. You'll also be given a reasonable 
time limit to remove the structure from 
its present location. 


Planning the move 

Finding a dependable house mover de- 
mands the same common sense you'd 
apply to finding a remodeler. Ask for 
and check references. The average cost 
for moving a house falls between $7,000 
and $15,000. Some moving bills soar as 
high as $30,000. ‘Beyond that, moving a 
house is uneconomic,” says Fred Tur- 
geon, president of a Newington, Conn., 
house-moving firm his family has 
owned for three generations. Readying a 
house for a move takes one full week, 
and the tow creeps forward at about one 
mile an hour. 

Overhead utility, telephone and cable 
TV wires are an impediment to moving 
any house that is higher than one story. 
In some states, the buyer must make 
arrangements for temporarily removing 
wires, and pay to have the job done. The 
price is $200 to $300 to shift a few phone 
lines or $1,500 to $2,000 to cut and re- 
splice heavy cable. In certain other 
states, utilities will move overhead wires 
at their own expense. 

Excavation and footings are completed 
at the new site before the house is 
moved. The mover rests the house over 
temporary wood-timber supports. Then 
a foundation contractor builds the foun- 
dation up from the footings (horizontal, 
poured-concrete bases) to the base 
plates, those heavy wood members at 
the bottom of each exterior wall.Once &

the house is fully supported on its new 
foundation, temporary timbers are re- 
moved, and the house is then ready for 
occupancy. 


Safety precautions? 

Will such a move damage the struc- 
ture? Not at all. Fred Turgeon recalls a 
time years ago when his father moved a 
three-story house in which a half-filled 
glass of water had been left on a kitchen 
table. When the house was settled at its 
new site, the glass was still on the table, 
still half-filled with water. Not a drop 
had spilled. 

Owners of homes moved this way of- 
ten redecorate or remodel interiors—for 
the same reasons new owners redo an 
older home. But a move over the road 
should not unhinge the structural integ- 
rity of a house. However, it does be- 
hoove you to check the mover’s creden- 
tials. An inexperienced house mover 
could probably find a way to rack the 
framing if preparations for the move 
weren't complete. 


Final preparations 

One futher ingredient is needed in a 
house move: patience. While structural 
preparation for a move takes only a 
week, the red tape may take longer. 
There are overhead wires to remove. 
There are permits to secure. Local police 
must be notified. In some towns and on 
some roads, travel for such an oversized 
load is limited to certain hours of the 
day, and some movers will not tow a 
house during rain, and certainly not dur- 
ing a snowstorm. So relax and look for- 
ward to the rewarding moment when 
you will have your house located on its 


new site at an appraised value in excess 


of what you paid for it originally.&

HOWARD WILLARD 


Genuine antique houses can be moved through 
patient, beam-by-beam disassembly to reassembly at a new site 


Suppose you fall in love with an 18th- 
century house in Ipswich, Mass., but 
you want it located in Arlington, Va.? 
The best of both worlds is possible. A 
handful of house restorers in the United 
States have the expertise to disassemble 
the Ipswich house, carefully pack and 
truck the pieces and parts to Arlington 
and reassemble the home. 

One such person is Howard Willard of 
Willard Restorations, Old Wethersfield, 
Conn. He’s enthusiastic about his work 
but is quick to point out this is not a 
money-saving operation. The house it- 
self might go for a song—a few hundred 
dollars perhaps—but, Mr. Willard says, 
“Disassembling a typical center-chim- 


ney colonial could cost anywhere from 
$20,000 to $25,000.” The trucking fee 
may run $200 to $300, and rebuilding is 
figured at about the same per-square- 
foot cost as new construction. 

What you gain for a cost slightly 
higher than new construction is a home 
with all the charm and authenticity of an 
antique, yet fitted out discreetly with 
modern conveniences. 

To keep track of parts, Mr. Willard 
takes dozens of colored photographs of 
the house before and during disassem- 
bly. His crew numbers each board, beam 
and post as it comes down, and they too 
are recorded for reassembly. If an origi- 
nal part is rotten or too dry, a new piece 


is cut from the same type of wood, using 
the old part as a pattern. 

A “hands-on” architectural historian, 
Mr. Willard approaches restoration with 
the fervor of a Yehudi Menuhin on the 
violin. His crew must patiently with- 
draw wood pegs from post and beam 
connections, preserve the mortise and 
tenon cuts, raise floorboards without 
nail splits and remove fine wood panel- 
ing intact. Powder-dry clapboard siding 
is replaced with clapboards custom- 
scarfed in the 18th-century manner and, 
if necessary, true-to-original rosehead 
nails are fashioned for him by a local 
blacksmith at 15 cents a nail. 

Attimes, Mr. Willard, andrestorers & 
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like him, work with house movers. This 
happens when a house must be partially 
disassembled for convenient removal. A 
house too large to squeeze down a nar- 
row street could make the trip cut in half 
or in thirds. A tall house might squeak 
under overhead wiring with its roof re- 
moved. There are probably as many 
ways to move a house as there are 
houses. 

Several years ago, for example, a tiny 
vacation cottage was relocated three 
miles away by helicopter. The cottage 
was moved onto a platform, which in 
turn was held by fingerlike cables at- 
tached to a single cable suspended from 
the copter. 

A full-sized house can’t be flown over 
trees and towns for two good reasons: 
There is no equipment at present, ac- 
cording to a spokesman for Sikorsky He- 
licopters, that will lift a 30- to 50-ton 
house and, if there were, the cost would 
be prohibitive. That isn’t to say there 
won't be some means of flying houses, 
or house sections in the future. 

Meanwhile, there remain more prosa- 
ic, but quite effective ways to move 
houses. Disassembling a house is labori- 
ous, but it is often the most fascinating 
area of the construction field. Howard 
Willard reports that when he first made 
a study of the Wethersfield house, he 
was uncertain of its age, and unsure of 
what treasures he might find. 

“The house had been converted to a 
two-family rental property, and all inte- 
riors were covered with painted gypsum 
board,” Willard said. ““The house was 
clean and neat enough, but looked like 
any other house built today. 

“We removed the front porch first— 
an appendage built around 1885 that was 
totally out of keeping with the house’s 
colonial lines.” 


Surprise discoveries 

When Willard’s crew removed the 
gypsum board from walls inside, sur- 
prises multiplied. Behind one wall, there 
appeared brick facing, and as more board 
was removed, a lovely fireplace in good 
condition. When all wallboard was 
stripped away, four fireplaces turned up 
on the first floor, each in remarkably 
good shape. Surrounding three of the 


four was original wood paneling in need 
of only minor repair. 

“On the attic floor, we found floor- 
boards in such mint condition, the marks 
on the wood surface left by the carpen- 
ter’s drawknife were still there. Appar- 
ently, the attic had been used very little,

Pose this couldn’t happen 
anywhere but in California. 
To the best of anyone’s knowl- 
edge, the first—and so far only— 
used-house lot in America opened 
in Manteca, Calif., 15 years ago. 
Every year 50 to 60 houses are sold 
and moved to new sites. 

Anthony Lozano, a former roof- 
ing contractor, is the man who 
made it happen. His used houses 
are collected from as far away as 
the San Francisco Bay area, and 
moved to his 20-acre lot in Man- 
teca by truck, trailer, dolly and 
even floated by barge. 

Buyers wander through the lot 
inspecting houses in much the 
same way they might shop for a 
used car—there just aren’t any 
tires to kick. Mr. Lozano, who 
does very little advertising, has a 
long list of prospective customers 
who keep returning until they set- 
tle on a house just right for them. 
His prices are attractive, a magnet 
for young couples or anyone on a 
tight budget. He contracts with 
buyers for the price of the house, 
the move to the lot and, some- 
times, for the new foundation. He 


often helps buyers arrange financ- 


ing and has even taken back their 
mortgages. 

According to Lozano, there 
hasn’t been a single unhappy buy- 
er in 15 years of doing business.

In the final stage of restoration, this hand- 
some home (above) began its existence as 

a barn around the turn of the 19th century 
in Windsor, Conn. Records show it was 
constructed at a cost of $700! Rebuilt in 
Salisbury, Conn., by Willard Restorations, 
the home gets under way (right) when a 
truck-mounted crane raises the first “bent” 
into position. Each of the four heavy bents 
(immediately below) helps carry the weight of 
all other framing and finishing materials.

nial design preserve the original feeling. 

Retaining the early look of a barn in- 
terior is somewhat more of a challenge. 
From inside an old barn, one can see the 
back of the wood clapboard siding nailed 
to uprights. 

Willard’s men nailed up siding on the 
outside, laminated a layer of foamboard 
insulation to the inside of the siding 
panels and covered the insulation inside 
with another layer of siding, applied 
backwards. The impression: What one 
sees from the interiors seems to be the 
inside of the siding, just as it was in the 
18th century. But no cold winds sift 
through. 

One would expect workmen on a res- 
toration to be a cut above the journey- 
man carpenter. They are. Yet, there are 
examples of nonprofessionals falling for 
an old house hard enough to want to 
take it apart on their own. Should you be 
seized by such an urge, proceed with 
consummate caution. #

merican baths are changing, and 
the changes are worth cheering. 
Going (and good riddance) are 
white utilitarian fixtures positioned uni- 
maginatively in minimum space. Arriv- 
ing are brave new colors, sophisticated 


patterns, smooth or cushioned surfaces 
and an array of luxurious indulgences. 
(For spectacular examples, see pages 106-113.) 
These changes are taking place most 
often in existing baths or baths added to 
existing homes. According to the Na- 


tional Association of the Remodeling In- 
dustry (NARI), remodeled baths have hit 
the top of the annual list of residential 
alterations, and it’s certainly under- 
standable. After all, what better place to 


update? The bath can be the single most

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regenerative room in a house. Why not 
soak away cares in the bubbles and cur- 
rents of a whirlpool bath, or steam out 
those aches you've accumulated all day? 


Touches of luxury 

Options abound. Space may appear 
limited, but no house is carved of stone. 
Room uses can change. Closets may be 
less necessary than once thought; walls 
can be moved without sinking the bud- 
get. If adding a handsome new sauna is 
your heart’s desire and the task looks 
impossible, seek the help of a seasoned 
designer who has had experience reshap- 
ing baths to fit such devices. 

Here, briefly, is some food for remod- 
eling thoughts: 

®@ Whirlpool baths: Whirlpool baths are 
filled with water just as a normal bath- 
tub is filled. When you’ve had enough 
water massaging, pull the plug and the 
water drains. A spa or hot tub, on the 
other hand, isn’t drained after every use. 
Like a swimming pool, it retains the wa- 

er, has its own filtering system and 
heater. 

Spas, hot tubs and the large whirlpool 
baths easily accommodate more than one 
person. Some of the newest models even 
have redwood “party” tables mounted in 
the center, on which you can play a 
moist game of bridge or rest a cool drink. 

How hot should the water be? Follow 
the guidelines delivered by the maker. 
Water temperature between 102° and 
104° is recommended by most producers. 
Higher water temperatures have been 
known to produce a form of heatstroke. 
Most tub and spa makers fit heaters with 
controls that automatically cut off burn- 
ers when the water temperature reaches 
a point somewhere between 105° and 
110°. Temperature of water in a whirl- 
pool tub is less of a problem, since the 
heat quickly begins to dissipate into the 
cooler air in the room. A whirlpool, for 
those who savor privacy, easily replaces 
existing tubs of 5, 51%, or 6 feet. And 
there are new models that combine 
soaking and whirlpool action within a 
diameter of less than 31/, feet—models 
that feature a built-in seat at the half- 
way point in 36 inches of depth. 

Cost begins around $1,200. Or you 
could convert your present tub to a satis- 
factory whirlpool bath with a portable 


pump priced at about $200. What the 
portable may do is convince you some- 
day to invest in a full replacement. 

One Cold Spring, N.Y., couple solved 
the space problem by building a plat- 
form in their bedroom for a 7-by-9-foot 
whirlpool bath and leaving their 6-by-8- 
foot bathroom intact. 

© Steam bath: An inset tub enclosed by 
a shower door is three-quarters of the 
way toward finished construction of a 
home steam bath. Installation of a steam 
generator, appropriate controls plus ex- 
tra tile and a fascia panel above the 
shower doors may come in at less than 
$1,500. A freestanding one- or two-wall 
tub must be enclosed to contain the 
steam. 

Converts to steam praise its deep 
cleansing qualities and the apparent re- 
medial action of hot vapor on headaches 
and tension. Less effective, but still a 
perspiring pleasure, is the old-fashioned 
steam cabinet. Widely available even to- 
day, it takes up 3 square feet of space, 
has a seat inside and comes with a door 
that closes over all but your head. The 
price is around $400. 

® Sauna: For Scandinavians, building a 
sauna inside the house is defeating its 
invigorating purpose: to alternate dry 
heat sessions with bare dashes through 
the cold air or snow. If such stimulation 
appeals to you and does not endanger 
your health, you will find an excellent 
selection of prefabricated outdoor sauna 
structures available at prices ranging 
from $5,000 to $12,000. 

Or for less than $1,800, 
adapting a little-used closet inside your 
home. Add redwood or cedar paneling 
on closet walls and a heavy-plank sauna 
door that contains heating elements, 


consider 


wiring and the means to connect to 
house current. As an alternative, there 
are prebuilt, ready-to-assemble indoor 
sauna rooms in sizes comfortable for two 
or large enough for 10. Prices range from 
$2,500 to $7,500. Hardy souls can be as- 
sured that the jump from hot room to 
cold shower is sufficiently stimulating. 

© Frercise: Staying healthy is becoming 
almost as popular as watching television. 
To most of us, exercise equipment is a 
natural complement to the bath, as ex- 
pected as a shower after tennis. 

The amount of bath space devoted to 
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such equipment depends on what you 
select. A wall-mounted weighted pulley 
that’s 6 inches wide and extends 6 inches 
into the room fits the tiniest bath. This is 
a good start for muscle toning in any 
bath, with a price tag around $140. Here 
are other possibilities:

Many units are equipped with digital 
readouts for time, distance and pulse 
rate. After an exercise session, you may 
want to stretch in the “sun.” The tech- 
nology of heat lamps has advanced to a 
level that allows for energy closely re- 
sembling that of the sun, but containing 
antiburning safety devices the sun will 
never have. Prices range from $75 to 
$300. 


Expanding spaces 

Baths in many houses remaining from 
Victorian times are master-bedroom size 
by today’s standards; they present won- 
derful opportunities for adding luxuries. 
Most people, however, are forced to 
struggle with baths that are really too 
small. Often, clever adaptation of exist- 
ing space can satisfy the need for expan- 
sion. A dumpy tub/toilet/basin/bath in 
a 5-by-8-foot New York City apartment 
was transformed to include a shower, 
Italian-style pedestal basin, elongated 
toilet, bidet and three times as much 
storage space. 

Rethinking space doesn’t solve every 
design problem. Sometimes borrowing 
space from adjoining rooms is the best 
solution, even though it raises the re- 
modeling bill, especially if wiring and 
plumbing must be rerouted. Obviously, 
you'll weigh the advantages of addition- 
al space against the total cost, keeping in 
mind that the money spent is more of an 
investment than an expense. 

Not as expensive, usually, as moving 
an interior wall is pushing out an exteri- 
or wall a foot or two. This could give »

you needed new space at a cost roughly 
equivalent to new construction in your 
area. On the ground level you can ac- 
company the addition with a small pri- 
vate garden, surrounded by a vine lat- 
tice, masonry wall or other solid screen. 
A second-floor bath can sometimes lead 
to a balcony or sunning deck. 

Adding a complete bath to the outside 
of a house can cost as much as $200 a 
square foot—not unreasonable when 
you add to the cost of fixtures, tile, pip- 
ing and wiring the price of footing, 
foundation, structure, siding and roof- 
ing. Converting an existing unused room 
to a bath is an easier feat and closer to 
the cost of new construction ($60 to $80 
per square foot). 

Moving the location of fixtures in an 
existing bath is not as costly as many 
believe. If the bath is on the first floor 
and piping is accessible from the base- 
ment or crawl space below, moving fix- 
tures for the sake of convenience is not 
likely to cost more than $300. Even when 
piping is buried in a ceiling, the cost of a 
shift might be as little as $500, rarely 
more than $1,200. 


Beauty in the bath 

Least costly of all is a face-lift. With 
little more than $35 worth of paint, you 
can transform drab bathroom walls and 
bring new life to a ceiling. Paints and 
wall coverings produced specifically to 
resist bathroom moisture are plentiful, 
colorful and varied. &

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What’s ahead 

Tomorrow will bring some fascinating 
changes in the’bath, according to a de- 
sign panel assembed by tile makers Vil- 
leroy & Boch. There will be bathrooms 
in greenhouses, bathrooms larger than 
today’s living room and more bathtubs 
in the bedroom (as in the Cold Spring 
couple’s home). Moreover, the age of the 
bidet, a European custom for decades, 
has finally arrived for Americans. 

“We realize now that the bidet is a 
fixture for the entire family,” observes E. 
Harold Boyles of Eljer Plumbingware. 
He said the unwarranted stigma attached 
to this fixture is evaporating. “A cus- 
tomer of ours told us that he and his 
wife bought a house two years ago in 
which there was a bath with a bidet. At 
that time, they were thinking seriously 
of having it taken out. Today, he admit- 
ted to us, they would never again order a 
bath without a bidet.” 

Other changes, observed already in 
isolated instances by editors of this mag- 
azine, will become more prevalent in the 
bath of the future. These include: 

® Gardens: An addition of one or two 
live plants in the bath is as popular to- 
day as door chimes. Some people have 
expanded the concept to a verdant in- 
door garden. In an atmosphere that at 
times resembles a tropical rain forest, 
what could be more logical? 

Provided bath-located greenery gets 
ample sunlight or artificial light specified 
for plant growth, they will thrive. 

In Hawaii, California, Florida and an 
increasing number of other states, plants 
contained within an enclave outside a 
first-level bath, reached by patio doors, 
are immensely popular. The tiny garden 
is a treat for one’s eye and a site for 
private sunning. 

© Daylight: Skylights in the bath ceil- 
ing are not unusual today, pointing out 
the direction for tomorrow when at least 
part of the bath will be a greenhouse or 
sunroom. This addition of glazed roof 
and walls is simply an outdoor garden 
enclosure placed indoors. 

Moreover, the greenhouse/bath is not 
limited to the first floor. Such glazing 
can slip neatly into the wall and roof 
structure on the second level of a house, 
new or remodeled. 


© Space: If some of the newest baths 
and bath additions to America’s homes 
are an indication, the days of the typical 
5-by-8 foot bath are numbered. Tomor- 
row’s bath size will resemble today’s 
bedroom. In this spacious complex will 
be room for stretching, sunbathing, exer- 
cise and one or more muscle-relaxing ex- 
tras: whirlpool, sauna or steam bath. 
Plants wil! abound. Storage space will be 
plentiful, located within easy reach. 

© Time: “It’s a gloomy day. I think Fl 
curl up in the bath with a good book.” 
Why not? The sunning deck will be 
cushioned. There will be plenty of mois- 
ture-resistant pillows. Perfectly balanced 
lighting will wash away the gloom of 
gray skies. And if reading makes you 
sleepy, dim the iights and nap beneath 
the sound of rain on glazing overhead. 

No one will think it unusual to spend 
most of a holiday in the bath. A media 
wall will keep you in touch with the 
outside world, if that’s your pleasure. A 
telephone extension (possibly cordless) 
and an intercom tie you to friends and 
family. A controlled environment allows 
you to stretch out with or without cloth- 
ing, no matter what the weather. 

Nor will you need to travel far for 
fresh fruit, juices and other healthy 
snacks: A pint-sized refrigerator is built 
into the wall. 

e Decorating: Though not a departure 
from the good taste you exercise in your 
present bath decorating, the future bath 
will open up more possibilities for color 
and pattern. First, because the bath will 
be larger. Second, because tomorrow’s 
materials will allow you a wider range of 
soft surfaces and hard surfaces, matte 
finishes and glossy reflections, color in 
more depth (imagine translucent marble) 
and patterns that change with your 
mood on a wall illuminated from behind 
a solid translucent screen by a projector. 

Happily, nothing mentioned above is 
out of the realm of possibility today. 
Putting it all together won’t be inexpen- 
sive. But there may be a trade-off. 
House prices are better controlled today 
because houses are smaller. No reason, 
however, that the bath can’t be larger in 
a small house—and provide all these 
amenities. The trend is definitely toward 
greater luxury in the bath.

America was built on a motto that few 





people ever translate from the Latin—F 
Pluribus Unum. Out of many, one. This 
is the melting-pot theory—that out of 
many nationalities, many viewpoints 
and many actions emerged one homo- 
geneous nation. 

Now is as good a time as any to face 
the fact that in so many aspects of 
American life, this isn’t exactly true. 
The pet has not all melted. Consciously 
or not, we Americans still retain strong 
ties to our multifaceted heritage of so- 
cial customs, political views, language, 
even culinary habits. 

Diversity, not sameness, is also the 
keystone of our architectural heritage. 
Out of many needs for shelter, many 
climates, many kinds of topography, 
many nationalities and many tastes 
and abilities have come many types 
and styles and qualities of structures in 
which we carry on our activities. In 
truth there is no one type of structure 
or style of architecture that epitomizes 
America’s “built environment.” This 
environment is composed in turn of 
Indian pueblos and New England salt- 
boxes, 18th-century Georgian colonial 
mansions and 20th-century bungalows, 
austere Shaker meetinghouses and Ba- 
roque Spanish cathedrals, bracket- 
eaved Main Street stores and Chicago 
School skyscrapers. It is this variety 
that makes our built environment as 
culturally rich as the nation itself. 

Architecture is one of the “neces- 
sary’ arts, always with the capacity to 
reach the peak of creative impulses, but 
always tempered by the need to func- 
tion. Built structures play a signficant 
role in giving character to every inch of 
inhabited land in this country. They 
physically define an area, making it

PRAIRIE HOUSE RECREATED 


“When we couldn’t find an old house we 
liked, we built a new one faithful to the style 
and materials of 1850s Texas” 


ot far from glittery Dallas, but a far cry from the slick ranch shown in 
the television series, this Texas country house is restful, simple and 
deliberately old-fashioned. Pete Gifford and his family wanted an 
authentic early Texas ranch house and, not finding one that they 
could move to their property, decided to build one from scratch. 
They adapted frontier methods and materials to achieve the feeling 
they wanted, allowing themselves some hidden conveniences as well as new 
cedar shakes and loblolly pine beams for the roof. Their 30-by-40-foot house 
has braced framing with mortise and tenon joints. The Giffords reassembled 
the beams and boards from six abandoned barns and houses within a 20-mile 





radius of their Wolf-Run Ranch, and discovered the cedar posts for their porch 
and the limestone for their fireplaces and wine cellar in a barn and corncrib 
near Austin. On their own land they cut bois d’arc trees (the same wood 
western American Indians used for making bows) to fashion the rock-hard 
mantelpieces at each end of the multipurpose living room (right). This is the 
wood that provided the 150-year-old piers on which the house rests. They 
even t eg-planked floors with red clay, as pioneers did in earlier times, 
then cl f and sealed the wood with wax. 

Four generations consider this house (above) 


their family holiday headquarters. In the living 
room (right), Pete and Beth Gifford’s 
collection of 19th-century Texas furniture, 
tinware and pottery is comfortably at home.

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CLASSIC FARMHOUSE 
RESTORED WITH COLOR 


Once a farmhouse, then a duplex, 
it owes its present charm to the 
glorious rainbow in the owner’s mind

ost passersby on the quiet Minneapolis street must stop and 
look twice. Why would such a mellow old house have a front 
window painted purple? Then, right above it, another painted 
cantaloupe and lemon? Indeed, the passersby would be down- 
right astonished upon entering this brown-stained clapboard, to 
discover that the whole place is ablaze with color. 

Is this house the product of a crazy whim? Hardly. Its owner, 
architect Thomas Hodne, Jr., elected to complete his restoration 
of a ramshackle farmstead with a profusion of polychromatic 
finishes for the soundest of personal and historic reasons. Of 
Norwegian descent, Mr. Hodne explains the 29 colors he used 
this way: ‘Until this century, Scandinavians painted everything. 
They never used wood in its raw form—it wouldn't hold up. 
They became masters of color, different colors, three and four 
to a room.” 

The house itself, though run-down when Mr. Hodne first 
spotted it, attracted him for an equally impeccable reason: "It 
was a converted duplex with sheds tacked on. It was just sort of 
listing. But it had the exact form of my grandmother's house in a 
little Minnesota town.’’ Only later, after he’d bought the place

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CLASSIC FARMHOUSE RESTORED 


hen Thomas Hodne began restoring his dilapidated property, 
he had no thought of transforming it into a paragon of poly- 
chromatic detailing. He was a bachelor at the time and felt in 
no great hurry to complete the job. He hired one carpenter, 
little realizing that he would spend three and a half years not 
only rebuilding the house but also directing an ever-changing 
crew of student architects and artists—'‘anyone with a craft 
inclination’’—to apply the intricate polychrome finishes. 

Mr. Hodne confesses today that the full decorative possibili- 
ties of the project didn’t occur to him until after he’d plunged 
into it. “The millwork throughout the house is all original,’’ he 
says. ‘There were five different kinds of molding, but until we 
had stripped it all off and piled it in the backyard, I didn't 
realize I'd bought something so special.’ Right then he decid- 
ed to let this cache of ornamental woodwork dictate his de- 
sign direction. Needing a wall paneling that wouldn't detract 
from the richness of the molding and trim, he found nothing 
acceptable in the marketplace. So he created his own panel- 
ing and had it specially milled. It is, by his description, “a 
very soft-rolled shiplap of pure pine.” 

Oddly, for an architect, Mr. Hodne spent little time devising 
a plan for what he calls his ‘‘urban farmstead.’ He explains: 
“As a bachelor, I wanted an open place for people who just 
dropped in—a country kitchen, dining and gathering place. I 
also wanted a studio where I could work at home, plus two 
rooms I could close off: a video/music room and a bedroom.” 
Well and good. When the wood paneling had been installed 
throughout the interior and the clapboard added outside, Mr. 
Hodne invited his friends to a party. He recalls how pleased 
the architects among them were. ‘Great,’ exclaimed one, 
“the woodsiest house I've ever seen. How are you going to 
treat the walls?’ Mr. Hodne replied, “I am going to paint 
everything.” He recalls now that they wouldn't believe him. 

Doubtless the house would have commanded distinction 
locally as a bachelor's social base of operations, except that it 
never became one: Mr. Hodne got married and today pre- 
sides over a household comprising, in addition to his wife, 
Joy, a 10-year-old stepdaughter and a year-old son. ‘We had 
our wedding in the studio,” he says, ‘because it’s the grand- 
est space in the house (right). Eighteen people gathered 
in a circle for the ceremony.” 

Joy Hodne took her place in the house before all the 
painting was done, helping to select colors for two rooms in 
particular: the music room, whose four shades of purple ex- 
plain its in-house designation as the “regal room,’”’ and the 
master bedroom, called the “natural sweets space’’ because 
of its shades of melon and lime. These rooms, like the others, 
communicate their colors (purple, cantaloupe and so on) to 
the outside world through exterior window frames, with each 
frame matching the room colors indoors. Mr. Hodne thought 
the idea of “bleeding” the colors from the inside out was his 
own. Then he discovered at an exhibitign that artists of the de 
Stijl school had done the same thing 70 years ago. Smiling, 
he says, ‘Nothing is new.’ —WILLIAM HOUSEMAN 





The second-level studio (above) 
draws its*character not only from a 
blend of colors the owner calls 
“earth pastels” but also from a 
sleek ceiling of wainscoting and 
the open-space slot linking two 
levels.

B ard edges have been cleverly disguised at every 
turn in this New York City apartment. In the bed- 
room (opposite) an upholstered bumper, like an 
f ultramodern wainscoting, embraces the bed and 
chair, creating its own bed-sitting area. Fabric-cov- 
ered blocks topped with. oversized lacquered trays 
make up bedside tables. In the living room, however (previous 
pages), the upholstered bumper is placed in front of the windows 
to visually change the total wall-of-glass feeling. Platforms, up- 
holstered instead of being carpeted as they were in the ’70s, 
comprise the sofa and the “end table.’’ Contrasting textures of 
one color maximize the impact of the space—canvas upholstery, 
lacquered trays and a leather-trimmed Formica-topped dining 
table in the living room; glossy chintz in the bedroom with blond 
sisal underfoot. The legs from furnishings have been removed to 
lower the planes of activity while creating an illusion of higher 
ceilings. Robert Bray and Michael Schaible selected a few large 
pieces to function for today’s multipurpose living style. For in- 
stance, the dining table doubles as a desk top; a banquette fitted 
into the corner economizes space. Ward Bennett’s Eclipse 
nylon fabric stretched over padding was used to create the 
bumpers throughout. Sinuous, ’30s-style chairs are even further 
rounded with a pale chenille trim that is as soft to the touch as it

house a perennial breath of spring 


This New Orleans house with its luscious 
pastels, lavish accents of white, pale floors, 
flowing spaces and long windows flooded 
with sun fulfills a dream its owner-designer 
has cherished for years: to have a light, airy 
house that is completely different in mood 
from the dark ones she knew when she 
was growing up. 

To insure that her own house would be 
different, Pamela Pipes Kaye remodeled 
the 1920s building (conceived as a du- 
plex) that she and her husband purchased 
so that the spaces would be open and 
uncluttered. To create the 36-footlong 
sweep of living room shown here, she 
combined the original living room with 
two small rooms plus a hall. Four win- 
dows facing south and two looking west 
make it wonderfully bright all day. 

“The living room seemed difficult to fur- 
nish,” she recalls, “but when Mario Buatta 


was in town briefly, he made some sugges- 





tions that got me started.” His idea for the 
white quilted sofa and chairs in the center 
of the room inspired the arrangement of 
two more seating groups: one around the 
original fireplace (below), another at the 
opposite end of the room (at right, back- 
ground). Its a room on the grand scale, 
big enough to seat 16 comfortably. 

Mrs. Kaye’s special fondness for pastels 
inspired the color scheme, and her color 
treatment is consistent: The robin’s egg 
blue on the walls and the pink and green 
on sofas, armless chairs and ottoman are 
repeated in the delicate brushstroke pat 
tern of the drapery fabric. Simple accesso- 
ries underscore the room’s fresh elegance: 
ficus trees with ivy growing large around 
their bases, baskets as coffee tables, the 
Owner's Own majolica as well as pottery 
plates from Gordon Foster. A 1920s Louisi- 
ana quilt (far right) is the only artwork 
hanging on the walls.

To create this graciously proportioned 
room where the whole family eats break- 
fast and dinner together, Pamela Kaye re- 
moved the wall between the original din- 
ing room and a sun porch. After installing 
French doors leading to the new deck, she 
painted the sunny room a delicate shade of 
pink— “Its my favorite color. These 
walls change from pale pink in daylight to 
peach as the sun goes down. It makes it a 
joy to watch all day long.” 

Here, as in other rooms, generous 
amounts of white, in all textures and mate- 
rials, intensify the fresh pastel colors. For 
instance, an assortment of French-style 
chairs (which furnished a shoe shop that 
Mrs. Kaye's family once owned) and the 
console (once half of a dining table) are 
painted with high-gloss marine paint, as is 
woodwork throughout the house. Mrs. 


Kaye wanted easy-to-clean surfaces where 
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children and dogs would be welcome. 
Much of the furniture is slipcovered for the 
same reason. “This is very much a family 
house. I even let the children ride their 
tricycles inside—probably the only mother 
they know who does!” 

A tablecloth of Belgian linen provides 
another white accent and yet another natu- 
ral texture, as do the shell-shaped sconces 
and chandelier. Plates are also in the shape 


of shells—a recurring motif throughout 





the house. To create visual flow between 
the living and dining rooms, the same fab- 
ric hangs at all windows—here in balloon 
shades which drop to the floor when they 
are let down. The dhurrie rug echoes the 
pastel colors in both rooms.

The sun porch remains as it was, with 
large windows which let in light all day. “It 
is a wonderful room to work in,” says the 


owner, who often uses it as a home office 


Just as often she makes it the site of after 


noon tea parties with her children. As in 
other rooms, white marine paint revitalizes 


a varied assortment of furnishings.

ment a country house— 
that’s what interior designer 
Gary Crain chose to use in a 
bath/sitting room overlooking 
a garden. Teak and pine were 
combined with handsome 
gray porcelain bath fixtures— 
a wide oval tub, two lavatories 
and toilet, all from Kohler. 
Then for a touch of traditional 
decoration, he selected a 
19th-century-style wallcover- 
ing of old-fashioned roses. 
The room is an achievement 
of up-to-the-minute technolo- 
gy within a traditional context. 

The design of this garden 
bath, following a trend, places 
the toilet in a room made sep- 
arate by a sliding pocket door 
that slips inside a wall (see 
plan). A hinged octagonal 
window illumines the toilet 
portion of the bathroom. 

Mr. Crain began his plan 
for the bath/sitting room with 
a pine armoire, not shown. 
Using its scrubbed finish as a 
starting point, he placed the 
tub in an alcove to take maxi- 
mum advantage of the gar- 
den view. The pine trim faces 
the alcove, but bleached teak,

prized for its impermeability 
and long used in boats, pro- 
vides the “decking” or the 
tub’s surround. The tub is fin- 
ished with brushed-chrome fit- 
tings that look like patinaed 
pewter. The front panels of 
the two lavatories (below left) 
are pine, but the countertop is 
bleached teak. Turn-of-the- 
century-style fittings have 
been installed for the lava- 
tories as well. Mr. Crain says 
that Kohler’'s Country Gray 
color works as an effective 
neutral tone with elegantly 
grained woods and stylized 
French patterns like the 1 9th- 
century block-printed wallco- 
vering from Cowtan & Tout. 
The chair is upholstered in an 
ivory fabric, its buttons cov- 
ered with dark green chintz; 
the balloon curtain is chintz. 
A pair of gilded mirrors 
hung from red-checked rib- 
bons and secured with 
carved pine rosettes come 
from John Rosselli Antiques as 
do the Chinese export platter 
on the wall, the straw baskets 
for plants and the earthen- 
ware soap dishes.

A century-old Chicago 
mansion, whose owner's 
taste runs to travertine marble, 
warm tones of rose and rich 
hues of aged mahogany, is 
enjoying a renaissance. 

Under the aegis of the inte- 
rior design firm Robert J. Me- 
lin Ltd., the decrepit house 
was restored, and its carved 
mahogany fireplaces and fine 
woodwork were preserved. 
Indeed, burnished wood set 
the tone for an Edwardian am- 
bience that suited the owner's 
unique style. 

No ordinary bath would do. 
Rather, a stately bedchamber 
was designated as the master 
bath for a new era of luxuriat- 
ing—with amenities its fore- 
bears never dreamed of. For 
example: a deluxe whirlpool 
encased in marble with 
curved ledges for bath accou- 
trements (right). 

Embellishing the room with 
contemporary features that 
meshed with its classicism, 
Mr. Melin designed a mahog- 
any cove above the bath to 
serve as the primary source of 
illumination. The same materi- 
al comprises a soffit over mar- 
ble-topped sinks set into a ver- 
tically paneled vanity (far 
right, below). 

While mahogany establish- 
es the English period frame- 
work, Italian travertine marble 
makes modern sculpture of 
the shower niche and _ sur- 
round of the Kohler whirlpool. 
Marble also paves the floor 
with a mottled texture that 
somehow works with a French 
tapestry and enriches the 
heather-colored walls. Carry- 
ing the color scheme further, 
Mr. Melin used heathery wool 
flannel to cover a vintage fan 
chair and bathside stool. Even 
the windows are treated to a 
covering of flannel, in the 
form of horizontally pleated 
shades that assure privacy, 
yet welcome natural light.

na clear fall day in 1930, Will C. Curtis was driving his second-hand truck along the back roads 
of the then rural town of Framingham, Mass.

Curtis’s aim was to produce a nat- 
uralistically landscaped place to 
dramatically exhibit the wild 
plants of North America. In 1933, 
a novice gardener, Howard O. 
Stiles, joined Mr. Curtis and to- 
gether they blended native spe- 
cies with hybrid cultivars and im- 
ported varieties to create unique 
landscape “paintings” using na- 
ture’s own pigments. 

As time went on, Framingham 
became a booming Boston suburb, 
and development threatened the 
garden’s existence. A fund drive 
began and contributions poured 
in from concerned people in all 
90 states. The garden was saved, 
and in 1965 it was donated to the 
New England Wild Flower Soci- 
ety to secure its future. 

Today the garden is the largest 
landscaped wild flower preserve 
in the Northeast with 1,500 spe- 
cies and varieties covering 45 
acres. The society’s goal is “‘con- 
servation through propagation,” 
and to this end it has begun to 
raise plants in new solar green- 
houses on the site. The society 
urges gardeners to buy plants and 
not to collect them from the wild. 
(For tips on growing wild flowers 
see Garden Guide, page 142.) Each 
year their efforts culminate in a 
spring wild flower sale that has 
become a major New England

NEW

GOTHIC 





The house was built in 1866 and for 99 years was a New 
Orleans nursing home. It was a run-down ruin, lacking 
a family kitchen, when new owners purchased it not 
long ago. In remodeling the house, they created a kitch- 
en where none existed, choosing a bay window area as 
the focal point and fitting out surrounding spaces with 
cabinets copied from a steamboat Gothic plantation 
called San Francisco. From the plantation’s butler’s pan- 
try came the design for the arched, glass-paned cup- 
boards and the under-the-counter cabinets (right). For 
practicality the countertops are of Formica; for vintage 
character they are finished with rounded or “bull- 
nosed” wood edging. Another typical detail of c. 1860 
Victorian design is the tongue-and-groove beaded- 
board ceiling, painted a pale sage-green. Gingerbread 
trim was added to suit the owner’s fancy. 


Instead of creating an open 
kitchen, architect Davis 
Jahncke of Jahncke Spooner 
Associates interrupted the 
space with two pantry areas 
above and plan).

A feeling of nostalgia for the 18th 
century, particularly for the court of 
Louis XV, inspired a rococo revival 
in which Parisian designs served as 
models for furniture makers on both 
sides of the channel. The revival 
was more flamboyant than the orig- 
inal in many instances, with the 
curved legs and characteristic carv- 
ing just a bit more emphatic. The 
subtle curves of the 18th century 
gave way to more undulating lines, 
and the almost abstract floral orna- 
ment popular early was replaced by 
more realistic rendering. Rosewood, 
mahogany and walnut were the 
woods favored, but there was a cer- 
tain amount of painted and gilded 
furniture too. Rococo designs were 
favored for parlor sets, with chairs 
mainly having upholstered backs 
and seats. The first of the rococo 
revival designs appeared in English 
design books of the 1820s. Such de- 
signs were already flourishing at the

time of the Crystal Palace exhibition 
of 1851, the first World’s Fair, when 
French, Austrian, Italian and English 
examples were on view. 

The Gothic Revival had been sug- 
gested in 18th-century design 
books, but it did not become really 
significant until the 1830s when it 
was conceived as another 
reaction to classicism. 
The English designer 
A.W.N. Pugin called it 
a Christian style that 
was a fitting antidote 
to the paganism that 
had been popular for 
centuries. He also 
thought that Gothicism had roman- 
tic connotations along the lines of 
Ivanhoe and King Arthur. Designers 
found ideas in late Gothic furni- 
ture—works of the 15th and 16th 
centuries—and in elegant architec- 
ture of the 12th and 13th centuries. 
While some work might be consid- 
ered reproduction, more of it was in 
characteristic 19th-century forms 
that were embellished with Gothic 
patterns. Rose windows and pointed 
arches from early cathedrals became 
chair backs and the framing for 
glazed doors on bookcases. Halls, 
bedrooms and libraries were rooms 
most likely to be furnished in the 
Gothic Revival style, but, occasion- 
ally one finds dining room and par- 
lor furniture as well. The best m

known Gothic Revival designer, Pu- 
gin, published a number of English 
books from the 1830s on. He also 
was responsible for the medieval 
court at the 1851 exhibition. 

A popular Gothic variant, the 

Elizabethan style, flourished at 
about the same time as the Gothic 
and had its counterparts on the 
Continent. The Elizabethan was a 
very free interpretation of 16th-cen- 
tury English design which included 
elements of the 17th century. The 
typical chair, for example, was 
based on the narrow, tall-backed 
17th-century Jacobean model with 
spiral-turned supports on the back. 
Fretwork, or pierced-work orna- 
ment was applied to flat areas on 
cabinets and chests in designs that 
did relate to Elizabethan models. 
This was a style that was popular 
for parlors and halls and it appeared 
in books of designs between the 
1830s and 1850s. 
The Renaissance Re- 
vival was suggested in 
design books as early 
as the late 1830s, but 
it was not until mid- 
century that it really 
flourished. It was 
16th-century French 
Renaissance work that furnished 
the inspiration with the mid-centu- 
ry examples distinguished by hand- 
some relief carvings. Forms tended 
to be straight, heavy and embel- 
lished with relief decorating in mo- 
tifs that often related to hunting 
and fishing, since cabinets and side- 
boards in the style were popular 
dining room forms. Since the Re- 
naissance was a Classical period, de- 
signs in the revival sometimes had 
18th-century Louis XVI neoclassical 
motifs assimilated into essentially 
Renaissance designs. 

The Early Victorian cabinetmaker 
or furniture manufacturer made fur- 
niture that varied in scale. Some 
pieces were monumental while 
many were rather small. Work in 


wood was made, in some instances, 





by traditional means, but there were 
changes initiated so that, for inex- 
pensive work, designs were simpli- 
fied to speed up production. Al- 
though there 
patented to eliminate some of the 


were machines 
time-consuming steps required to 
make a piece of furniture, the 
speed-up was ultimately achieved 
through the simplification of design. 
Carving was minimized. Carved, 
curving legs were replaced by cut- 
outs. Because handsome graining 
was favored there was little 
painted furniture made on a 
grand level. Technical innova- 
tions inspired a few new 
kinds of furniture.

om! Mrs. Brown’s advice: “Never 
worry. Use all your energy and 
thoughts to solve real problems. There 
are enough of those in decorating.” 

Eleanor Brown is punctual. She re- 
members her father saying to her, 
“Don’t steal. When you keep someone 
waiting, you are robbing them of their 
time. Nothing is more precious than 
time.” She anticipates things like traf- 
fic and, if she’s walking, she uses the 
time for window shopping. As a result 
she never appears breathless and never 
greets someone with an apology. 

Her extraordinary memory of houses 
and rooms is due in large part to her 
genuine love of what she does. Ideas 
pour into her work like a waterfall. 
Yet, when an overly enthusiastic client 
attempted to force from her a solution 
to a difficult design problem, Mrs. 
Brown said, “I don’t have the answer 
yet; I haven’t dreamt on it.” 

Naturally, Mrs. Brown maintains 
high standards. By letting junior assis- 
tants go to the biggest and most impor- 





tant jobs while still so green we were 
enlarged by observing how she did 
things—the classic ‘“master/appren- 
tice” relationship. : 

We were once working in a large 
New York City apartment on Fifth Av- 
enue with clients who had very little of 
quality to start us off. Mrs. Brown ex- 
amined the 14 rooms and after we’d 
left she said, ‘“There are three things 
we can do to give that apartment quali- 
ty. In the living room the mantel 
should be upgraded, throughout the 
apartment we should put the air condi- 
tioners through the walls and the din- 
ing room needs a breakfront.” That 
was all. By using fresh colors, chintzes 
and lots of well-designed upholstered 
furniture we were able to turn an ordi- 
nary place into something quite special. 
Mrs. Brown takes first steps first. She 
knows that her clients will build on her 
decorating ideas if the structural back- 
grounds are sound and at their best. 

Now that I’m on my own I’m aware 
that what she taught wasn’t a mere 
preparation for a profession. It was a 
readying for life.

The American Craft of Vinegar Painting 





An easy craft, using Inexpensive 


materials and household implement 
to make designs in the paint—like 
wadded-up tissue or toweling. See 
examples in color, pages 104-105. 





1. With sharp scissors notch sawtooth 
edging in a piece of stiff cardboard to 
make a painting implement—depending 
on your hand motion, you can make 


waves, straight stripes or zigzags. 


Vinegar painting was developed by busy country craftsmen in early-19th- 
century America in order to do quick and easy “‘fancy’”” work. The method 
was simple, using inexpensive, accessible materials, and the results were 
handsome and decorative. Vinegar makes a fun, fast-drying medium to 
paint with. The liquid takes bold impressions of any implement that comes 
to hand—feather, cork, bottle top, rag, whatever. For preparation: Paint on a 
base coat of flat enamel and, when dry, sand smooth. (Note: The most 
effective color mixes are dark tones over light ones—red, blue, purple, green 
or brown over off-white.) To lighten colors, add white; to subdue tones, add 
brown or black—and before painting, wipe the surface clean with plain 
vinegar. For fancy finishing: In a jar mix 1/2 cup vinegar, 1 teaspoon sugar and a 
squeeze of detergent. In another jar put 1 teaspoon dry poster paint and 
enough vinegar solution for a paste. Stir, and combine mixtures (makes 
enough for a small tabletop). The paint should have a creamy consistency. 
For patterns: Experiment on paper first. If you’re unhappy with the results on 
the actual object, wipe off with a vinegar-dipped rag. Cross-combing with 
sawtooth-cut cardboard gives a woven effect; dragging with a dry brush 
creates ripples. When dry, varnish with four or five coats of clear semigloss 
or high-gloss polyurethane; rub with wet or dry fine sandpaper.™

The Smithsonian Institution 
lists 2,983 species of plants as 
threatened or endangered. In the 
past, preservation meant protect- 
ing wild habitats. But it’s getting 
harder and harder as development 
continues. The Endangered Spe- 





cies Act is up for reauthorization, 
and things don’t look good. The 
future of these plants may be up 
to us (see HB Lookout, page 29). Amer- 
icans, famous for rallying to a 
cause, are looking for ways to save 
these plants—in their backyards. 

In the past, wild flower gardeners 
collected plants from the wild, but to- 
day, enlightened enthusiasts only res- 
cue endangered plants. Rescuers must 
take the responsibility of guaranteeing 
survival in the new home. The best 
way to procure plants for your wild 
flower garden is to buy them. 

Take a tip from the motto of the 
New England Wild Flower Society, 
“Conservation Through Propagation.” 
Buy plants, and when you do, make 
sure that you buy them from a reputa- 
ble nursery that propagates plants and 
does not collect from the wild. 

If part of your property is somewhat 
wild, you have already seen some of 
the plants that will grow for you, and 
the conditions they require. Encourage 
these wildings and add more of the 
same or similar ones. 

Or you might like to try to make a 
small woodland wild flower garden in 
a secluded spot by a doorway, or under 
a deep-rooted tree that won’t compete 
for moisture and nutrition. Buy those 
plants that occur naturally in the moist 
shady spots of the forests near your 
home. Investigate their environments 
and re-create them on your site.

Some ways to help a 
venerable cat age 
gracefully 


By MORDECAI SIEGAL 
Gray hair and a slower gait does not 
mean your cat is ready for a gold 
watch, a pension and a trip to Hawaii. 
If you treat your pet like an old cat, he 
will become “‘an old cat.’’ No one can 
argue with the concept of an inevitable 
aging process. However, it can certain- 
ly be manipulated and put off for a 
while. Let decrepitude take a holiday. 
Avoidance of stress 

Nothing uses up a cat’s life quicker 
than stress. It comes from two basic 
forces—extreme physical experience 
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and anxiety caused by emotional activ- 
ity. It is thought that emotional stress 
produces more disease than physical 
stress, which includes exposure to ex- 
treme heat and cold, pain, wounds, 
surgery and excessive exercise. 

Emotional stress could be referred, to 
as distress. It has been my experience 
that cats are among the less adaptive 
creatures. When they are forced to 
adapt to changes in their lives they 
become emotionally stressed, which in 
turn quickens the aging process or even 
induces sickness. There is only so much 
resistance to stress that a cat’s body can 
deliver before it begins to succumb. 

Aging cats must not be exposed to 
other cats who are sick. They must not 
be moved from one home to another, 
especially to a strange, temporary 
home. Boarding an older cat is ex- 
tremely stressful. Do not allow a 
strange cat to challenge your mature 
cat’s territory and position. This hap- 
pens when the family decides to bring 
another pet into the house. Do not 
adopt a kitten or young adult if your 
older cat has always had the run of the 
house for himself. 

Give your cat a stress-free atmo- 
sphere with no drafts and a quiet place 
to sleep, someplace safe where he can 
get away from it all. 

Feline meditation 

Exclusive time with an aging cat can 
at least make him happier and at most 
extend his life. Try something I call 
“FM” (feline meditation). Find a quiet, 
private place where you and the cat 
will not be disturbed. Place him on 
your lap. Lay the flat of both hands as 
near the cat’s heart as possible. Allow 
your hands to gently rise and fall on 
the rib cage with the rhythm of his 
breathing. Breath together. Do not 
stare directly into the animal’s eyes. 
Stroke his fur with one hand. Close 
your eyes and whisper the cat’s name 
softly. Bear in mind that the medita- 
tion is for the benefit of the cat. The 
objective is fis relaxation. The goal is

art of the joy of touring 
the southern Appala- 
chians after the snows 
have gone is seeing the 
profusion of wild flowers 
living in every corner and 
crevice.

If the flowers of the mountains differ 
with the months, so do those of the 
foothills, piedmont and coastal plain. 
Different elevations are different 
worlds, with species changing not only 
from north to south, but from sea level 
to thousands of feet up on cold moun- 
tain slopes.

Wild flowers brought home this way 
seldom survive. They are moved dur- 
ing the most delicate portion of the life 
cycle, from soil and moisture to which 
they have become accustomed, into a 
foreign material dripping with synthet- 
ic nutrients. But it doesn’t provide the 
sweet vapors of forest soil, the loving 
rubbing of a passing earthworm, or the 
gentle stroking of a beetle lolling 
among the roots. 

If you want those beautiful wild 
flowers in your home garden, you can 
prepare for them, anticipate their arriv- 
al and have them in abundance with- 
out the guilt attendant on taking them 
from the wild. Unknown to most of us, 
wild flowers can be bought by mail. 

There exists an inconspicuous frater- 
nity of wild flower growers, seldom 
getting the publicity afforded the major

want, shipped at the right time of the 
year to assure survival, with instruc- 
tions on care. In some cases, plantlets 
are offered; in other cases, seeds. 
Guidebooks for travelers 

But you can’t order that beauty if 
you don’t know what it is. While most 
of us know the common garden flow- 
ers, native species are quite another 
story, particularly if they live in shady, 
moist surroundings and only flower 
briefly. Hunting wild flowers with a 
guidebook makes good family fun, es- 
pecially since you can go to the same 
location every other month and find an 
entirely different selection to identify 
and enjoy. Be assured—somebody, 
somewhere, has written a guidebook 
about the flowers in your neighbor- 
hood. Most of them are little known, 
since it is the Peterson and Audubon 
guides with which most of us are fa- 
miliar. Those national guidebooks are 
great for backup identifications, but 
they can be too inclusive for quick and 
easy reference. The little regional 
guides are usually just what you need 
for where you're going. (Editor's note: See 
HB Lookout, page 32, for information on one of 
the newest authoratative books on wild flowers.) 

It’s a wonderful way to travel the 
parks and byways, and a way to bring 
home an abundance of memories and 
ideas for next season’s garden.

Owners of paintings in damaged an- 
tique gilt or carved wood frames 
should seek expert advice before send- 
ing them out for restoration. As ship- 
ping empty frames is risky and cum- 
bersome, conservationists often suggest 
that the frame be sent with the painting, 
intact. As for mirrors in old frames, 
cost and common sense should deter- 
mine whether to replace or resilver a 
mirror or have gilt or painted decora- 
tion on the mirror restored.

A The basket of ar- 

tificial fruit was a popular ornament 
for the center of a Victorian sideboard. 
Most of the fruit was made from mod- 
eled wax that was colored to appear as 
realistic fruit. Huge arrangements of 
wax flowers, vegetables and fruit were 
made and placed in footed glass or chi- 
na. bowls and displayed under glass 
domes. This type of decoration was 
popular from 1850 to about 1915. 

The less formal version of the fruit- 
filled dome was a simpler basket filled 
with imitation fruit. Wax was suscepti- 
ble to heat, cold or breakage, but ala- 
baster or marble could be carved and 
tinted to resemble natural fruit. Your 
basket appears to date from 1880, al- 
though fruit like yours is still being 
made. Old tin pieces and old carved 
marble fruit are very much in demand. 
The basket should be worth about 
$800; the fruit sells for about $50 each.

A Your teapot is a piece of English 
pearlware in the strawberry pattern. It

is a style that was quite popular from 
about 1820 to 1830. 

Cream-colored earthenware was 
used for dinnerware before 1780. Pearl- 
ware is a specific type of ceramic that 
was first made by Josiah Wedgwood. It 
had a whiter body and a bluer cast to 
the glaze than the earlier creamware. 
Many manufacturers in the Stafford- 
shire district copied the pearlware. At 
least three different strawberry pat- 
terns were made—one with raised de- 
sign, one with luster trim, and one like 
yours with red and green strawberries 
and a trailing vine. Strawberry was a 
popular pattern in the 1820s but only a 
limited number of pieces have sur- 
vived. The pearlware was soft and easi- 
ly chipped or cracked. The price for a 
teapot like yours—even for a slightly 


damaged piece—would range from 
$500 to $600.

A Your table is typical of the En- 
glish papier-mache furniture made 
from 1840 to 1865. Papier-macheé is a 
mixture of paper, glue, resin and flour 
pressed into a hard mat. It was painted 
and used for trays, boxes and all types 
of furniture. 

Though the finished furniture was 
strong, the decorated surface was easily 
damaged by humidity, heat or rough 





treatment. Black lacquer papier-mache 
was meant to resemble dark wood. The 
added decorations were typically Vic- 
torian. Mother-of-pearl was a popular 
decoration. It was embedded in the 
surface before the decoration was com- 
pleted. Additional layers of lacquer and 
numerous polishing left the pearl level 
with the rest of the finish. 

Your table is either a sewing table or 
a teapoy. Lift the top and see what is 
inside. A fabric-lined box or signs of a 
fitted slide that holds a bag under the 
top would be used on a sewing table. A 
teapoy had a box with compartments 
for two tea caddies (one for green tea, 
one for black) and a cut 
glass bowl for 
sugar. If your

These room settings existed 
for a moment and now exist only in 
our photographs. And why did we go 
to all this trouble? To let you know 
what is available in the market and to 
provide you with ideas. If you are in- 
trigued by even one detail, color or 
curtain, we’ve succeeded in our job.

During the 1730s and ‘40s, 
when the style we call rococo 
(deriving from the style of Lou- 
is XV) was at its height, garden 
seats reached a peak of extrava- 
gance. More than any other 
style preceding it, the rococo 
seemed to focus its interest on 
the ebullient exaggerations of 
nature, and we find “fantasti- 
cal’’ creations wherever we 
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year stay in town to eight- 
months-of-the-year in the 
country. With the velocipede 
came the concept of a “week- 
end in the country” and with 
burgeoning railroads, country 
house visits became not only 
possible but de rigueur. Queen 
Victoria’s celebration of family 
life tended to cultivate her sub- 
jects’ quieter pleasures. Hence 
gardening, botany and horticul- 
ture flourished during her 
reign. For example, a photo- 
graph from the 1850s of the 
garden at Panshanger, family 
“seat” of the Cowper family, 
shows porcelain garden stools

eas. These stools were imported 





look. And, as usually happens, 
the design pendulum had swung full- 
strength the other way by the 1750s, 
ushering in the cleaner, lighter style of 
Chippendale. And garden seats reflect- 
ed the ensuing vogue. 

About two years ago it was my priv- 
ilege to photograph country houses 
and castles in the British Isles. Without 
exception each house had its own 
parks and gardens and its own special 
garden seat designed especially for the 
family that lived there. Traditionally, 
these furnishings were made by the es- 
tate carpentry whose tasks revolved 
more generally around the upkeep of 
the great house and its outbuildings. 

Garden seats I saw at Birr Castle and 
at Glin in Ireland were made with the 
classic English joinery methods of 
dowel and mortice-and-tenon manu- 


facture passed down through genera- 


tions of craftsmen. At Birr I saw one 
seat whose back incorporated the ini 
tials A and R to honor Anne, Countess 
of Rosse, who lives there. At Glin, 
however, the seats were examples of 
fine Chippendale open-fretwork de- 


sign. All were freshly painted with the 


glossy white enamel that is known to 


resist the natural elements admirably. 

Mahogany has been the preferred 
wood for durable garden furniture; 
oak, teak, redwood and maple are 
being used now in modern manufac- 
ture. The Victorians, however, pre- 
ferred their garden furniture to be cast 
iron, which they hastened to paint 
white. And by the time the Edwardians 
discovered the pleasures of the garden 
a revival of the 18th-century love of 
rococo grotesque was in full swing. 

Now, why do I call innocent garden 
seats “seats of power?” 

In the 17th and 18th centuries the 
country house of a gentleman-farmer 
(remember that even so great a man as 
Henry Francis du Pont called himself a 
farmer”) was regarded as a symbol of 
immense material wealth combined 
with vast territorial dominion. The 
houses were edifices first, homes sec- 
ond. With the accession of Queen Vic- 
toria the distinction began to change. 
She heralded a new era of respect for, 
and interest in, the family. So the tradi- 
tional yearly residence pattern of En- 
gland and Ireland’s great families began 
to shift from an eight-months-of-the- 


from the Orient before England 
and France turned them out. 

Today, traditional estate-made gar- 
den furniture is once again in demand. 
As many of England’s greatest families 
struggle to keep their lands and houses, 
their long-acknowledged ingenuity 
shines forth. This time the focus is 
Chatsworth in Derbyshire, ancestral 
home of the Duke and Duchess of 
Devonshire. The duchess has just writ- 
ten a book about her experience living 
in and managing a house she says has 
3,426 feet of interior walkways. And it 
is she who, with interior designer Da- 
vid Mlinaric, has expanded her own 
estate carpentry to make the old-fash- 
ioned garden seats, benches, chairs, ta-

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By DEE HARDIE 


henever I come 


home to Thorn- 

hill from a trip, I 

first touch base 

with the furni- 
ture. I walk around the rooms, I pat the 
sofa, I tuck in a cushion. It’s part of a 
pattern. I keep the house, and the 
house keeps me. 

I like to think it’s as glad to see me as 
I am to be home. This furniture is im- 
portant to us. Over the years it has 
become a chronicle of our lives. And 
some of it has been with us always, 
from the very beginning. 

The beginning was in Paris where we 
were married 32 years ago. Although 
our first apartment was furnished, I 
wanted to stake a territorial claim like 
every young bride. I thought about in- 
vesting in some chairs with wedding- 
present money. Visions of French de- 
sign danced in my head. 

Tom had other ideas. A journalist, he 
was convinced that the Russians were 
coming. (This was 1950 and the Cold 
War was still chilly.) He said I could 
buy anything as long as / could carry it 
away. Perhaps it was his way of keep- 
ing me on a newlywed’s budget. What- 
ever, it worked and I made only one 
purchase: a small Empire table with a 
marble top edged with a brass crown. 
And when I look at it now I think of 
Paris when we were young. 

After a year we came home with 
what I thought was quite a bit of savoir 
faire, but with very few worldly pos- 
sessions—that one small table and a 
large wicker trunk filled with the 
kitchen delights of copper pots and 
blue and white checkered plates. But

faire, our parents came to our rescue. 

They gave us furniture, as their own 
parents had done, and that’s the way 
our house grew. It was never new fur- 
niture, mind you, just good old family 
retainers—a table, some beds, a sofa 
that looks like Queen Victoria lying 
down. As we matured, so did our fur- 
niture. We received, in time, the finer 
furniture of the family. A mélange, it is 
all very much at home here—a tidy 
Boston chest, the curvy New Orleans 
settee where my father-in-law pro- 
posed to Tom’s mother, a rocking chair 
from Alabama that creaks correctly. 

At times, I must admit, I wondered 
about taking on this furniture, inherit- 
ing the taste of others, not always my 
own palate. But I learned, very quickly, 
about living with rooms as they grow 
old. You merely wake them up! I cov- 
ered everything in the living room with 
the same bright English chintz, and 
dressed the sleigh bed with a country 
quilt. Colorful fabrics and a clever up- 
holsterer made them mine, all mine. 

Just as I thought we had settled 
down, some rooms, | find, are going 
into their second childhood.

Richard Lowell Neas is as well-known for his 
trompe 1 oeil painting (which includes wall pan- 
eling, murals and stone floors) as he is for his 
interior design. His work, which ranges from 
American country to traditional English and 
French, reflects his knowledge of and sensitivity 


fo the very best historical designs. 


“Finishing touches are what bring a 
room alive,” says Richard Lowell Neas. 
“Designers who prefer the minimal 
look, with steel and glass and big white 
sofas, use practically no detail. I am a 
designer who really likes details. Every 
pillow must have a braid or fringe or 
cord; curtains have to be bound in rib- 
bon or trimmed in a fringe or lined 
with a wonderful calico. For instance, 
the curtains in my own apartment have 
two different trims. The valances 
(which are also smocked at the top just 
like little girls’ dresses) have long 
fringe, and the curtains themselves

look at a room with wonderful detail, 
you notice the buttons in the chair 
cushion or the binding on the bottom 
of the sofa. Such details make the room 
richer, more interesting. 

“And, of course, the same is true for 
walls and ceilings just as it is for cur- 
tains and upholstery. I am particularly 
fond of detailed ceilings. All through 
the great architectural periods in his- 
tory the ceiling—coffered, vaulted, 
muralled—was an important facet of 
the room design, but today it is largely 
ignored. I like to wallpaper a ceiling 
and add a paper border—sometimes 
three—around the edge to give it em- 
phasis. Even if the ceiling is low, I 
sometimes use a subtle, delicate paper. 
Because a low ceiling is closer to your 
vision, it’s nice to have some little pat- 
tern to look at.” 

Mr. Neas points out that if there are 
too many details on everything, a room 
becomes fussy. “When too much is go- 
ing on, you lose the point. However, 
like many designers with years of ex- 
perience, I can close my eyes and see 
how a room will look when it’s done, 
so I sense (as the design is developing) 
there

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TO STAY IN A RUSTIC FARMHOUSE OR RELAIS 
IS TO FEEL THE INTIMACY OF PROVENCE 


he vast majority of 

Americans who 

“know” France of- 

ten only know Paris 
and the Riviera. Without 
question the capital and 
the resort hold great attrac- 
tion. But there’s a com- 
pletely different experi- 
ence awaiting Americans who are 
looking for another facet of France, a 
France whose pace is /ente, slow and 
easy; whose face is prive, not so public; 
and whose gout, taste, once acquired, 
isn’t soon forgotten. That part of 
France is Provence. In its country sense 
of practical tradition there’s a satisfy- 
ing style of living that draws people 
back again and again. 

While the term Provencal is used to 
describe the flair of a particular region 
of southeastern France, Provence actu- 
ally extends from Marseilles to the east 
and the Camargue to the west. Farther 
east toward Toulon you come to the 
Cote d’Azur; farther west, Montpellier 
in Languedoc. But as anyone who has 
traveled through Provence can tell you, 
Provencal is descriptive of a style that 
is among France’s provincial glories. 

For one thing, Provence encompasses 
a startlingly wide range of topography 
for so small a region—really only a few 
hundred square miles. From the beach- 
es of the Mediterranean one drives up 
into the hills and then into the hinter- 
lands at the foot of the Alps—and 
many consider the Alps to be a proper 
part of the area. There’s a quality of 
Weather there to be found nowhere

else in the world. Dazzling light and 
pure air have lured painters and pho- 
tographers for generations, challenging 
their best efforts and skill to capture 


this country’s ethereal charm. 


Intimate hotels and inns 
There is a regional appeal of tradi- 
tional Provencal architecture in its 


farmhouses—its mas, cabanes, bastides and 





oustaux. These small dwellings are usu- 


ally covered in the Roman 
style with half-rounded 
terra-cotta tiles. Their win- 
dows are designed to keep 
the mischievous mistral 
out of the house as well as 
the sometimes brutal heat 
of the summer months. A 
mas is a big farmhouse 
whose outbuildings have been incorpo- 
rated under one roof with the primary 
residence. Cabanes are small shelters, 
originally intended to protect goat- 
herds, which are now being converted 
into luxurious bungalows at many of 
the more posh resorts. 

One of the joys of touring Provence 
is the opportunity to stay in these tra- 
ditional farmhouses that are part of the 
nationwide association called Relais et 
Chateaux. Yes, the farmhouses are part 
of the system, but so are the chateaus, 
so the range of experience can vary 
widely. These intimate hotels, some 
with world-famous restaurants at- 
tached, are all owner-managed, scru- 
pulously looked after and are constant- 
ly being examined and upgraded. Each 
patron of a relais (which best translates 
as “‘inn’’) is devoted to putting his or 
her personal stamp on every detail of 
the hotel’s management from the ar 
rangement of flowers in your room to 
the presentation of memorable repas. 

Because each chateau and relais is 
substantially different, many travelers, 
French and American alike, devote 
their entire vacations to doing them all, 
one region at a time. The adventure is

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well worth the effort it takes to plan 
ahead. Remember, the month of Au- 
gust is tantamount to a national holi- 
day in France and your reservation will 
compete with all the French travelers’. 
A year’s advance booking isn’t too 
soon to assure your place. 


Recommended relais 

Here’s a brief description of some of 
the relais and chateaus House Beautiful 
editors enjoyed last year: 
@ Auberge de Noves between Avi- 
gnon and Aix-en-Provence is a con- 
verted Provencal manor famous for its 
standards of Old World hotelier ser- 
vice. It has only 20 rooms. Its restau- 
rant, run by André Lalleman, is consid- 
ered among the best in France and 
Michelin’s guide vert has awarded it two 
stars. (See page 142 for some of M. Lalleman s 
superb dishes.) 
@ Oustau de Baumaniere’s extrava- 
gant reputation for its restaurant is 
well substantiated. And its wine cellar 
is unexcelled. Michelin has given it 
three stars. The inn lies just below Les 
Baux, a village perched atop an aston- 
ishing escarpment of bauxite. The 
views of Les Baux from Oustau’s ro- 
mantic terraces at sunset are spectacu- 
lar and not soon forgotten. 
@La Chateau de la Chevre d’Or is 
another beautifully situated inn. Its 
restaurant, (Michelin gives it a star) 
which gives the impression of being 
cantilevered over a cliff, overlooks Cap 
Ferrat to the south and Monte Carlo to 
the east. The inn, with six rooms, is 
nestled in the ancient perched village 
of Eze, a mere 20-minute drive from 
Monte Carlo, straight up and above the 
three corniches—the highways that twist 
their way at different levels along the 
beautiful Cote d’Azur. 


@La Mourrachonne between Grasse | 


and Mougins, Picasso’s home, has but 
four rooms and a fabulous restaurant 
too. The hosts do the most beautifully 
arranged breakfast trays that are set 
out for you on your own private ter- 
race. La Mourrachonne’s special quali- 
ty is the utter joy of French country 
cooking. Chefs Guy Tricon and Jean 
André bring their own personal style 
and art to preparing memorable meals

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(Michelin gives them a star as well.) 
In Grasse you may want to stop to 
see the authentic 18th-century kitchen 
in the Fragonard Museum to give you 
some idea of how such regional culi- 
nary arts were really executed. 
@ Le Cagnard is another of the inns 
blessed with a magnificent view: the 
famous lookout of this 10-room relais is 
found again on the terrace. The hotel is 
about a mile and a half from Nice on 
the way to Vence, an area rich in abun- 
dant country produce. Lovers of mod- 
ern art will appreciate the hotel’s prox- 
imity to the world-famous Fondation 
Maeght (pronounced “mahg’) and the | 
inn called La Colombe d’Or with its 
collection of Impressionist art. St. Paul- 
de-Vence is a food lover’s paradise. 
The village brims with tiny boutiques 
that specialize in all the herbs and 
spices the area is famous for. And, al- 
ways a bargain, the bottles of extra- 
virgin, cold-pressed olive oil—less ex- 
pensive here than elsewhere. Grasse is 
the perfume center of France and from 
early spring through midsummer, its 
flower festivals draw great crowds. 


Famous chefs who teach 

French gold medal chef Roger Vergé 
uses the first of his two restaurants, 
Moulin de Mougins (the other is the 
just-opened Restaurant L’Amandier 
de Mougins) as the scene for his cook- 
ing school L’Ecole du Moulin. A week- 
long program of master classes with M.

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called Simca’s Cuisine, runs for six 
weeks in the fall. She accepts no more 
than 10 students at a time and prefers 
to have them live at her house in Do- 
maine de Bramafan. The classes, which 
last five days and six nights, cost about 
$1,000 (lodging, breakfasts and lunches 
included). During her career she has 
traveled and taught extensively 
throughout the United States, and her 
newest book, New Menus from Simca’s 
Cuisine (written with Michael James), 
brings new insights into some of her 
favorite dishes.

The 28-year history of the Relais et 
Chateaux association is a fascinating 
one. It was born in 1954 as an eight- 
member chain and by 1957 had grown 
to a membership of 24. In 1963, René 
Traversac started the Chateaux Hotels, 
and eight years later Joseph Olivereaux 
assumed its presidency. The merged 
organization of Relais and Chateaux 
was established in 1975. In 1980 the 
group celebrated its 25th birthday and 
counted 290 members from 23 coun- 
tries. Today, this exclusive group has 
331 members in 29 countries. 

The membership includes 10 restau- 
rants that have earned the exalted 
three-star Michelin rating—39 with 
two, and 49 with one star. In 1983 the 
San Ysidro Ranch in Santa Barbara, 
California joined the L’Ermitage Res- 
taurant in Los Angeles in being elected 
to membership. Le Francais Restaurant 
in Wheeling, Ill. and Far Horizons in 
Sarasota, Fla. are the only other two in 
America.

Twenty ideas from top florists—from 


centerpieces to bouquets 


Flowers go down the aisle with the 
bride. They’re tossed over her shoulder 
at the reception. They’re among her 
most personal expressions, especially 
when they’re used to make the wed- 
ding reception mood festive and the 
dinner tables inviting. We’ve asked 
three top florists to share their wedding 
flower ideas—for you to use or adapt 
for your next special occasion. 
From Sura Kayla of Carlson/Kayla Design 
Assoc., New York City: 

1. Welcome guests with a heart- 





shaped wreath on the door—try one of 
fresh baby’s breath (see page 48) or dried 
baby’s breath mixed with bridal 
roses—they’re creamy white with deli- 
cate pink centers. 

2. Set a romantic mood with an all- 
white color scheme—white moire table 
skirts, lace top cloths and a centerpiece 
of fat, ivory candles ringed with a 
wreath of baby’s breath. 

3. Clusters of black grapes make a 
wonderful centerpiece when displayed 
in footed silver bowls and decorated 
with tiny vials of wisteria, blue hy- 
drangeas or blue pansies. 

4. Drape an entryway, church aisle 
or buffet table with wisteria-vine gar- 
lands. To keep the blossoms fresh, cut 
them off and insert in water tubes, 
wire the tubes onto the vines and dis- 
guise with moss. 

5. Create a centerpiece with water 
lilies or gardenias floating in a bowl. 

6. Give your centerpiece romantic 
lighting by surrounding it with votive 
candles, set out on galax leaves or nes- 
tled in polished stones. 


7. For a simple but eye-catching 
centerpiece, choose a variety of flowers 
in the same color—try white or, for an 
exotic look, choose flowers in a rare 
color such as blue or purple. In the blue 
family: delphiniums, grape hyacinths, 
Dutch spring hyacinths, hydrangea and 
cornflowers. In the purple range: odon- 
toglossum orchids, Thai orchids and 
heather. 

8. What do you do if your reception 
room has a high ceiling that requires 
tall centerpieces—but you still want 
guests to be able to see across the ta- 
ble? Try an arrangement of tall, flower- 
ing quince or magnolia branches—dra- 
matic yet airy enough to permit 
across-the-table conversation. To bal- 
ance the height of the branches, add 
long-stemmed lilacs and lilies at the 
base of the arrangement. 

From Dennis Howe of Howe Floral Co., New 
York City: 
9. Instead of a cloth canopy huppah at 





a Jewish wedding, create a natural ver- 
sion out of four 6-foot ficus trees by 
tying the tops of the branches together. 
Decorate with tiny white lights and 
baby’s breath; set each tree in a white 
basket and plant white narcissus and 
cyclamen at the tree base. 

10. Here’s how to stage a boat recep- 
tion: Deck the railings and mast with 
garlands of asparagus fern decorated 
with baby’s breath. For centerpieces 
weighty enough to withstand the sway 
of the waves, fill square glass vases 
with black Japanese stones and purple 
and pink zinnias. 

11. Pink peonies are splendid by &

themselves as a centerpiece. Also try 
mixing them with lilacs in a glassbub- 
ble bowl. To disguise the stems, sub- 
merge strands of ivy in the bowl. 

12. For a beach or summer wedding, 
plant tulips or bulb plants in crystal 
bowls filled with sand. 

13. Today, bridal bouquets are being 
created out of loosely wired flowers 
(cascading flowers have faded from 
popularity). And the flowers being 
chosen are unusual ones such as anem- 
ones, tulips, orchids, heather and field 
flowers. For a touch of white, try free- 
sia instead of baby’s breath. 

14. At-home wedding advice: Let 
your florist scout your china cup- 
board—he may find the perfect con- 
tainer (perhaps a seldom-used silver 
coffee urn) that will make the wedding 
flowers more personal and eliminate 
the extra cost of renting vases. 

15. Beware of overdoing the flowers, 
especially for an at-home wedding. 
Too many arrangements overpower the 
guests. Remember also that people do 
need a place to set down their drinks, 
so keep the coffee table free.

16. For a lush centerpiece that needs 
no arranging, set a flat of miniature 
daffodils in a low basket. 

17. To create a garden feeling for an 
outdoor wedding or a reception in a 
tent, limit the flowers to potted plants, 
massed in the entryway and set on the 
tables.

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HOW TO CARE FOR 


STERLING 
SILVER 


Growing up in the old South, a Geor- 
gian tells us, one’s silver was always on 
the table. Heirloom sets made daily ap- 
pearances, whether the fare was ham 
and grits or an elegant roast. 

Today, with meals on the run and 
formal family dining gone with the 
wind, silver tends to be saved for spe- 
cial occasions. It needn’t be, because 
one of silver’s sterling virtues is its im- 
mense practicality—daily use only 
adds to its luster. Here, we offer silver 
care tips from the Sterling Silversmiths 
Guild of America: 

@ Sterling silver is dishwasher safe. 
Manufacturers do suggest removing it 
before the dry cycle, since water tends 
to stain any metal left to air dry. 

@ When using a dishwasher, don’t 
load sterling and stainless next to each 
other. If the stainless touches, it may 
leave a mark on your sterling. 

@ Hollow-handled knives should be 
hand-washed; dishwashing may jostle 
them and cause the handles to loosen. 

@ Never place a rubber band around 
silver—it will leave a mark. 

@ If you have a large silver service 
and a small family, rotate the pieces so 
that all will be used and washed. 

@ If you hand-wash your silver, 
soak only a few pieces at a time to 
minimize scratching. 

@ Most people polish their silver 
twice a year.

FLOWERS THAT BLOOM 
IN THE SPRING 


hat dynamic trio—peonies, 
irises and poppies—is a late 
spring showstopper any gar- 
dener can grow. Such plants 
thrive and bloom with little care and 
provide cut flowers for the house. 
However, these great blooming peren- 
nials are usually planted late in the 
growing season (irises in August, peo- 
nies and poppies in the autumn), but 
many container-grown perennials can 
be purchased and planted now. 


Blue-and-white gardens 

Designing the border of a flower gar- 
den is challenging. It isn’t just a matter 
of collecting your favorites. Plants 
must be chosen for time of bloom, ar- 
ranged by height and, very important, 
selected to create the most pleasing col- 
or combinations. Some gardeners find 
that limiting color to shades of just one 
or two hues is an easy way to guaran- 
tee success. By avoiding complex color 
schemes, there is less risk of ending up 
with a garish crazy quilt of flowers. 

Blue and white is a popular color 
combination for both indoor arrange- 
ments and outdoor flower gardens. A 
border of just blue-and-white flowers 
is sometimes called the day-and-night 
garden—not only because of its day- 
light whites and midnight blues, but 
also for the times the garden is en- 
joyed. The blue colors look especially 
bright early in the day, and a back- 
ground planting of heavenly blue 
morning glories puts on an incredible 
forenoon performance. 

After dusk, the whites come into 
their own: The morning glories have 
long since faded; but the white blos- 
soms of the moon vine, interspersed

with the morning glories, unfurl to 
take their place. The blue flowers look 
almost black in the night, and the 
bright green foliage recedes to become 
a monotone background for the white 
phlox, daisies and impatiens that glow 
in the moonlight. 

Jack Aprill, a landscape designer and 
founder of the Leaming’s Run Botani- 
cal Gardens, cultivated a blue-and- 
white border on the grounds of his 
Cape May, N.J., garden. He calls it his 
evening garden. “It’s perfect for the 
working couple who want a planting to 
enjoy before and after work.” 

The blue-and-white garden should 
be placed near entertaining areas. 
Grown adjacent to the patio, it presents 
a lovely vista during intimate break- 
fasts and after office dinners. Guests 
can share the magic of the evening as it 
transforms the bicolor garden into a 
bewitching place, where white beacons 
illuminate the landscape. 


Spring garden checklist 

@ Get ready to move houseplants to 
their summering place. Don’t ex- 
pose them to strong winds or sun. 

®@ Fertilize herbaceous perennials, ones 
that produce new foliage from the 
ground each year. 

@ Get rid of spent flower blooms on 
annuals. Cut faded flowers from rho- 
dodendrons, laurel and lilac. 

@ Trim lupines and delphiniums after 
they bloom. 

® Tomatoes should be set into the gar- 
den early this month. Provide stakes 
for the plants to grow on as they pro- 
gress in their development. 

@ Put out Japanese beetle and gypsy 
moth traps. They really work.@

“Start by washing your face while 
filling your bath with very warm wa- 
ter.

O absorb the special visual magic of Pro- 
vence is to drive past lavender fields, 
orchards of espaliered pear trees and 
hillsides dappled with the omnipresent 
yellow genét bush. It is to walk through 
country markets and sample fresh pro- 
duce, artfully displayed. Above all, to 
view Provence is to understand the spirit 
of provincial life, to witness firsthand 
the source of rustic design. 

An image captured on an Impression- 
ist canvas, Provence is a way of life— 
older than the olive groves planted 2,500 
years ago by the Greeks, as newly fresh 
as the scent of wild thyme and rosemary. 

The pace slows. Under blue skies and 
endless sunshine, life becomes uncom- 
plicated. One loves the simplicity of this 
southern French land that embraces such 
variety. From the marshes of the Ca- 
margue, where ospreys mingle with 
storks and wild white horses roam the 
flats, to the northern ranges of the Bar- 
onnies mountains, Provence is a study in 
contrasts. The Rhone and Durance rivers 
flow through a land dotted with Roman 
ruins, ancient fortresses, busy cities like 
Avignon and Aix, or sleepy towns like 
St. Remy and Roussillon. &

HE provincial style has always struck a 
sympathetic chord in American hearts. 
Instinctively, we are attracted to the 
honesty and spontaneity of the rustic 
tradition. The desire to make life more 
manageable, more true, makes us wish to 
extricate ourselves from the baggage of 
pretentious design—or perhaps there is 
something about our own pioneer begin- 
nings that has confirmed a longstanding 
affection for this relaxed look, as cheer- 
ful as it is uncontrived. 

The rush seats, light finishes and sim- 
ple hardware of country furniture appeal 
to our sensibilities. In fabric, small pat- 
terns in gay colors captivate us. Table- 
ware made of faience comes in whimsi- 
cal shapes and designs that repeat images 
used for generations in a comforting de- 
sign continuity. 

We are utterly at home with the joy- 
ous spirit of whitewashed walls, painted 
wicker and a cool green garden brought 
indoors. The simply-furnished interiors 
shown here are from a farmhouse—one 
among thousands that dot the country- 
side and that are known as les mas of 
Provence. Often 200 years old or more, 
these modest dwellings are perfectly 
adapted to a climate that either blazes 


-with sun or blows the relentless mistral 


wind for days on end. Outside, the roof 
is shallow and sloping, decorated along 
the eaves with a frill of inverted tiles 
known as genoise. Thick stone walls are 
coated with a pink enduit or glazed stuc- 
co; low doors and shuttered windows are 
slightly arched and vary in size—peas- 
ants built them without standardization, 
simply to suit themselves. 

Inside, the main room characteristical- 
ly features an enormous fireplace which, 
like the thick clay tiles on the floor 
calied fomettes, is also typical of the re- 
gion. The French country housewife 
took pride in her carved panetiere or bread 
cupboard (shown opposite, hanging to 
the right of the door). She would also 
have owned a pefrin or dough box shaped 
like a covered trough over a wooden 
bench and at least one large armoire or 
freestanding closet, as there were none 
built into these simple farmhouses.

seeds and wheat. 
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PROVENCE 
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OOD is treated in Provence just as it 
is everywhere in France—with re- 
spect, even veneration. The region offers 
a cuisine pungent with herbs and the use 
of oils made from more than 60 varieties 
of olive trees. The owner of this kitchen 
is as serious a chef as her impressive 
batterie de cuisine indicates. Her house— 
much larger than the typical mas—dates 
back to the 12th century. (For more on 
southern French cuisine, see pages 137-143.) 

That magnificent dishes could evolve 
from what were often inferior ingredi- 
ents in the hands of a poor people trying 
to wrench a livelihood from a harsh cli- 
mate is reason enough to esteem Proven- 
cal cooking. André Lalleman, owner of 
the Auberge de Noves, eight miles south 
of Avignon, explains how the people’s 
very poverty sparked culinary invention: 

“Today we have much better products 
to work with. It is no longer necessary to 
subject meat to days of marination in 
order to make it digestible. But long ago, 
it was a different story. Take bouilla- 
baisse, for example. It was a typical fish- 
monger’s dish, made from fish that 
couldn’t sell because it was ugly or too 
small or too bony. So on the beach, in a 
great copper kettle, they boiled this fish 
in sea water to create a stew.” 

















This antique gypsy 
caravan (J) found in 
Camargue by Jean 
Pierre Demery was 
brought to the garden 
of his 200-year-old mas 
and filled with pillows 
made from Souleiado 
fabric (2).

(6), have become 
increasingly popular in 
the United States in 
recent years. 
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O family understands the region better 
than Charles Demeéry and his children 
Christiane, Jean Pierre and Papou (whose 
farmhouse appears on page 87). All share in 
the work of their family-owned busi- 
ness, Souleiado, which manufactures the 
cheerful cotton prints that have swept 
the United States in recent years. Widely 
available here under the name of Pierre 
Deux, these fabrics are stamped, varied, 
mixed and matched from a remarkable 
collection of over 40,000 blocks stashed 
in the attic of their factory. 

“They are the force!” asserts Charles 
of his children, who practically grew up 
in the late 17th-century building hous- 
ing the Souleiado enterprise in Tarascon. 
From their earliest years his children 
were familiar with production methods 
and as soon as they were old enough 
took active roles in the family business. 

The name of his company, according 
to Charles, is a Provencal word meaning 
“a ray of sunshine bursting through the 
clouds.” Its actual history is equally ro- 
mantic. In the 17th century, the yard 
goods of paisley and stylized flowers 
that were imported from India enjoyed a 
wide vogue in France. In particular, these 
fabrics found favor with the aristocrats 
of Louis XIV’s court. They were quickly 
imitated domestically, yet the king’s 
minister evidently decided to withhold 
approval of this fledgling industry. In 
1686 a royal decree actually banned both 
the importation and the manufacture of 
the popular “painted fabrics.” However, 
it was easy enough to smuggle fabric 
across the border; soon interpretations of 
Indian patterns were coming from the 
Provengal cities of Orange, Avignon, 
Tarascon and Aix. But companies like 
Charles Demeéry’s, founded around 1740, 
had already created a look of their own 
and an appreciative following. Today 
Souleiado is able to continue this tradi- 
tion because the company held on to the 
precious hand-carved blocks designed 
two centuries earlier. @

rench citizens living in ear- 

ly 19th-century New Or- 

leans found life simpler 

than in Paris. Therefore, 

according to Richard Neas, 
who designed these five rooms, in- 
terior decorating in New Orleans 
was cleaner, less gaudy than the 
prevailing modes a Paris. However, 
New Orleans’s climate differed 
radically from Paris’s, and impor- 
tant architectural adaptations were 
introduced into the houses people 
lived in. For example, with the un- 
canny exception of the first, and 
most primitive, houses of 17th- 
century New England, nowhere 
else in America does one find the 
window that opens like a door— 
what is customarily called a 
French door. 

French-style furnishings made 
in New Orleans were also some- 
what freed of the excesses of Pari- 
sian tastes. These furnishings be- 
came among the first expressions 
of native American carpentry and 
cabinetmaking. Mr. Neas points 
out that there was never a time 
when the artist’s eye was so hon- 


ored as it was in the 18th century. 
The painterly effect of hand-deco- 





rated faience and hand-blocked 
fabrics created then has become 
extremely popular now. 

New Orleans is celebrated for its 
color. While the pale, subtle stuc- 
coed exteriors of the French Quar- 
ter’s raised cottages and maison- 
ettes line the streets and lanes, the 
cool lacy grillwork and louvered 
shutters give no hint of the ebul- 
lient colors within. Red isn’t just 
red, it’s ruby; blue isn’t pallid, it’s 
periwinkle; yellow isn’t buttery, 
it’s egg-yolk. 

To honor the French general La- 
fayette, one of America’s great 
champions, Mr. Neas created a 
bedroom in the Cabildo (the great 
building resembling Paris’s Place 
des Vosges), which once housed 
the Spanish governing body. By 
the time that Lafayette visit- 
ed New Orleans in 1825, Napo- 
leon’s new “Empire” style, harking 
back to the great civilizations of 
Rome, Greece and Egypt, had be- 
come popular in France and the 
American South.The masculine ap- 
peal of this room lies in its color- 
ing, texture, linear stripes, ceremo- 
nial fringes and in the exquisite 
materials of the furnishings. 


In what was formerly the 
Spanish mayor’s office in the 
Cabildo—the building that will 
house the great Sun King 
exhibition opening in May 
1984—-a bedroom has been 
decorated in the Empire style

here’s no competition as to which room in this Florida 


“treehouse” has the best view—they all do. The octag- 

onal vacation home, raised 12 feet above the ground, is 
entirely surrounded by glass,.giving it splendid treetop vistas 
but also creating a decorating nightmare for anyone tackling 
its four, wedge-shaped rooms (see plan, following page). 

Since the space is small—750 square feet—designer Cindi 
Mufson wanted to create the illusion of spaciousness; thus she 
whitewashed everything, letting the solid, light-reflecting 
background unify the entire house. To keep the living room 
from seeming cluttered, she used only one style of seating: 
clean-lined modulars in white to blend with the floor and

walls. For a coffee table, she selected an “invisible” glass 
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one that shows off the patterned wool dhurrie rug underfoot. 

“IT wanted the house to have the airiness of an old-fash- 
ioned porch,” says Ms. Mufson, who supplied an even great- 
er breeziness by creating a dividing wall from wide wood 


louvers that lets light flow between the living and guest 
rooms, yet can be closed for privacy at night. 

Inspired by her porch theme, she chose an outdoor furni- 
ture favorite—wicker chairs—for the dining room’s seating. 
“The owners actually use the chairs for lounging on the 
deck,” she says. All furniture plus decorating essentials such 
as track lighting, decorative pillows, curtains and wood win- 
dow blinds are available at JCPenney stores, through either its 
mail-order catalog or its in-store custom decorating service.

RECAPTURING THE GOOD OLD DAYS 


A 150-year-old farmhouse and its new owner

very summer, as a tiny tot, I was 
shipped to my grandparents’ 

house for a month-long stay in the 
Michigan heartland. My grandparents 
were a farming family, and there was 
always a complement of uncles, aunts 
and young cousins who were either vis- 
iting, too, or in full-time residence. We 
all occupied a large, rambling farmhouse, 
which my grandfather had built by hand 
with the help of his sons, including my 
own father. An immigrant, my grandfa- 
ther had been a

scale models of ships with all the rigging 
(the largest of which sat on top of the 
piano in the parlor), violins of gleaming 
wood hung on the walls (and these were 
taken down to be played at family gath- 
erings) and dollhouse-sized chests and 
chairs (often given as presents to the 
grandchildren at birthday time). 

Most of all, I remember the kitchen in 
which my grandmother was always 
present. The big room seemed the right 
size for her. She was a large woman, big- 
boned and matronly, and at least a head 
taller than my grandfather. The room 
emanated magical odors from a soup or 
stew or roast in the making, or from the 
bread and fruit pies that were baked of- 
ten and in quantity. Most things came 


from the farm—the vegetables for can- 
ning, the cucumbers and cabbage for 
pickling, the berries for jams, honey 
from Grandfather’s beehives, apples and 
cherries for pies. My grandmother 
turned out wonders from the immense 
black iron, wood-burning stove, which 
puffed away through all seasons—in 
summer, when the doors and windows 
were wide open to let out the heat and in 
winter, when it cast an enveloping 
warmth through all the house. 


he house wasn’t beautiful. It was 
not a stately colonial as you would 
find in New England. It was too 
large and squat, set in an apple and cher- 
ry orchard. In addition to the kitchen 








were a large dining room, two front par- 
lors and two back bedrooms—my grand- 
parents slept in the largest. A wide, an- 
gular staircase led to the second floor 
where another wide landing linked the 
warren of upstairs bedrooms. Some were 
large and others quite small, but all were 
sunny and wallpapered in patterns. 


he parlors were much too full of 

upholstered furniture, mostly ar- 

ranged against the walls to keep 
the floor area free so the children could 
play there. These rooms were hardly 
used during the week but on Sunday, 
when the whole family arrived and peo- 
pled the parlors after the midday meal, 
chairs had to be brought in from the 
dining room so that everyone could sit. 

Then, many of the adults took up an 
instrument—Grandfather and my father 
played the violin, Aunt Irene and Aunt 
Esther took turns at the piano, Uncle 
Harry played the accordian and we ei- 
ther hummed, sang or listened to the 
music, mostly polkas and mazurkas, but 
sometimes a popular song. 

By evening, everyone had caught up 
on family news and neighborly gossip. 
There was also, invariably, a heated dis- 
cussion when one of my two high- 
strung maiden aunts (both were school- 
teachers) stomped out of the room. 

I cannot recall that liquor was served 
in those early days at my grandparents’ 
house but I know that the adults were 
fortified by Grandfather’s homemade 
wine. Life and entertainment in the 
heartland stemmed from the home. My 
grandparents would have been hurt if 
their own children and their families 
failed to arrive for Sunday dinner. 

My grandparents and their farm are 
gone now. The farm was carved into 
plots for a housing development and the 
whole swallowed up in urban sprawl. 

What is also gone is a quality of life 
that sustained and regenerated an ordi- 
nary American family. It is only after a 
career of my own and living in a succes- 
sion of impersonal New York City apart- 
ments that I ponder the indelible imprint 
left on my life by my grandparents’ 
house. Looking back, I do not feel that 
there was anything particularly unique

about my youthful life. The scene was 
played across the face of this land for 
those of us who were young enough to 
have shared the heritage of immigrant 
grandparents. They brought with them a 
way of life and a set of values that 
stretched back generations—this chain 
was never as harshly broken as when it 
was implanted in this new land. 

Just how much of that had rubbed off 
on me I am only now beginning to real- 
ize. | hadn’t thought about my grandpar- 
ents’ house for years. Today, I am re- 
membering it vividly and, not 
coincidentally, as I write 
this from my own renovat- 
ed farmhouse in upstate 
New York, where cows 
graze on neighboring fields 
and rows of cornstalks. 


hat is a home? Certainly, it is 
Wie physical structure, the shell 
that contributes to personal 
convenience and to the arts of good liv- 
ing. It is the shelter that comforts and 
soothes away the day’s cares as much as 
the “machine,” as Le Corbusier called it, 
that can add to the delights of everyday 
living. But besides the mere tools that 
can make life a joy, the home is our 
outward expression of who we are and 
how far we have traveled toward bet- 
tering ourselves and the way we live. 
But it’s so much more than that. The 
home is the embodiment of tradition, 
the family seat and its love, pride, plea- 
sures and passions, hopes and dreams. 
Without an expression of these, a house 





is an empty husk. No amount of fine 
furnishings or exquisite embellishments 
can ever substitute for these intangible 
elements. 

Even as a single woman with an active 
career and strong ties to New York City, 
I found after several years that I did not 
feel complete without a house. An apart- 
ment was not enough. Dazzling as the 
city can be, I longed for a house. What I 
felt I needed most was space—many 
rooms, each with a function. A room for 
dining, a study, a porch, staircases with 
landings, lots of bedrooms, a laundry

room where the ironing board was al- 
ways ready, a hobby room where a piece 
of furniture in the process of being refin- 
ished could sit for days, a room where I 
could leave out papers, books, projects in 
the works, a huge kitchen, a pantry. No 
loft living for me—open-plan living to 
me is confining. I needed doors, walls, 
cubicles, enclosures. A small house 
would never do. 

And I yearned for a rural setting. Not 
suburbia, not a neighbor on every side, 
not the constant whir of traffic, but hill- 
side and pastureland, wide blue skies 
where the sunset stretches for miles 
overhead. I wanted a piece of heaven 
such as I had known as a child. A farm-

ominally, Cathy and Brian Fulmer’s five-level 
house is both designed from scratch and new throughout. 
In truth, however, they and their equally young archi- 
tects—J. Michael Dunn and Peter Curtis—pieced the 
place together according to the dictates of materials and 
circumstances. “They had to size the door opening in the 
master bedroom so the door from my old third-grade 
classroom would fit,” says Mrs. Fulmer. 
Like the mirrored oak mantel that had to be accommo- 
dated in the living room (opposite), the schoolhouse door 
is a salvaged trophy. The architects also were obliged to 


take into account the awesome amounts of ‘sweat equi- 
ty” the Fulmers were willing to invest in such arduous 
tasks as painting, tile setting, shelf building and closet 
outfitting.

There is an amaz- 
ing contrast between 
the delicate orna- 
ment and the monumenial 
scale of many examples of the 
1860s.

When narrow boards 
were used, instead of covering them 
with veneers, they were mortised 
into frames in herringbone patterns. 

An alternate solution to the chal- 
lenge of creating simple functional 
designs was discovered by the ar- 
chitect E.W. Godwin who designed 
furniture in the Japanese style. The 
lines were simple and the combina- 
tion of woods was very much in the 
Japanese spirit although the forms 
were more suited to an English 
home than to one in Japan. 

While there was a continuing in- 
terest in traditional design in the 
1870s and 1880s, one new develop- 
ment, “art furniture,” was more in- 
novative than traditional. A good 
part of what was called art furniture 
was made by manufacturers who 
worked on a grand scale, but the 
implication in the name was that it 


was made by traditional craftsmen. 
There was a consistency to the de- 
signs that was inspired by the pro- 
gressive efforts of the 1860s toward 
straight lines, but the art element 
consisted of embellishing the forms 
with surface decoration—ceramic 
plaques, carved panels, or painted 
decoration were used. Similar de- 
signs were executed by craftsmen 
working with care for a demanding 
public and by those producing 
quickly for price-conscious buyers 
intent on having the latest. One 
cabinet, designed by T. E. Collcutt 
for Collinson & Lock, has Middle 
Eastern flowers and Pompeian la- 
dies on a form that is, at least in 





part, Elizabethan. 

There was a 
growing interest in 
reproductions of 
18th-century de- 
signs at the very 
moment that inno- 
vators were getting 
further and further 
from historic pre- 
cedent. Major En- 
glish manufactur- 4 
ers like Holland > 
and Heal were making 
Sheraton and Chippendale furniture 
along with occasional examples of 
French Louis XV furniture. The ma- 
jor distinguishing feature of the re- 
productions is that proportions 
tended to be different—forms were 
elongated, chairs were higher- 
backed than the original models. 
Proportions were like those by in- 
novators of the period. 

There was a group of English de- 
signers, mainly people associated 
with the Arts and Crafts Movement 
who were developing simple fresh 
concepts, a distinctive variation of 
the Art Nouveau style that was 
emerging in 
France and else- 
where on_ the 
Continent. While 
the French fa- 
vored the use of 
exotic woods and 
elaborate inlays, 
English designers 
concentrated on 
native woods, 
sometimes paint- 
ed or ebonized for 
forms that were 
elongated. Voysey, 
Ashbee and Mackmurdo are three 
designers often regarded as pioneers 
of the modern movement, but they 
were followers of a strong tradition 
established in the Victorian era— 
fine simple design for people impa- 
tient with ostentation.

president, Helene Baird, founded the 
company in 1976 when she and her 
husband, both avid gardeners, began to 
look for garden furniture that reflected 
the straightforward estate tradition. 
They found nothing. Mrs. Baird and 
her husband did, however, find adap- 
tations of classic English seats at Wil- 
liamsburg and used their own ingenu- 
ity to establish a carpentry to make 
American versions. Their garden seats, 
benches, planters and tables are made 
of mahogany or teak and come in 
glossy white enamel or a hand-rubbed 
natural finish. And the Bairds insist on 
traditional methods of joinery. While 
originally designed as garden furnish- 
ings, Chattahoochee Maker’s pieces are 
of a scale that is appropriate for pent- 
house gardens and poolside furniture 
too. Visiting the University of Virginia, 
the University of Georgia or the Atlan- 
ta Botanical Gardens, you would find 
many public resting places featuring 
Chattahoochee’s seats and chairs. 
While you may be tempted to soften 
the linear aspects of these pieces with 





pillows and cushions, it is their spare, 
lean look within a context of trees, 
grass, flowers and stones that makes 
this traditional style so attractive. Pil- 
lows and cushions are more appropri- 
ate to wicker than to this style of 


wooden outdoor furniture.

Everyone admires formal gardens for 
their elegance and for their ordered 


tranquility. But can you imagine the 
size of the staff needed to maintain 
such elaborately designed spaces? 
Shrubs must be pruned constantly. An- 
nuals have to be dead-headed daily. 
And huge greenhouses must be main- 
tained to provide the thousands of 
forced bulbs and bedding plants used 
in the precise plantings. But there are 
ways to bring a formal look to your 
yard without devoting countless hours 
to demanding garden upkeep. (An exam- 
ple of one formal garden begins on page 128.) 


Necessary symmetry 
Formalism in the gardens of antiqui- 
ty was born out of necessity. The earli- 
est ornamental gardens were created in 
arid countries where irrigation require- 
ments dictated symmetrical layout. 
Symmetry is the best compositional 
element for introducing formality to 
the garden. Two identical urns placed 
at the rear of your property will pro- 
duce classical balance. Make a paved 
path leading to these twin urns and 
line it with parallel plantings to en- 
hance the symmetrical theme. 
Pathways and paved patio areas can 
be made with.brick laid out in formal 
patterns. Herringbone, checkerboard 
and basket-weave designs make formal 
places requiring less maintenance than 
your planted areas. Quarry, stable or 
decorated glazed tiles can be used. 
Dwarf plants and slow-growing va- 
rieties can serve as mini-hedges to edge 
planting beds. These slow-growing 
plants don’t need constant pruning. 


Easy ways to bring a 
beautiful formal 
touch to your garden

Dwarf boxwood is the favorite choice. 
Plants that grow naturally into for- 
mal shapes are also useful. Picea glauca 
‘Conica’ (dwarf Alberta spruce) forms a 
perfect cone-shaped evergreen that 
never needs pruning. Artemisia ‘Silver 
Mound’ grows to a 6-by-12-inch half- 
sphere. And Juniperus ‘Skyrocket’ be- 
comes a tall spire without pruning. 
Parterres, elaborate paisley-pat- 
terned arrangements, can be made with 
natural pebbles and gravel in shades of 
white, beige or brown. Unlike parterres 
of bedding plants, pebble patterns re- 
quire little maintenance. Slow-growing 
succulents with variant foliage colors 
and textures (sedum and sempervi- 
vums, for example) can be used for liv- 
ing parterres that are fairly permanent.

Structures, sculpture and garden or- 
naments always add order to the out- 
door space.

In 
one suburban garden, moldings, a door 
and a weather vane were added to the 
back wall of a neighbor’s garage to 
make a trompe l'oeil garden structure 
out of a potential eyesore.

People need doors. People are fond 
of doors. And the past few decades 
of flowing space aren’t going to 
wipe out centuries of attachment. 
Children’s first drawings of houses 
may leave out the sun in the sky 
or the smoke curling from the 
chimney, but they'll include a 
door. A house can be a house 
without windows, but not without 
a door. A door is a form of address, 
like the wave of a hand. A door 
says yes, no or maybe. Open, it 
suggests welcome, the future, new 
beginnings. Slightly ajar, it evokes 
the unknown, the potentially pro- 
vocative. For most of us, just to 
read of a vine-canopied cottage 
door or to think of the summer- 
soft slam of a screen door is pow- 
erfully evocative. 

Despite our fondness for them, 
doors have been disappearing. We 
are in danger of never entering or 
exiting, but slipping through 
openings instead. It isn’t uncom-

were made for their gods. At best, 
men could have plain wooden 
doors with, perhaps, a bunch of 
herbs hanging over them for 
luck—but the doors for their gods, 
ah, that was different. When gods 
moved among men as they often 
did in the lore of ancient civiliza- 
tions, doors became mighty, ex- 
pressing the power and dignity of 
the god-king passing through 
them. The long, narrow doorways 
of Egyptian temples were as much 
as 74 feet high. The Greeks, not 
satisfied with the lift of their great 
columned entrances, narrowed 
their doors at the top, forcing prin- 
ciples of perspective so that they 
appeared even higher. God himself 
might have come through the 
doors of Solomon’s temple, made 
from the cedars of Lebanon and 
chased with gold. 

Throughout the Middle Ages 
and on into the Renaissance, the 
domestic door changed not at all. 
So, perfectly tailored to fit a man, 





mon to find that a house or apart- 
ment’s only doors are its entry and 
those leading into closets or bath- 
rooms. For the rest, it’s one smooth- 
flowing space—kitchen adjoined to 
dining room, dining room adjoined to 
living room, living room to foyer. 

Part of the reason for the vanishing 
door has, of course, been due to the 
architect’s vision; the other part, a re- 
sult of simple economics. Shortages of 
materials following World War II plus 
the idealization of family life (known 
as “‘togetherness”) combined to pro- 
mote the ranch-style design through- 
out the United States; but in cities the 
need for a sense of space where there 
was none was resolved by the intro- 
duction of L-shaped studio apartments. 

Privacy, a feeling of security, yielded 


to the realities of reduced space and the 
necessity of reducing costs. By leaving 
out doors and walls, small spaces might 
appear larger. The results, like all pa- 
per-perfect plans, worked better in 
theory than in practice. As doors and 
walls have been eliminated, people 
have replaced them with arrangements 
of furniture. Furniture, as in children’s 
play, becomes the building blocks that 
create a house within a house—the 
straight lines of sofas indicating walls, 
gaps between two chairs, a door. 

Paleolithic man had animal hides; 
the early Scots, revolving stone doors 
on pivots; the Egyptians, matting that 
rolled up and down. But the first care- 
fully designed and beautifully crafted 
doors were not made for men—they 


they remained as they had been: 
stout wooden doors, joined by pegs or 
strips of iron, made of vertical planks 
backed by horizontal ones (batten 
doors), or of planks with diagonal 
braces (braced doors). Inside, there 
were virtually no doors at all.

I do expect a lot after all my work. I 
want my vegetables to be delicious as 


' well as decorative, start conversations 


ata table, be tidy and on time. And this 


year, as anticipated, the most well- 
mannered of all, the elegant asparagus 
came to dinner at our house for six 
glorious spring weeks. 

Since it takes asparagus four years to 
mature, this was the first time we were 
able to eat our own asparagus in abun- 
dance. And there is nothing quite like 
fresh asparagus quickly steamed, with 
broiled shad and shad roe, all lightly 


_ laced with lemon or melted butter. 


Yet even before I had planted the 
asparagus I wondered about a vegeta- 
ble that took so long to arrive. I had 


_ already survived the inevitable ups and 


downs of vegetable gardens. When we 
first moved to the country I planted an 
empire on impulse, a vast spread from 
rutabagas to melons. I thought it was 
my duty, and it almost did me in. 
Overwhelmed and overworked, I soon 
learned that small gardens, like small 
dinner parties, are more fun after all. 

As my garden grew smaller, I chose 
with more care. I liked the way the 
pole beans trellised the wire fence, 
watched for the flowers of the snow 
peas, enjoyed the tender leaves of early 
spinach. I gave up corn because of 
space, and wondered what would give 
way to the asparagus. Well, good-bye 
carrots; so long cabbage. 

This was a big step, a long wait and 
an even longer relationship. Other veg- 
etables come and go, brief encounters, 
but asparagus is almost forever, lasting, 


if properly tended, up to 20 years or 


more. I weighed my age against that of 
the asparagus and made the plunge. 

First I dug two trenches, each 8 inch- 
es deep, mixing the soil with small fa- 
vors from the barnyard. Then I planted 
one-year crowns, spreading the roots 
wide like a cape. | finished by mound- 
ing the soil above. The next two years | 
weeded and waited, teased by a few 
spears. The third year | allowed myself 
to cut some short tips. 

This spring was the grand reward, 
and every day I cut 8-inch spears at a 
slant, just below the soil. After six 
weeks I stopped, letting the stems grow 
again into ferns that store next year’s 
food. By autumn, when the morning 
sun sweeps the garden, the dew on 
these ferns will sparkle like decorations 
on little country Christmas trees. 

My friend David, the master of a 
large vegetable garden, told me that the 
older the asparagus beds, the thicker 
the roots grow, the more the family 
increases. I like that idea. And when he 
also said that the lily and asparagus are 
of the same family, I wasn’t a bit sur- 
prised. Breeding does show. 

Here is a recipe that my family loves, 
“Chilled Asparagus in Dilled Mustard 
Sauce,’”* condensed slightly: 


1 pound fresh thin asparagus 
1 cup firm yogurt 
1/4 cup mayonnaise 
1/3 cup Dijon mustard 
2 heaping tablespoons 
minced dill and chives 
Salt and freshly ground black pepper 
to taste.

[_] Steam long spears until just tender (still 
crisp at heart). When done, run them under 
cold water, drain. Combine all remaining 
ingredients and mix well. Place asparagus in 
shallow dish, pour dressing over, chill 1 
hour. Serve on platter garnished with greens 
and cherry tomatoes. Serves 4.

It& not only the so-called major arts that reflect 
the tone and tenor of their times. When Syrie 
Maughams white-white rooms appeared in 
the twenties—their “pickled white” furniture 
placed against spare white walls, the settings 
spotted with white feathers, white seashells, 
and white everything, as well as with chrome 
and mirrors—they were as much a statement 
of the soul of their era as were cubism and 
atonal music. The now-famous postwar mood 
seemed to embrace all 
manner of things from 
shingled hair to le jazz 
hot. The times they had 
a-changed indeed. And 
a ‘new decor held sway. 
Again. 

Mrs. Maugham prob- 
ably didn’t think of her- 
self as either a rev- 
olutionary or a social 
reporter. Her sensibili- 
ties (like those of any 
good designer-decorator 
in any era) were clearly attuned to the past 
(and what was wrong with it) as well as to the 
exciting present (and how best to live in it). 

Her spare, uncluttered rooms with their 
spare and uncluttered use of color were partly 
a turning away from the formality and heavi- 
ness of the preceding Edwardian and Victo- 
nan years. But they were, even more, a 
looking forward to the simpler, easier, and 
lighter standards that suddenly, it seemed, had 
now emerged in every aspect of life and held 
sway internationally. (An intriguing footnote 
to Mrs. Maughams celebrity as a designer is 
the persistent reappearance of the literary 
connection in the decorating arena. Before she 
made her mark asa decorator, Mrs. Maugham 
was very much a member of the international 
literary community vie a he extravagantly suc- 

cessful writing husband. Through the years, 





literary lionessess- Trollope, Harriet 
Beecher Stowe, Edith Wh anton OHen em- 
ployed their insights to affect the look of real

houses and rooms as well as to comment on 
what went on in fictional houses and rooms.) 

Designers seem to have a tradition for peri- 
odically cleaning things up, throwing out the 
past and bringing in the present. Minimalism 
follows modernism. High-tech follows Bau- 
haus. “Take everything out!” is a recurring 
designers battle cry. Yet, people being people 
(and designers being people, too), “Put things 
back in!” is another battle cry — —of which the 
much-vaunted Post-Modernism of today is a 
lively example. 

And even though a room completely 
swathed in grey flannel may well be as oppres- 
sively self-conscious as one thoroughly be- 
decked in flowering chintzes, the idea of a 
carefully controlled color palette appears to 
be one whose strength prevails in all sorts of 
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eras and for all sorts of decorating styles. 

The very 19808 townhouse sitting-room 
shown here, designed by John Robert Moore, 
is a contemporary example. Although the 
room is aS monochromatic as any period 
Maugham, there's an easy up-to-the-minute 
vivacity about it. This result is achieved by the 
subtle play of texture against texture, as well 
as tone against tone. The imported cut-velvet 
covering the couch and the tussah silk with 
random-dyed-warp on the ottoman (fabrics 
shown, above) are examples of this latter-day 
ease and compatibility. 

Returning for amoment to Syrie Maugham, 
the tufted armless easy chair, (shown at top, 
right) was designed by Mrs. Maugham, and 
is another of her prescient decorating ideas.

When choosing accessories, how do you avoid the boring 
cliches? Two designers, who often inspire their clients to 
become collectors, explain how. 


Barbara Ross and Barbara Schwartz 
of Dexter Design (an interior design 
firm known for a modernist approach 
to decorating) are often asked by their 
clients for help with choosing accesso- 
ries—those bibelots and works of art 
that go into a room after the walls 
are painted and the furniture is in 
place. Because they think that a 
group of objects makes a stronger 
statement than unrelated pieces here 
and there, they encourage their cli- 
ents to start a collection. 


arbara Ross and Bar- 
bara Schwartz believe 





strongly that accesso- 

ries—lithographs, 
pottery, vases, baskets, ashtrays, all the 
extras—punctuate a room and make it 
come alive: “A room could cost a mil- 
lion dollars but without a careful selec- 
tion of accessories it will always look 
like a showroom—a very impersonal 
space.” 

They also believe that the process of 
making a room personal and special is 
not as mysterious as it seems. “We all 
know how to use accessories,” says 
Ms. Schwartz, “because we do it every 
day when deciding which scarf and 
belt to wear with a certain dress.” They 
are careful not to carry the clothes 
analogy too far, however, because they 
do not believe that fashions and fads 
should apply to a house. 

“Lithographs and vases shouldn’t be 
discarded like last year’s shoes,” says 


Ms. Schwartz. ‘In the first place, they 


can be very expensive, and in the sec- 
ond place if something is beautiful it 
should please you for« ' To know 
what things will last ot become, 
what the designers ref: 1s, ‘“tomor- 
row’s clichés’) Ms. Ross ises that 
you “train your eye by studying the

beautiful things of the past—the things 
that have lasted. Go to museums, read 
books, look at beautiful old pottery. 
Go out and learn—don’t jump in and 
buy an ugly glass carafe.” 

In helping people avoid clichés and 
what they call ‘‘useless uglies’” the de- 
sign team often inspires its clients to 
start collecting on their own. Ms. 
Schwartz says, “For years Barbara and I 
have recommended collecting pieces of 
art pottery because they are antiques, 
they do increase in value, and you can 
find them anywhere. We'll start a col- 
lection of Fulper (art pottery made in 
New Jersey after 1910) in a color to 
accent a room, and the client will go on 
finding pieces. He or she will have a lot 
of fun, and will call to tell us about 
locating a wonderful Fulper vase in a 
junk shop in Hoboken. That’s the dif- 
ference between collecting something 
really interesting and buying a boring 
glass bowl from the local department 
store.” 

Art pottery belongs to the category 
the designers call ‘‘objects,”” which also 
includes such things as antique porce- 


lains, vases, baskets and pil- 
lows. A second category is art 
(paintings, lithographs, art 
photography, wall hangings, 
sculpture) and a third is plants 
and flowers. For people who 
want to collect in the second 
category but say they know 
nothing about art, Ms. 
Schwartz advises going to the 
nearest museum. “Most mu- 
seums today sell prints and 
some even rent art work.” 


\! 


Probiems of organizing and 
displaying in all three catego- 
ries involve what the design- 
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ers call “clarifying for visual 

impact.” Often this means ex- 
panding a collection. Ms. Ross says, 
“Some of our clients have marvelous 
things, but only one piece of this, one 
of that. One item is not enough. If a 
person has a good piece of Indian pot- 
tery, I advise her to collect more. Put- 
ting several pieces together makes a 
strong statement.” 

In other categories clarifying can of- 
ten mean simplifying. Ms. Ross recalls, 
“Several years ago when it was very 
fashionable to have a lot of plants, 
some rooms became so cluttered they 
looked more like jungles than rooms. 
No two plants were ever the same kind 
or size. We like to see one great healthy 
plant.” (Ms. Schwartz points out that 
nothing makes a house look quite so 
tired or faded as a dying plant. “It’s 
worse than a peeling paint job.”) 

Ms. Ross feels much the same way 
about a wall hung with a few paint- 
ings, a few photographs and little 
shelves with knickknacks. “I hate an 
arrangement of different kinds of art. 
Again the important thing is always to 
clarify and simplify.” @

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Getting The Right Response From 


Your Home Environment 





By JOANNA BROWN 
t often seems to me that our 
total perception of the home 
environment—seeing, hear- 
ing, smelling, touching—is 
more than the sum of its parts, 
something like a sixth sense. 
Unfortunately, as a rule, we 
have not been educated to de- 
velop or even appreciate that 
sixth sense. When approaching 
design or decorating, we are 
taught form, proportion, color, 
stylistic periods, how to find a 
decorator, painter, plumber or 
plasterer, but rarely anything as 
intangible as what one might 
call spirit or ambience. 





Not that it’s particularly 
mysterious or other-worldly, 
this sixth sense of place. In fact, 
it’s as modern and down-to-earth as 
the computer-age word that explains it: 
feedback. If we subscribe to the logic 
that tells us we are what we eat, there 
is no reason not to consider the likeli- 
hood that we are also what we see and 
hear or, as that wise Roman, Marcus 
Aurelius, believed, “The soul is dyed 
the color of its thoughts.” 

The personal, intimate surroundings 
we create, like the caves in which our 
ancestors took refuge, are the places 
where we provide ourselves with the 
images that will refresh and restore us 
until we return to that uncertain jungle 
waiting beyond the door. Since this 
emotional feedback is at last beginning 
to be studied, i thought I should see 
what the experts can tell us about it. 
Faber Birren, an international color 
consultant and author of numerous 
Human Re- 


books, including ( a 
hold, 1978), 


sponse (Van Nostrand 

told me of an experim which vol- 
unteers confined then to a bland 
environment for a peri 36 hours. 
“All of them reported <i y in con- 





centration, periodic anxiety and an in- 
ability to judge time,” said Mr. Birren. 
“The conclusion of most scientists is 


that normal consciousness, perception 
and thought can be maintained only in 
a changing environment. 

“An excellent vehicle for stimulation 
is color,” Mr. Birren explained. “Color 
has a charming ability to distract us, to 
release us from anxiety. In order to 


increase that effect, we seldom do a 


room in all one color. The precise hue 
isn’t important; the interplay is. 

Deborah Szekely, owner of two in- 
ternationally known spas, The Golden 
Door and Rancho la Puerto, is an ex- 
pert in using color and environment to 
affect attitude and behavior. 

“T’ve always felt it was important for 
the atmosphere of a spa to be different 
from home,” Ms. Szekely told me. 
“The Door has a very introspective at- 
mosphere. Every room looks out on a 
garden filled with camellias, azaleas, 
iris and wisteria, all in subtle shades of 
white, pale pink, blues and lavender. 

“The Door environment is designed to 


give psychic, meditative energy; | 
the Ranch to give physical ener- | 
gy. If you’re tense and need to 
relax, you go to the Door. If you 
want a physical energy jolt, you 
go to the Ranch. It’s vivacious 
and exciting, with white walls, 
red brick and handwoven rugs.” 

Says designer Diane Love, au- 
thor of Flowers are Fabulous for Deco- 
rating (MacMillan, 1975), ‘““We 
give people messages about our- 
selves with our environment | 
and often they’re inaccurate—it | 
may even be the message of the | 
interior designer rather than the | 
owner. But wherever it comes | 
from, the conclusion has been ! 
drawn. It’s important that our 
visual message is in keeping 
with our real self. 

“Shapes of things affect the impres- 
sion, too. We all know that art creates 
an emotional response, but we rarely — 
take it beyond that. I find that objects, 
flower arrangements, furniture, all cre- 
ate emotional responses.” 

Delivering a clear message is a good 
idea, but what if we are not certain just 
what our message is? How can we dis- 
cover it? “Start with color,” suggests 
Ms. Love. ““Then make a note whenev- 
er you see something and spontaneous- 
ly think, ‘Oh, I love that!’ Remember, 
love is the thread that will tie it all 
together. Also, cut out pictures you like 
from magazines. When you assemble 
them you'll see a connection.” 

Whatever kind of space we end up 
with, the consensus seems to be that if 
it can nourish us and not merely pro- 
vide shelter, we have done well. As 
John Ruskin knew, “Architecture is the 
art which so disposes and adorns the 
edifices raised by man, for whatever 
uses, that the sight of them may con- 
tribute to his mental health, power, 
and pleasure.” @

The maples lining the broad village 
street give back the sun’s gold. The 
great stone buildings look even more 
imposing in the lengthening shadows. 
The whole place feels as if a hard day’s 
work has just been completed and 
) things are in preparation for the eve- 
}ning meal. This place is Pleasant Hill, 
) also called Shakertown in Pleasant Hill, 
Ky. If you wanted to take an imaginary 
trip to some distant part of our galaxy 
you would, in fact, do better to come 
there to this community—it is a uni- 
‘verse unto itself, entirely different 
from any other place in America. Here 
is a powerful architecture expressing 
the beauty, utility and simplicity of the 
beliefs of the folk who created it. 


| Original spirit 
) The religious sect called the Shakers, 
or the United Society of Believers, was 
| in many ways a very remarkable group. 
‘The last worshiping communities of 
Shakers are maintained at Sabbathday 


Lake in Maine and Canterbury, N.H. 


But here in Shakertown there has been 
an ambitious effort made to fully cap- 
ture the spirit of the sect’s original dai- 
ly life. Almost everything here is either 
original or a replica of the tools and 
furnishings used in each room. The 
broom-making machines and looms are 
still functional and in use, standing in 
the same places they occupied when 
the Shakers toiled. The restoration is 
nothing short of magnificent. 

In 1924, the nadir of Shakerism, the 
village was auctioned off in lots to pri- 
vate landowners and the various shops 
and outbuildings were occupied by 
tenants until 1961. That was the year 
when Pleasant Hill’s own residents re- 
alized the village was doomed unless 
something was done quickly to save it. 

So a nonprofit organization was es- 
tablished to bring the Shaker town 
back to its former beauty. The non- 
profit corporation chose the most expe- 
rienced professional they could find, 
James L. Cogar, former curator of Colo- 
nial Williamsburg, to head the project. 
In 1964 the organization was granted a 


long-term loan of $2 million from the 
Area Redevelopment Administration. 
Some of that money was used to recon- 
solidate 2,200 acres of land around the 
surviving 27 Shaker buildings. Cogar 
undertook research to pinpoint original 
paint types, the furnishings and interi- 
or decorations. He managed to con- 
vince the Federal Highway Department 
to reroute U.S. Highway 68 outside the 
village, and power lines and telephone 
lines were discreetly buried out of 
sight. By 1968 the entire village was 
made a national historic landmark. 


Spare stark beauty 

Today the nearly completed restored 
village is strikingly beautiful in its 
stark Shaker way. The Centre Family 
House is Pleasant Hill’s largest and 
most admirable building, executed in 
massive limestone blocks, six bays 
wide and four bays deep—it took 10 
years (1824-34) to build. Inside, some 
of the floors are solid ash, preserved by 
literally hundreds of oil treatments

Venice is called “il piu bel salotto del 
mondo,” the most beautiful living 
room in the world. San Marco is the 
actual place brought to mind. It’s here 
that the city’s denizens meet the tour- 
ists, and in summer there are few more 
beautiful things to do than to sit in this 
magnificent public square, watch the 
people pass by and feed the pigeons. In 
winter one sits under the arcades or 
inside the Caffe Florian, watches the 
people pass by and feeds the pigeons. 
That pleasure never really changes. 

Venice was created for the rich and 
the noble. How does the city express 
this fact? I think it’s in the Italian, par- 
ticularly the Venetian, genius for find- 
ing the best setting in which to put 
something, whether it’s a church, a vil- 


la or a caffe in a piazza. It’s all calculat- 
ed to flatter people. It seems that the 
city is intentionally designed to play up 
the perspective that makes San Marco 
the focal point and the Grand Canal 
the most beautiful main street any- 
where in the world. 


Relaxing and dining 

It’s so easy to feel as if you Jive in 
Venice; I never have the sense that I’m 
on vacation and have to be doing 
something every minute. One can go 
out to the Lido with a picnic, spend the 
whole day there at the beach, at one of 
the great hotels or playing golf and be 
back in town in 20 minutes ready for 
an evening’s entertainment in big-city 
style. At least that’s the kind of con- 
trast within such a small radius I really 
enjoy.. 

Harry’s Bar is still fhe most fabulous. 
I’m never disappointed to begin a night 
there. Some of my favorite restaurants 
may look terrible on the outside, but 
it’s the inside that matters. Stay away 
from the trattorias near the railway sta- 
tion simply because they’re so outra- 
geously overpriced; otherwise try Do 
Forni, Malamocco, alla Colomba and 
alla Madonna. Great classic Venetian 
dishes are not scarce and the variety of 
seafood is endless and delicious. Vini 
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da Arturo is a charming pocket-sized 


» place where chef-owner Ernesto offers 
'some of the best traditional Venetian 


food as well as the more innovative 
“nouvelle cuisine” of Italy. 


- Feeling at home 


People are always asking me about

_ Getting around and away 


There are two ways to get around 
Venice. The first is to walk and the 
second is to take the vaporetto. My ad- 


_ vice is to take the vaporetto first thing in 


the morning all the way to the end of 
the line in whatever direction you want 
to go, then spend your day walking 


_ back to the city. You'll get lost less 


often that way because you'll always 
be homing in. Enjoy the same boat trip 
at night—round trip from San Zac- 
caria—and you'll have a completely 
different perspective. 

Getting to Vicenza is simple because 
it’s only a 20-minute train ride or a 
half-hour drive. All the towns of the 
Veneto, the mainland of Italy sur- 
rounding Venice, have splendid coun- 
try markets. You should leave Venice 
early in the morning in order to get to 
the market in Vicenza or Verona to 
make up your picnic. Every tourist ki- 
osk has maps detailing the location of 
the villas, or you can book a riverboat 
tour down the Brenta and see them the 
way Palladio intended. If you do take

the river tour, pack a small picnic be- | 
cause you're likely to get only a small 
espresso aboard. In Verona I recom- 
mend having lunch at Dodici Apostoli 
whose menu represents only the dishes 
of 15th- and 16th-century Venice. A 
marvelous experience. And there’s a 
small hotel, Due Torri, that’s complete- 
ly decorated with 19th-century an- 
tiques that are also for sale. 

Vicenza itself isn’t very prepossess- 
ing, but don’t let that put you off. 
There are lots of little trattorias where 
you can get really excellent pasta, po- 
lenta and the local fruity wines of the 
Veneto. (Antica Trattoria Tre Visi is a 
must for the true Vicentina specialties, 
such as codfish.) Many of these small, 
country trattorias have vine-covered | 
beamed ceilings, rustic furnishings and 
fragrant olive trees nearby to perfume 
the air. The effect is relaxing and com- 
pletely charming. @

I don’t believe in one-shot 
decorating. Good interiors take

NANTUCKET'S FAMOUS “EAST BRICK” 


IS LOVINGLY RESTORED 


Nantucket islanders often refer to the 
ferry from Cape Cod as “the boat from 
America.” Indeed, despite being only 30 
miles from the Massachusetts mainland, 
Nantucket does seem like another coun- 
try. The other-worldly feeling is not 
only evoked by its location but also 
by its architecture, which looks much 
as it did in the 1800s when, after the 
whaling industry declined, people 
were too poor to build new houses. 
Although Nantucket is famous for its 
simple, gray-shingled buildings, there 
are many splendid houses built by whale 
oil tycoons. Three years ago Mr. and 


Mrs. Thomas Amory bought and re- 
stored one of the most famous of these 
mansions (above right). Finished in 1838, it 
was one of three identical houses. (all in a 
row on upper Main Street) built by whal- 
ing merchant Joseph Starbuck for his sons. 

Explaining how she went about deco- 
rating the house known as “East Brick’, 
Mrs. Amory says, “I stood in the front 
hall (above left) and asked myself how I 
would plan the rooms if I were Mrs. 
Starbuck. Obviously I would have some 
things of the day, but I would probably 
also have some furniture from my moth- 
er and grandmother.” & 
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Oe Said to be the wealthiest man on Nantucket when he died, 
es Joseph Starbuck spared no expense for his sons, as 
shown by the marble mantel and Empire sofa (an original 
piece) in the front parlor. Most of the furniture is from 
the Empire or Federal period because Mrs. Amory 
furnished the house as she imagined the first owner did. B®

the house we were ali wrapped up in the folklore of the island,” says Mrs. Amory, who 
chose rugs woven on Nantucket and, for chair pads, fabric from Nantucket Looms. 


When Nantucket’s economy declined, 
not only were the islanders too poor to 
build new houses, they also had little 
money to renovate existing ones. This 
was the case with the Amorys’ house. 
“That it had been somewhat neglected 
meant we had structural work to do; it 
also meant there had been no ugly 
modernization,” says Mrs. Amory. 
Bathrooms had been added, but in a 
way that did not disturb the original 
shapes of the rooms. 

In fact, the backgrounds of the 
rooms have changed very little. Shut- 
ters still fold back into the reveals at 
each window; the wide-plank pine 
floors needed only cleaning; all first- 
floor rooms, except for the dining 
room, have original black marble man- 


tels. Still in use are the very unusual 
silver doorknobs, keyhole shields and 
knobs for shutters (made by a Starbuck 
brother-in-law who was a silversmith). 

In the dining room, a 70-year-old 
wallpaper frieze of roses fits right in 
with the color scheme Mrs. Amory had 
always wanted for a vacation house. 
“It’s so subtle no one notices right 
away, but the whole downstairs is red 
and green because I wanted to have 
Christmas—a feeling of celebration— 
every day.”” When she saw the pinks 
and reds of the wallpaper she knew she 
would keep it despite stains and discol- 
orations that were remedied with paint. 
“It would have been much easier to 
take it down and put up something 
else, but I love it.” she says.

Interior designer Susan Bishop says 
her clients enjoy a gracious lifestyle but 
insisted on absolute ease of mainte- 
nance. “Nothing in the house could be

fragile or precious,” she recalls. “I used 
only enough furniture to make the 
rooms comfortable—not one gratuitous 
table or chair. After all, no one would 
notice the living room’s beautifully pan- 
eled wall, with its fluted pilasters, if 
there was a surfeit of decor.” 

Much of the restoration involved 








scraping off layer upon layer of pigment 
from the woodwork and removing spat- 
ter painting so the floors could be re- 
turned to an almost pristine state. “We 
had wanted to leave the floors uncov- 
ered—to show the random-width Nan- 
tucket pine boards,” says Ms. Bishop. 
‘But the wood turned out to be so soft 
that it was necessary to put down rugs in 
high-traffic areas.”

Russian house 
evolved from the 
mud of New Mexi- 
co—that’s how art- 
ist-builder Nicolai 
Fechin (pronounced 
fay-shin) described his home 
in Taos after he’d finished 
building it. This extraordinary 
dwelling brings out the true 
meaning of the words “folk 
art.” Every inch of its floors, 
furnishings and decorations 
expresses the passionate tal- 
ent of a man so gifted as 
to embody the phrase “an 
embarrassment of riches.” 

In the eyes of the world, 
Nicolai Fechin, born in 1881 
in Kazan, Russia, was first a 
painter. His exhibitions in 
Leningrad and New York City 
brought him international ac- 
claim. After the October Rev- 
olution he was permitted to 
emigrate to America. He lived 
in New York awhile, but it 
was the light of New Mexi- 
co’s high plateaus that en- 
chanted him, and in 1927 he 
bought and proceeded to re- 
build the house he ultimately 
lived in for six years. Today 
the house is a museum. 

Although Mother Russia 
trained him in all the arts, Fe- 
chin earned his living as a car- 
penter and builder, inspired— 
like generations of Slavic 
craftsmen—by the color, tex- 
ture and abundance of wood. 
But his constant source of in- 
spiration was religious archi- 
tecture, specifically that of 
Russia’s wooden churches. 
This tradition set the style of 
his interior carvings.

From morning to midday Fechin 
painted. And from late afternoon 
through the evening he carved, sculpt- 
ed, gardened or made drawings of the 
details the house would later contain. 





¢ Eya Fechin Branham, the artist’s 
' daughter, has made three trips to the 
Soviet Union since 1975 to promote a 
United States exhibition of her father’s 
work.

he British captured it in 1781, the Yankees 
captured it in 1865, and now this 250-year-old 
North Carolina city is turning the tables: Wilming- 
ton is capturing the hearts of people who love 
wonderful old houses, streets and gardens. 
Wilmington is a panorama of domestic architec- 
ture. Its invaders treated it gently, and its own 
citizens have lived in it gently. Many are working 
now to preserve and restore the city so it can con- 
tinue aging gracefully. Located in the legendary 
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Cape Fear area, the city was the Confederacy’s 
most vital seaport. “Its setting on the river, the 
ocean and the bays and sounds is exceptional,” 
says ITV’s David Brinkley, a native son. “It may be 
a startling fact, but true—Wilmington has a greater 
number of interesting houses than Williamsburg, 
Va. We don’t have as much history, but we have 
architecture.” These homeowners have a sense of 
place and respect for the past that is insuring the 
city’s future as a magnet for visitors. 
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rees are

nly 10 miles from 
Atlantic beaches and 25 miles 
upriver from the mouth of 
Cape Fear, old Wilmington’s 
docks, spires and handsome 
houses cluster among green 
trees much as they did in the 
18th and 19th centuries. 
Many of the streets still have 
horse troughs, hitching posts, 
iron gates and fences. Each 
block is an architectural text- 
book, perfect for teaching 
yourself or your family to rec- 
ognize a panoply of period 
styles and terms. 

You will see Doric, Ionic 
and Corinthian columns and 
pilasters on the Greek Revival 
homes as well as learn to dis- 
criminate among Italianate, 
Gothic and Queen Anne char- 
acteristics that are so often 
categorized simply as Victori- 
an. Porticos, piazzas and can- 
opy porches; gambrel, hip and 
mansard roofs; dentils and 
finials; sawnwork and stick- 
work; frieze vents, brackets, 
cornices, quoins and cupo- 
las—all are in profusion. For 
Wilmington was a prosperous 
town. Even the world’s long- 
est railroad (completed in 
1840) was organized here in 
the Governor Dudley Man- 
sion (see photo number 6, opposite), 
now the official headquarters 
of the Historic Wilmington 
Foundation.

CONVERSION 


What began as chauffeur’s quarters 
and a two-car garage 
is now a gracious little house 
that expands the joys of summer living 


or six months of the year—May through 
October—this sunny cottage works as a 
perfect studio and retreat for a New York- 
based interior designer, Tim Romanello. In 
its previous life the two-room house was a 
two-car garage with a comfortable bed- 
room and small bath set aside for an estate chauf- 
feur. By the time Mr. Romanello got his hands on 
it, the whole place was about to tumble. “It was the 
Victorian charm that first attracted me,’ 


, 


says Mr. 
Romanello. “I worked out an arrangement with the 
owners to let me go ahead and make changes. I 
removed a wall to make the large living room. And 
since I didn’t have a lot of money to spend, I 
decided on a white-on-white color scheme.” This is 
his third season in the house and everything is still 
fresh, charming and, most important, com/ortable. 

Here’s what style instead of money can offer: 
sofas covered with quilted comforters for day 
(they’re twin beds by night); simple grommets in- 
serted into artist’s-weight canvas (duck will also 
drape well) backed with cheerful, colorful chintz 
and hung like swags over each window; Adiron- 
dack chairs eased with overstuffed cushions: and a 
white-with-everything floor. 

Mr. Romanello likes the feeling a tent gives. 
Panels offer options. Note the basin-skirt (righ?) in 
the bathroom and the tentlike flaps that flank the 
spacious patio (following pages). “I also like the look of 
different chintzes, but I think you have to choose 
them with care. I used them as borders on comfort- 
ers covering the sofas, as liners for the window 
draperies and as pillow covers.” 

The bedroom (above center) is all white, except for a 
diagonal swath of celadon that accents the bed and 
celadon fabric that lines the draperies. 


The charm of Tim Romanello’s two-room house is in the 
simplicity of color and the clever way he has designed 
curtains to resemble Federal-style window decoration. By 
his application of fabric he has created the character of

The National Spa and Pool Institute 

(NSPI) reports that wind contributes 

substantially to pool heat loss through 

convection and evaporation. In fact, 
the difference between no wind across 

the surface of a pool and a breeze of 7 

mph can make a difference of 400 per- 

cent in heating costs. 

Take advantage of windbreaks 
formed by your house, fences and by 
natural formations and plantings such 
as small hills, hedges and trees. Don’t 
locate the pool too close to deciduous 
trees, however. Falling leaves cause 
cleaning problems. 

(JGround composition: Before you 

make your site selection for an in- 

ground pool, get the ground tested fo! 
composition by a soil engineer. Check 
your Yellow Pages for a soil-testing 





company in your area. The engineer will 
let you know if you are likely to run into

A pool should fit—not fight—the architectural and landscaping elements around it.

(| Man-made restrictions: Under- 
ground utility lines, gas pipelines, tank 
and leaching fields of a septic system 
and local zoning regulations are impor- 
tant considerations when choosing a 
site.

Electrical equipment used for the 
pool or spa should conform to local 
regulations or to the latest National 
Electrical code requirements. Any out- 
door circuits should be protected by a 
ground-fault circuit interrupter.

Some places have historic houses, some 
have gardens, some have river rides, 
some have beaches. Wilmington, N.C., 
has them all. The historic district of this 
old seaport covers some 200 blocks. You 
can explore the heart of it, however, in a 
seven-block area within a few hours. 


Stretching your holiday, you can also |}! 


enjoy nearby Atlantic and intercoastal 
waterway resorts and plantations like 
Orton, Poplar Grove and Airlie. | 
For the year-round walking tour | 
(Tuesdays through Saturdays, 10 a.m. to 
5 p.M.), downtown Thalian Hall, on Prin- 
cess Street between Third and Fourth, is | 
the starting point. Here an orientation 
film, narrated by David Brinkley, and a 
$5 ticket to enter five buildings open 
year-round (except on most Sundays | 
and Mondays) get you off on a varied 
go-at-your-own-pace tour. Thalian Hall, 
a community theater since 1858, has | 
been restored to its 1909 elegance. 
A block away is the pre-Revolution- | 
ary Burgwin-Wright House with its 
double piazza (shown on pages 92-93). The 
British general Charles Cornwallis occu- 
pied the house in 1781 because it was 
then the finest in the area. Don’t miss its 
three-story kitchen, an outbuilding 
overlooking a boxwood and flower gar- 
den. In the next block, you'll come upon 
the Zebulon Latimer House, an opulent | 
example of Italian Revival, built in 1852 
and home to Latimer descendants for 111 
years. Many antebellum furnishings are 
still used, and it is headquarters for the 
Lower Cape Fear Historical Society. 
Turn the corner toward the river, and 
you'll see an 1804 Masonic Lodge that 
was converted to a home in the 1820s 
and is now the St. John’s Museum of 
Art. Here you can see the work of old- 
time and contemporary Carolina artists. 


| Walk past palm trees on the river to the 


1825 Governor Dudley Mansion (pictured 
on page 91), home of the state’s first elect- 
ed governor. It is owned by Mr. and 
Mrs. Thomas H. Wright, Jr., who 20 
years ago launched much of the restora- 
tion effort here when they bought a 1745 
house “‘to keep some damn fool from 
tearing it down.” Dudley, a stately neo- 
classic building, serves as headquarters 
for the Historic Wilmington Foundation.

From pest control to 
pruning shears: products 
to make gardening 
easier and safer

Gardens for All, a nonprofit organi- 
zation dedicated to the advancement of 
home gardening, conducted their year- 
ly poll and, as you might suspect, a 
record number of Americans are gar- 
Incredibly, 53 percent of all 
American households grew food for 
their tables in 1982.

Why is my chair so strangely shaped? How old is 
it? How was it used? 
—Mrs. L.K., Mountainair, N. Mex. 


A. You own a corner chair. 
It was designed for use in 

the corner of a room. 
The strange position of the 
legs made it awkward for 
the person sitting on the 
chair. The form has re- 
mained popular 
about 1700 to recent times. 
Copies are still being made. 
Your chair is in the Chip- 
pendale style and is possi- 
bly from New England. 
The simple legs and rather 
wide apron do not seem to 


from 


go with the curved arms 
and pierced splats. The 
chair originally may have held a commode under the uphol- 
stered seat. The seat should lift off easily. Chairs of this sort 
were often used in bedrooms. Its value is about $700. 


This box has a de- 

sign that seems to 

be made from small rolls of 

paper. The ends are paint- 

ed gold. It has an inner 

lid and we have been told 

that the box once held tea.

A. Paper filigree work, or “quill” work as it is sometimes 
called, was popular in the 18th century. Small rolls of paper 
about '/, inch wide were tightly rolled, then placed in designs 
so the curled edges would show. The edges were painted, 
sometimes in colors, sometimes in gold or silver to make the 
finished design resemble metal filigree. Cabinetmakers made 
the boxes and tea caddies in their shops, then had them 
decorated with th

Quill work went out of style about 1800, though there has 
been a minor revival of the craft during the past 10 years. A 
tea caddy like yours, dating from the 18th century, would sell 
for at least $500.

A. You have a 
cheese dish. This 
shape was made in 
many types of pot- 
tery and porcelain 
during the 18th and 19th centuries. A small round cheese was 
put on the plate. A different type of cheese dish was made 
with a rectangular, slanting cover that could be used with a 
large wedge of cheese. We have seen examples of glass dishes 
made in Denmark about 1900. There were many glass fac- 
tories in the United States that made similar dishes. Cheese 
dishes are back in style and old examples like yours sell from 
$150 to $200. 





Can you tell me 

anything about my 
painted table?

A. You have a New England. 
dressing table made between 
1820 and 1840. The idea of 
the dressing table was quite 





simple: A table was made, 
then a set of drawers was 
made in the same shape and 
style and permanently at- 
tached to the tabletop. The drawers held the toilet items or 
small valuable pieces of jewelry. Sometimes a mirror was 
added at the top. Your table is painted to resemble formal 
inlaid furniture of the same period. The value of the table is 
from $1,000 to $2,000.
